LOCAL OBSERVATIONS. 


JANUARY. 

Till. I? one of the most plesisnnt months in the year; its temperature is coot and re- 
freslnii!-. ninl cxtreineiv cuti|;enMl to alt but the \ irtini .if (tout and rlieuniatism Ths 
•irat iniii liav is eenerallv clear and wholesome, but the mot uiiigs and evenings are 
aunieliiiies damp and foggy. 

The theriiKmieter ranges, in the shade, from .W® in the morning tofl.'’’® in theafternoon. 

t imrdieriy wind picMiiIs during I his luuiith, but seldom bloM s with much stiength: 
when it does, and is acrompMued \m(1i laiii, the cold is very disagrceahlc. 

In the meal market theie is a plentiful .supply of beef, mutton, veal, lamb, pork, 
kid, piiultiy, etc , ot the most superior kinds. 

Qaiiie also is to be bad in great abunilnnre—snipe, duck, teal, etc. 

Tbe lish market is well supplied at llii.s si'a.snii, with berkli, or rockup, (thesalmou of 
thr Rast,) mnoniee, rooe, cutlali, quoye, sowle, selliab, bbolnh, eels, soles, and lUiiny 
others ol interior descriptions. 

Vegefnblesof all kinds are now in the highest state of perfection; the markets abound 
with gieen peas, tunliflovveis, cahhage.s, turnips, potatoes, aspatugus, yams, carrots, 
spiii.ige, g'eens, cucumbers, luilishes, relety, lettuces, young onions, kuol-khule, 
kutcbon. Frencli-beans, seem, hriujals, red and wliite beet, etc , etc. 

Fruit trees, in general, begin to show then huds and blossoms tins month; iiiaogoe, 
peach, pumplenose (sliaddock), rose-apples, etc 

Tbe Iriiils in season are Sylhet and China oranges, loqimts, plantains, pine apples, 
long and niiiml plums, large gnaius, pumplenose, (ifiparali ami a few others, 

N. B —The lollowing fruits and vegetables, are procurable not only in this month 
but Ihrouglioul the whole year, VI7, —plantains, sugai curies, coruaiiuts, guavas, |>ine 
apples, papiahs, custard-apples, uick, (ouiitiy almonds, taiuariads, omrah, burbutty, 
mint, sage, parsley, ouious, radishes, lettuce, etc. 

FEBRUARY. 

This month is generally cool and roinfortahle, pnrtirnlnrly if the northerly wind 
preiails, the weather afterwards becomes disagreeable, till a change ot season takes 
pliK e iihoiit the end of the month. 

When the weather is vunahlc, the wind blow’s principally from the N. W , veering 
rniiiid orcasioually to (he N E attended with clouds and dnz/.ling rain, this loiitinues 
till alioiit the •JUIh, whe.ii the soiilherly wind sets in The weather now becomes mild and 
gciiml; the d.ivs, however, .sometimes rather hot, and llie nights cold, with heavy dews. 

The Ihennonieler, in the shade, ranges on a medium, from58" to 75®. 

The measles in children, are very prevalent dnriiig (he whole of this month. 

Kheuinatisra and gout become less teoublesome after the southerly winds have set in. 
Warm clothing becomes ruther unpleasant to new comers, but not so toold Jiidians, 
whose blond 18 not so easily heated. Sometimes this month is rather showery, which 
protracts the cold season until the middle of the following month. 

Meat continues good and nhiindant. 

The fish market has the addition of the small hilsah, (the Indian mackerel.} 

Tiie additional vegetables are pumpkin ai^d young cucumberi; and the fruits 
custard-apples, niiilberries, and small water-melons.

Tliethermomeler ranges in the shade, from 80® m the morning to 00“)n the afternoon, 
but when elcposed to the, sun, it rises to I10“. 

The wind blows from the south, and is very strong throughout the nionlli, and 
when the wind is hot, from the absence of ram, it bccoiiit’s opjires>M e. This state of the 
weather is very unfavoralile to vegetation. 

The northwesters are at limes attended witli dicniifnr sfonn.s of thunder and light 
ning, during which rain and hail fall in tinienfs' these storms sumeiimes occasion 
much damage. Tiie north westers conliiiue at ititt reals till the begiiiiiiiig, and some, 
times till the middle of May. 

This is an unfavorable season for meat, which begims to he lUbbv .and poor, the fat 
■piiiigy amlyeilow. 

The fish market has the addition of the marigoe fish, so cnlled from its animal visit 
to nil the Ilcngal nvers, at lliis(f]ic maiigoo) season, tuspaw'ii: it appciis as soon as 
the inangoe IS formed on the tree, and diaiipfieiiis j(t (he close of the seusoii, tlial is 
about the middle of July.

be weeded in (his month, and eiii ireled with asIigJit einhaiikiiient, to ret.iitithe, water 
which they inii.st he allorded during the gie.iler part of this and (he («o .succeeding 
inotitii.s Melons .uid i.iictiinhet s, should he souii during thi.s nioikth also as well .is giape 
and apple, seed.s, ludian corn uiiJ sugai-cuiie. Still gather winter llowet seeds. 

April. 

The remarks on March apply equally to tins month, but as the hot season advances 
the chances of suc,i-c.ss in leariiig most kind.s of v^'gcTahles diminish. Late melons and 
cucumbers may be sown dui ing (his nidiitlilikewise Sow nielons in rich liglit .soil, giving 
the plants iileidy of rooi , to run When they have Oirowri out four leaves stop them hy 
pmchiiig ott'llie lending hud- they will then producetw'o lateral shoots, wliicii stop in a 
similar muniier; and so c O'lliiiuc to in at e-ac li new lorined shoot, stopping it at the 
set (Mid oi tlnrd joint.

In this month plantains, i>iiie ajqiles. puinidcnose, black berries, ripe mangoes, 
peai ties, lichees and nil <b(i other truili pi ik uriible in Mnreh are abundant in the 
niurki’t. Can ots, turnips, he.ins and ciihh.iges are rediu ed in (juiintitr, and their prices 
are rpnsidcrahly im leased, when good Uiiuj.il, ladish, water punikins, and greens in 
plenty are to be had Mils'-melons, and several other eouiitry melons, runie into 
season wlioiit the middle ot this month. 

In tin: latter |uiit ot this iiioiilh plani all the amarilli.s (ir lily tribe, and in fact all 
bulbous roots and phuil.s, sliouid be-sown orjilanted. Sow early cutunihers, okra, 
Iiidi 111 corn, sugnr-carie, grape, apple, and all eoimtiy fruit seeds, so that the plants 
iiiiij have thei ndiuntogi- ot the i.iiii to grow up vigorous}} Gathei viinter UoM'erseeds 
and commence grattiiig and budding. I’lentifully water young pluiits. 

May. 

Mangoes, pine-npples, pvimplenose, plaiitHins, and nil the fruits proenrahle Inst 
month are supjilied nbundiiiitly. Hriiijiiis. greens, and summer flowers of altno.st all 
sorts arc to bo hud pU’iitiruIly m the. market. Musk and vvuter-meloiis, etc, are 
pleiilitnll) siijiplied to the mai ket about the end of this month. 

Grafting and budding, of all kinds,should be peiformed during this month, whi< h is 
the most favorable, for siieh operalmii.s And the gaihering of the send.s of winter 
flowers, should be tiiiislied at its end. Watei yoniig plants. Lichees and peaches get 
scarce at the end of tins mouth, hut vvampees, wild lidiecs and melons, continue 
pleiilifni. Sow long cucumbers and white pumpkin seeds, giape seeds, peach stones 
and fruit seeds generally. 

Jane. 

Asparagus send shonld he sown in boxe.s towards the latter end of the month, and 
transpliiiited in November, in rows tw o feel apart, and the pliiuts one foot from each 
other. The soil should be mixed with a iaige portion of rotten linrse manure it is 
scarcely possible to make the gi'oiini) (ooricli furusparngus Fre.sh asparagus seed 
should be sown whenever procurable, and especially between the end of June and 
the beginning of December. 

Ill tills mouth mangoes, oranges, pine-«pp1e,s, purnplenoses, plantains, pomegra- 
nalev, encumbers, melons, limes, vvild-licheos, jake, mmikey-jakc, and a gre.it variety 
ot berries and oilier fruil.s are aliuudantiy supplied at low prices m the market. Car* 
rots, turnips, cabbage, and oilier Laropenii vegetables, are very scarce and dear ; but 
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country yreons and brinjaJ*, nr® procurable m sniBll quantities. About tbe end of thb 
mouth melons disappear. 

Young and tender plants should he rarefiiHy watered every evening during this 
month, and chillies, okra, Indian corn, pen-stick.s, jute, red and Cliina spinnge and 
the common iialive greens lu general, iiicliidiiig piilbul, kuirala, ihingali,hnrbuttee ami 
chichtngah, .should be sown. Tlie planliug of cuttings ot all kiudvot iniils and dower.s, 
should be commenced at the end ul this inoutli. t>ow pea« h stones and Innt seeds 
eenerally. Sow long cucumber seeds at tlie end of the mouth. 

July. 

At the end of this month it is dcsiralilc to sow seeds for early parslev, lieot.s, knol- 
lihole,cabbage,cauliilower. brocoli, a.spiiragus, endive, lettuce, cairol.s, turnips and' 
other winter vegetables. 

Crlerv —Sow in boxes in this ami fhe five following months. Ui move to beds when 
about three nil hes high, and into frenclies, us iequii»*d, after being a moiitii in itie 
beds. The Ireiiclich siionld tic fei t deep, tilled up with u toot ot liglil soil and si.ildo 
tnnitiiie. and utlerw aids gniduallv, as the plaiit glows, with lig tit soil, t ill w it tun about 
SIX inches of the lop Water for tbe lii si two months with tlie liand, alter wltichlliey 
may le uccnsiouully flooded. 

Another leai/—Having sown and transplanted ns above, remove into tieiicUes 
four leet apart, and about IS iiuhes deep, neasly tilled with horse manure mid luli 
earth As tne plant grows, bank up into ridges with light .s<dl. By tins method the 
root of tlie plant, and not the stem, is watered when flooded. 

Ji‘iiol-lrhule,cahhu</e, cnulijlinret, unii hrocolt. —Sovv in boxes during fins and five 
following months. Kemovein beds when two incliea high, and transplant tiie cabbage 
and kuol khole (vvk e, and caulillovver and htncoitpif least fliiee limes, allowing tlie 
growth of a couple ot new leaves between each plaiiiiiig. 

Asparnt/us .—Sovv in beds in Julv, and lemove the plants in November, into raised 
beds of one or two rovvs, When the berries become I'ed, t ut the jilants two inehes 
above the ground an 1 top dress, when they will be veadv to cut in ten days. Uv 
dic.ssiiig tbe beds m suicession, asparagus mav.hc piodnccil lor the table all the yeai 
—stable maiiuie is tbe best, and the plant shouldiiivuiialily be watered by the hand, 
and never flooded except in very hot weatlier. riunts if taken care of will produce 
for eight or ten years. They should, liovvever, be vv lutered (roots eleaied ot tlw earth 
and exposed tor some days) and the ground di essed every .second year. 

Left/tce antienei^t'e.—Sow in Imxes or pots surrounded with water, till fhe plants 
appear, otherwise the small red ant will destroy tiiem. Blunt out us required, and tic 
up a few days befoie you cut for icsc. 

Carrots.Sow in a Iiglit deep sandy soil 

Turnips —Sow' in a rich soil, well mannird. 

In the market all Europe vegetables me very scarce and dear this month. 
Briujal, greens, and othei native vegetafiles are supplied. l*im apples, and melons are 
getting out of season, Blantaiiis. pumpkin.s and lucnmbers, are plentiful. 

Mangoe.s conliniietill towards tlie end of the month. Pine apples, jukes, monkey- 
jakes, bonch, and guava,s are very abundant. Yoiiiig plants and grafts should all he 
plante.d out during tliis month, and the trees pruned as soon as they iiave done, bearing, 
as that i« the only time when it ran he done with benefit to them Cuttings of all trees 
and shrubs should be put in this month, as well as slips of artichokes, w'liich, as soon 
as they have established tliemselve.s, should he < ut down close to the ground ^tam^ 
ard flower and dahlia seeds should be sown. Balsotn seeds should be sown in the 
beginning of the month and until the end of October. 

All grafting and budding should be finished this month, so that the rains of the two 
succeeding niontliH may cause them to shoot up with vigor when planted out. 
Wumime.s, blackberries and wild-licliee.s go out of season diinng tlie early part ol this 
month- Sow niangoe, jake, blarkbeiry, date, and all kinds o/ summer frail seeds 
daring this month-they will llinve well—likewise sow gooseberries. Expose the 
roots of young plants from the middle of this month to the middle of Seiitcmbcr, to 
harden then, or they may fall sacrifices to while ants. Sow the irregular eariv crop of 
potatires. 

A UffUSt. 

Successive crops of all the vegetables sown in July should be planted at the end of 
this mouth, more especially celery and beet, which should be fit to transplant u second 
time before the monsoon. These two vegetoiiles are less likely to sulfer by excessive 
raiuthau most others. Artichokes should be sow n.in beds during this month, Hires 
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ittfhe* between enrh seeiJ, so as to allow the removal of the plants in November, 
without, disturbing the roots To propagate by suckers —takeoff the suckers, and 
prick them out six inches tipnit, and when they become well rooted, franspbint into 
deep rich snilt setting Uieiii two fi ct apart. If large, suckers may be planted at onc« 
where they are intetnled to retnain. 

To prevent artichokes riinnnigto leaf, and producing small heads, when the 
plants are from ten to hlleen iiulirs hi^h, cut them off close to the ground,* and cover 
them over with light diy old in.murc when they have advanced a few inches rejient 
the operation. If the youni; )>laiifs ore tied up for a few days before being cut off, they 
will become blaiK hed iiiid tuny lie eaten as suind. . 


tiist regular crop of potntoc.s. 

Mangoes arc veiy Bcarce. Plitntuin.s, pine-apples and gimvnscontinue in abun. 
dance, and custard-apples, kumriuigulis, piuiniii'’ s, avlgato pcars, and curruiidas, 
come into season. 

Insects are exccssivelv numerous and dcstriii tive. The tlrauge tribe should be 
budded and inarcbed, and pi opagated by seeds Coiitinne grafting mangoes. Trans¬ 
plant cotton, Propagate cui-iiiif ions and innlcs bv layers, Fiiiisli cutting peach and 
lichee grafts. About the end ut this month sow dahlia, balsom, early mignonette, sun. 
flower, cox-cotnb, polv.tntlius, hylnscus, holybock, lark spur, lupin, poppv ,swcet-sultan 
onion, cabbage, sulsafy, cnulitlowci', lettuce, and all the other seeds sown last month. 

September. 

Continue to sow all the vegetables mentioned for August* Transplant early 
cabbage, cauliflower, brocoli, beet, cclerv, endive, and lettuce. Two or three crops of 
peas may be sown during thi.s montli, il the weather is favourable, but nut with much 
prospect of success unless sown at the latter end. 

Peas should be planted in (lenches, in double rows, about two feet opart. They 
should be watered V>y hand for the first fortnight and afterwards flooded until thev are 
two or three feel high, by whicbiimc the winter dews will be sviHiciont to separate 
tiiein. Peas require no manure, but should be tdaiited in good soil. Sun flower seeds 
for the winter should he planted now; hut this flower grow.s all the year round. 
Coxcomb, larkspur and mignnonette seeds might he sown. 

Avigato-pe.irs still coiit lime, and eai ly loqiiots, and sour oranges begin to mako 
their appenrance about the end of Hus month A species of hard, tasteless musk 
melon IS jirocurablc in nbundunce. Siicv iiMgalu.peur stones. Young potatoes 
in .sccisou. The American eolloii snwneariyin fullfiuit. Plant Cape bulbs, eitlier 
ill the ground, or in very deep pots wclldromed. The turnips and eabbagis are much 
infested by a small dark caterpillar which may be destroyed by sprinkling the plants 
with powdered lime. Tlie rice begins to flower. I’lit down cuttings of geraniums, 
roses 1 iolets, hearls-ense, etc. Flovvers in gieat yjcifection. As most of the pcoch 
trees will have lost their leaves, flic roots should he opened and exposed for 1-1 days, 
and then strongly iipinured. Potatoes should be sowm during this month. The whole 
oi the grafts Blitiuld he cut this month, if possible, so that they might still benefit by 
the showers of rain that fall at Hus time. 

October. 

The remarks on last month apply equally to this. Continue to sow all kinds of 
vegetable seeds in boxes , transplant from the boxes into beds , and immediately after 
the first heavy fall of rain remove into beds, lows and trenches, more particularly ccle- 
r.v , beet, cabbage, knol khole, cauliflower, and brocoli. Care should be taken in finally 
transplanting all the cabbage tiibe this month, to provide against heavy falls of ram, 
by iiiakiiig trendies to curry oft the water. Crops of peas should be sown every week 
or ten days from the beginning of this mouth until the end of December—peas sown 
alter that time seldom pod. 

Onions and leeks should be sown during this month also, in light rich earth, care¬ 
fully coveiuig the seed. When leeks area tew inches high, plant them m drills, 
eighteen inches apai t, and nine inches, from plant to plant As they increase in size 
draw up the earth to their iteiiis, in order to blanch thein, as leeks are much improved 
by blanching. 
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Sow parsnips in rich deep soil. Trench the grmmiU wo fert d#>ep, sow (lie seeils 
in drills one foot apart, and thin the plants so as to leare eiRhl me lies from each other. 

The main beds for strawberries should he planted. Oranges hesm to Ri-t pnhitahle 
this mouth, and the Ciitlinic of the siic.ar-enrie eoiriiiienres. nriiiials and iinliie 
greens become plentilnl, and the last crop of Indinii corn is gathered. The last of 
the grafts should i>ositiielv be rut. and suokei s tiansphiiited. Plant IniKsiiUi, ni.iriRold 
sweet-sultan, miRUiioiielte pinks, t'ainntioii, asters, and all annual plants during tins 
month. Propagate eernnmiiis by slips; and sow all kinds ot vegulable and tlouei seed.s 
erery six or eight days, throughout the inontJi 

Noveiiif/cr^ 

Thisis the month foractivil v in the vegctalde gardens, as hut few things arrive at 
much perfection which are not planted before (he end ot this month. Tlic principal 
crops of pens should be sown during (he hrsl wetk; and eontiriiieil even six dajs 
during (he inoulii; also scuilet runners PYeiuli, llroad and ^\'lnd.sor benii.s. Sow 
beet, knol-khole, cabbage, brocoli, and caiiliJlowers, iii beds, and rciiicivc fi oin beds 
into rows. Transplant celery and remove into trenches. I'innI nut artichokes and 
asparagus. 

The middle crop of potatoes should he soun about the middle of (hisinonlli, Tlioy 
should he pU'uteil in light soil, in which no horse dung is mised. The potatoe should he 
cut according to the niimViev of c}es, taking < me (hat eai li piei e is ot snllicient sivc to 
nourish the e'e, until it roofs—twire the size of a inairs Ihin.sh nail round the. 
eye, uill do well. tVheu planted, not more ttiaii one iiu h, or one and a hull inch, of 
* 0)1 shoiild be pl.Ti ed oiei it, and it abould not be watered oflener llinii once in four 
days, even during the hottest weather. As it grow.s up, the .soil slionld be limik''i| up 
to the stalk. Great care should be taken not to gii e too uiucb uatcr, and not to 
put too much soil upon the polaloe wlien first planted. 

This is the last month in uliich the generality of leeetahles can he sown with 
advantage. Sow winter fruit .seeds of all kinds, execiil oranges. Uinuges, guavas and 
plantains and all Europcon and Cape vegetables are abundant. 

December. 

In the beginning of the month sow French beans, srarlef-nmncrs, broad and 
Windsor beans. Peas sown in this month produce scantily , Plant out Into celery 
from boxes to hed,s, and remove fioiii beds to frein lies, ,Sou late riildiages and 
knol-kliote; and transplant as above. Vegntalile marrou may be sown in the early 
patt of this month in hsht rich soil. Earth np the stems of (he plants as llie> iiicrea.se 
ui growth, and peg the leading branches down at a Joint, and thty will strike root. 

Potatoes may be planted until the end of thus month ; but (hose sown during the 
first fortnight are most likely to succeed. Vl'lieu potatoes are planted whole, the 
produce IS finer than vibeii (hey are divided into two or three piei es ; hm the same 
number of potatoes yield a fur larger crop by the latter than hv the former method. 
Potatoes should be planted in beds ftiUv exposed to the sun. In rather shady placc.s the 
crop IS smalt, and when altogether evcludcd from the direct rays of the sun, they 
produce nothing. 

Europe and native vegetahles ore plentiful during thus month ; and also all sorts of 
brinjals, sweet-pnlntoe, yams. Fruits are scarce, except plantains, plums, goose¬ 
berries, guavas and oranges. Flowers of all kinds are abundant. 

A good month for sowing early inusk-iiielon and dwarf cu< umber seeds, as well a* 
peas, radish, and spillage ; but very few other vegetable seeds, ftlost of the exotic 
plants will also now be flowering.

THE CALENDAR iND its SUCCESSIVE REFORMS. 


The divisions of time, such as they are presented in the Calendar, are coin, 
posed of da? 8 , weeks, months, and years Tlie modes ol determining these divi* 
aionis, have been vatious amongst itie nations of antiquity, and ibeie aie still vaii* 
attoDS in these modes in the modern world. 

The manner of rerkotiini; the da vs by the ancient Jews, and which subsisW 
amongst that people at the pu-seni lime, is to commente llie day at a certain hour 
ot the evening, and to hnisii ii uii the next evening ., 1 . tlie same hour, Thus their 
sahbatti hegins on the allcniuon ol Friday, and is completed cn the aiternoon 
of Saturday. The Homan Caiholic cliurch also commences no Icstivals in the 
evening; and this custom 13 retanied anioiig«t oiuselves in some ot our popular 
observaiK'es, such as liie eve of St. Joiiii, and Cliiistmas eve. 

Tlie civil (lay now commences at 12 o’clock at midnight, and lasts till the 
same hour of the Inllovving mglit. The civil day is (lisiingiiithed (rom the astro* 
noimcdl day, winch begins at noon, and i.s couined up to 24 Imuis. leirninating at 
the succeeiltng noon. Tins nioiln of teckomiin. the day is that used in the Niau- 
tical Almanac, ami it sometimes leads to msstakis vvitli peisons not familiar with 
this inaniiei ol computaiiou: a iMHe consideration will obviate tli« difKculty. 
Thus, .laiiuary 10, iilieen hours in asirunomteal tune. January 11, 3 in lh« 
morning, civil lime liihanee and in most of the slaies ol Kuiope, as with ust 
the houis Hib coiinied up to 12 , iiom mnlni';ht till nuon, and fiom noon till mid* 
nigiit. iiip^itsol Italy, ami of Cieimany, the day is held to commence about 
stin-sel, and ihb hours are. counted on nil ihe next suii'set. Tins mode is very 
jnc'onvenieiit to tiaveHeis, a.s the noon ot (he "Italian houis" at the summer 
toistneis 16 o’clock, and l9 o’clock at the winter solstice. 


1 he English names of tlic (lays of the wiex aie derived from the Saxons; 
and they paitly ailnpied these names I’loin ttic moie civilized nainms of antiquity. 
'I’tiu tollovviiig ingenious odgin ol tile ancient names lias been suggested in coD- 
nejyou wnh asiriuiomical science. I'he planetary airurigeiiient ol Efolemy was 
thus l,S.iiuin; ‘2 Jufuler, 3, i'l.ars- 4, Hie Sun, 6 , Venus ; 6 , Mercury; 7 the 
Moon. Each ol ihe'C )planets wassiipimsed to preside, success vely, over, each 
Hour ot the 24 ot each day, in the oriler .ihove gnen. In this way .Saturn would 
preside over the hist hour nl the fiist day; Jupilcr over Hie .second hour; Mats 
over the Hind : the Sun over the loiiiili,ami so on. '1 bus the Sun presiding over 
tlie fmiHii, fleveiiih, and eighteenth houis ot the iiist day. would preside over 
the first hour of the .s(>'‘ 0 (i(l day, and c.iirjing on ilie senes, the Moon would preside 
over the fi'Bl lioui ol tIuMhird liny, Mots over the lust hour ^lf the foinlh day, 
Mercuiy ovei the liist hour of the filth day. Jupiier over the fiist hour of the sixth 
day and Venus over the first lioni Mlie seventh day Iltnee. the names of the 
days yet used in the learned pr(,fe 8 sions throughout Europe. 'Jhe piesetit Eoglish 
osmta are derived liom (he iSaxon: —

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THE CALENDAH AND ITS SUCCESSIVE REFOP.MS* 


Almost ail nations have regulated their homths, in a great degree, by the 
evolution of the moon. Some have endeavored to ur.iie this division with the 
an Dual course of the sun, by an augmentation of days at the end ofeach year, 
or by adding a thirteenth month at tlie end of every third year. The Jews and 
theAthentans followed this latter method; the IVJacedonians, and some nations 
of Asia, assigned their months 30 and 31 days; the luiks and the Arabs have 29 
and 30 days; tlie months of tiu Anglo-Saxons weie governed by the revolutions 
of the moon. Their common year consisted of twelve lunar months, three 
months being appropriated to each of the tour seasons; but every third yearcod- 
tallied an additional lunar month, which was given tu the summer season The 
Dames of their lunar months either had reference to their religious ceremonies; or 
to the natural appearances of the year. 

A considerable variation prevailed, generally, amongst the nations of antiquity 
and still paiiially prevails, with regard lo the coimneiicemeiitof the vesr. The 
Jews dated the beginning of the sacred year in ihe month of Maich ; the Athenians 
in tite month of June, the Macedofiians on the 2dth i>eptenii>er; the Chiistians of 
Egypt and Ethiopia on the 29tu or 3()ih ot August, »n'l liie Persians and Armeni¬ 
ans on the 1 llh of August. The Jewish civil year l egius on llie first day of the 
month 7'ijri, whu-li year corresponds with our9lliot S'epleiiiber ; the Mahome- 
dans’ begins uftiie hist ol the tnoiuh Hiulti\rem, v'liich year corresponds with our 
14tb of .July. Nearly all Ihe naiions ol the Chiis'ian world now commence the 
year on the 1st of January , but as recently as 17-52, even in J'.nglaiid, Ihe year 
(lid not legally and generally comnietuu till the 25ih of Maich. In Scotland, at 
that perioil, the year b'gan on ihe first ol J.iiiuary. 'flip ditfucnce caused great 
practical inconveniences, and January and telmiHiy, ami nan of March, some¬ 
times boro two dales, as we olten find ni old peconls, as 1711-12. This practice 
olleii bads to chronological imstakea ; (or instance, we popiitaily say.—"The He- 
vohuinn ol 16HU,” that gieai event happening m February ol the year 1688, accord¬ 
ing to the then mode of (ompulalion; but il the year weie held lo begin, as it 
doea now, on the Isi of January, it would be" Ihe Uevoiulion ol l(j89'’. in the 
anniversaries given in the lintihh Ali>i muc, the alterations ot ‘ lyie, made in l?d2, 
have not been loilnwed, as any coriection of dale would have einbarraiaed the 
leader in historical and biographical rufeieuces. 

The year, properly so called, is the solar year or tlie period of time in which 
Ihe sun passes tbroiisb the twelve signs ot the Zodiac. The period compruses 365 
days, 5 huuis, and 48 minutes. 51 seconds, 6 decunals, and is called the astronomi¬ 
cal year. 

The CAtevDAn is a table of the days of the year, arranged to assist the dis¬ 
tribution of tune, ami lo indu-aie remarkable days conuecied witn devotion or 
business. II every nation had adopted the same division ol time, and a uniform 
calendar had been genuial tluouglioiit civihied slates, history would present much 
fewer difficulties and roniiiidiciions. 'ihe progress jol asironomical science has 
oecessarity prodticeil gieat changes m the manner of dividing lime; and thus, 
whilst some nation-have been ready to give iheir calendar evtrv possible advan¬ 
tage of a scientific consliuction, the piejudice- ol oliieis have rendered them unwii). 
ing to depart from their accustomed mode, however inaccurate. It may hecurious 
Aid instructive to trace, v'eiy biiefly, the changes of the calendar, ordinarily called, 
the changes of'styie. 

The Homans called (he fiist days of each month. Calends, from a word 
which signified calleiM because the Homiffs, on those days, called the people 
(o apprise thMi ol the days of fesiivat in tiiat month. Hence we derive 
thetfiibiieof Calfnoar. 

The Eoman Calendar, which has, in great part, been adopted by almost a I 
nations, ts stated to have been iiitrodiiced by Ruinulos, the founder of this eitjr. 
He divided the ye*T i***® (rn mooilis only; Mars, Apiilis, Maius, Juniusr 
Qttintilis, (afterwards called Jubus.) i>exiili8, (afteiwaids called Auensloa,) 
September, October, Novembet, Di-cemlier. Mar, MKine, Quiniuis. and Octobe,, 
contained 3 l days, and each ot ihe six oilier rnonlhs ,‘?0 days; so that the ten 
months comprised 3b4 days, 'I he year ot Uoimilus was, thciefore, of 6(1 days' 
less duration than the lunar year, and of (ii days less thanlhe solar year; and its 
Ij^mmencement of course did not cone^pond with any fixed season, Nuroa 
Pomptlmscorrected tliiacalendar, by adiiingtwo months, .lartu.iiius. and Februari- 
AS, which he placed before ftiare, Jultua C««ar, beiag desirous to render the calendar 
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Still more correct, consulted the aslronomers of his time, who fixed tha solar year 
as 365 days, 6 houis, cnmpriiiing, as iliey thought,' the period from one vernal 
equinox to another. 'I he six hours were set aside, and at the end of four years, 
forming a day, the fourth year was made to consist of 3 j 66 days. The day thus 
aihled, was called intercalary, and was added to ihe month of February, by doublinc 
the 24th of tliat month, or accoidiog to their way of reckouinx, the tiiih of this 
Calends of March. Hence the year was called Bissextile. This almosf perfect 
anangement, which was denominated the .lulian style, prevailed generally 
throughout tire Christian world, till the time of Pope Gieeory XI LI .pi he Calendur 
of Julius ('aesar was defei'iive in this paitiiular; (hat the solar year, cousisunit 
of 3€)tlays, a hours, and 41) minutes, end not of .‘^6.5 days, 6 hours, as was supposed 
in (he time ol Julius (.'assai; theie wag a difiTerence between Ihe apparent year and 
the real year, of elevrn minutes. I his diiTcrence at the tune of Gieeory XIM., 
had amounted to ten enure (lays, tile vernal equinox falling on the llth, instead 
of iheSIstof Martli, atvrhu-li period it fell correctly at the time of tlie Council 
ol Nice, in liie year 'J'o obviate this inconvenienre, Gregoiy ordained, lu 
1582, that the 15 li October shouM be counted instead of ilie 5ih, for the lutuie ; 
and to pievent the recuircnce oi Ibis error, it was .uriher dctermiiied that the 
y«ar beginning a ceniui y, should not be bissextile, with ihe exception of th« 
beginning of each fonitil cemuiy. Thus, ‘700 and I60u have not been bissextile, 
nor will 1900 be so; but ttie year 20on will be bissr xlile. In tbismauner, ibieeliaxa 
aie reirenr bed in four huiiditd yeais; because the lapse of the eleven minutis 
Kiakes three days in about lb';i period. The year of the calendar is thus made, as 
neaiiy as possible, to coriespond with the true solar year; and lutu)« errors of 
chronology ate avoided. 

The adnptirn of this change, which is called the Gregorian, nr New >^(yle, 
(ihe Julian bc-ifig called the Old Style,) was for some time resisied hy .states nut 
under the authority of the See ol Uume. The change of the style io KtrgI nid, was 
established by an Act ol Parliament passed in 1752. It mss then enar ted, that the 
year should lommenreon the li-t of January, instead if Majcli 25tir; and lhatia 
the year )752, the d. ys should he numbered as usual uutil September 24, when the 
day (ollowinx should be accounted the 14ili of September, (imilling 11 daps. 'I’ha 
Gregorian principle of dropping one day in eveiy bundrerltb year, except the foutih 
hundiedth, was also enacted. 'I'he aiti ration was, tor a long time, opposed by iba 
prejudices of individuals; and even now, with ‘ome persons (he Old Style is sa 
peuiiiaciously adhered to, that reiit» aie made peyable on the old quarter days, io> 
stead ol the new. For this re.:8<>n, and not in defcicncp to tho piejudice. iho ul4 
festivals are mentii ue<i in the lhni)>h Almanac. 'J'iie llus^lalls si ll retain the Olq 
Style,<tiiui creating an inconvenience in their public and coinmeicial inteiccuifu 
with other naiions, which, we trust, that the giowiug lutcliigenco of the peoplu 
will evenlualiy be coirect. 

Uuring tlie period in which France was a Republic, the authorities introduced 
an entire change 10 the calendar, which was in existence more tlian twelve yeais; 
and.rs important to be noticed, as all the piib'ic acts of liie Frenrh nation weiu 
dated accoriling to this altered style, 'I'he National Convention, by a degree of 
the dih October, 1793, established a new Era, whi( h vvas called, io the place or 
the Chrisiian era, the era of ihe Kiench. Ihe coininencimeni of each year, of. 
the first Vendimlairf*,*' was fixed ai tlie midnighi CMnmeiiring ihe day, on wbiett 
the autumnal equinox fell, as determined at the 4>hservaioiy at Fans. This e:<» 
commenced on the 42nd of September, 1792, of being the epoch of ihe foundation 
of the Republic; hut its establishment was not decieed iill^ie 4ili "Fiimaiie" 
of ihe year ] I. (4ib November, J793). Two days afterwards the public acts 
were thus dated. I’his calendar existed till Ibe IClh “ Nivoee,” year XIV. (thq 
Sisi December, 1805,) wbcu the Gregoiiao luode.of coaipuiatii.,a was restored.

3. Thb Golovn Nt'MUBR. At the end of every nineteen years the new and 
fall moons happen at very nearly the same limes ot the year.

Ftum 
the circomataiice of this festival heiog twelve days after Ciiiistmas, it is vulgarly 
called ** Twelfth dsys." .... 

9, Flaugh Monday is the first Monday after the Epiphany, and received ibis 
appellation fiam its having been fixted upon by our furefatheia, as the peiiod 
when they returmd to the duties of agiiculture, aHer the festivities of Chrisimas.

FEBRUARY. 


t. Purification.—T\m day is kept in the rerormed Church, aa a solemn felli« 
val, in memory of the Punficaiion of die Virgin Mary, wlio submitted to the in* 
junction of the law, under which she liied, and piesented the infant Jesus in the 
'J'eniple. The festival was celebrated in the Christian Churches with an ahun* 
dance of light, and was originally called “ Candlemas Day,” as well as the Day 
of Purification. The practice ol lighting the ('-hurrhes has been discontinued in 
this coootiy since the second year of Edward tiie VI. In the Romish Church, 
the orginal name and all its attendant rerimonies, are still retained. 

}'i. Septuagesima i'uuiay —Septuagesima Sunday, is a Sunday depenrlent 
trpon Lent as that season is upon Easter. It is to be considered as the prepara* 
Ron foi the fast of Lent. Its observation was instituted by Pope Gregoiy the 
Giear. The name of the first Sumlay in Lent tiaving been distinguished Uy the 
appellation of Quadragesima, and the three weeks preceding, having been appro, 
priated to the gradual lotroduction of the Lent Fast, the thiee Sundays of these 
weeks were called by names significant of If eir situation t arid reckoning by J)e- 
cedestenths), the Sunday preceding Quadragesima, received its present title 
ol Quinquagesima, the second Sexagesima, and the thud Sepiuagesirna. 

l4. St. Valentine. — The practice of “ choosing a Valeijiine,” as it is called 
on this day, is loo well known to need explanation. The origin of ibis custom has 
been much controverted : it 18 irrdiaputably ol very ancient date. Valeutine was 
a presbyter of the Church, who suffered martyrdom under Claudius 11. at Home, 
A J.) S71 

- 26. Shrove Sunday.—After the people had made the confession required at 

(his season, by the diciplioe of the ancient Cliurch, they were permit'ed to indulge 

in festive amusements, although not allowed 10 partake of any iepa*t beyond the 
usual substitutes for flesh ; and hence arose the custom, yet pieserved, of eating 
pencakee and Iritiers at Shrovetide. On these days o» authorized indulgence, tiie 

most wanton recreations were tolerated, provided a due regard was paid to tho 
abstinence commanded by the Church; and from this origin sprang the Popish 
Carnival. Fromihe loose pastimes ol ilieage in which the Cermval oitginaled, 
are also to be traced the neaily exploded diversions of cocli-fighung, and cock* 
throwing.

ll ii impossible for any one, learned, or un1»arned, to live through the ytar; 
or even through ihe monllis, or the day, without noiicing the influence which the 
changing po‘iiioiis of Ihe heavenly bodies, have upon his own comiort, and upon 
the state o| alhhiogs aiound him. I Ins is the buok of wonder, w hieh, at the first 
dawning of reason, hoih individuals and nations, attempt lo lead. {t is always 
open ; no perception IS so dull as not lo be able lo trace its greater lines; eud, 
from Ihe marniiiide of these, and the unerring certainty of their recurrence at 
ibeir renul tr limes, and the changes which ihev pioduce upon every thing that 
grows or live% It IS difii'nil lo imagine Ihe existence of a mind, so incuraous a< 
not to Ironi to its-lf some iheory of their nature and causes. 

In a rounlry like EngUod, where the changes are so frequent, and the run* 
(raei so BTiking, the aubj“rt IS cnnsianily before every body; and he it in city oy 
on common, 10 h.ill or in hot, the season, the day, and the weather, are among 
(he very filet topics of conversaiion. if even, in the centre o( a crowried ciiy, 
■where naiure IS, as It w''ere, excluded, and man and ail rule supreme.—if there, 
amid all the displajs of manulacinre. all the busile and occurrences of society, 
ami all the news oi nations, the phenomena nf llie day and ihe year can claim 
Ihe atieniinn, how mneh more must they do, this, lo the people who are gpai. 
tered over the cnuoiry, and spend most ol tlieiriime in the opeo airl ‘loall Ibeae, 
that volun e, of which the Almanac is liie index, is a daily book to man; and 
especially lo those who have not had the advaotagea of edncalion, it is the 
only boob. 

A subject, the appearance of which force themgelvfs upon the notice of all, 
hut of winch the philosophy lies in the depths ot scieneo, must he the meaiig 
jsnher of great gonil or of great evil; for, upon any tuhjeci that inieresta the 
prind powertutly, tf knowledge he not planted supeisiition is sure to spring, up .of 
it own accord. That he who knows nothin; may he made to believe any thing 
igfonndtobea maxim ot but too general troth; and upon no sobject hag ttg 
tinth been more Iroquenly verified Ilian upon Ihe one under consideration. la 
the early ages of the woiId, and before revelation had stthatiluUd a mofsl and 
intellectual system for an ideal and auporgmions one the phenomena of the year 
and more especially the luminaries that are attendant upon and produce these 
phenomena were acknowledged and wor-hipped as gods—substituted in the place 
oniim whose insttngnents they are, and who implanted in them il)o«opropetiiea 
and assigned them thb^e motions, in consiquence of which they proiloce these 
yffeets. tn ii'OPlding them lor this purpose, there la no doubt that the artful ppr. 
lion of society employed all iheir cunning, in older to enslave iho minds of the 
multilttrle, ahfl enable demselyes to profit by thedaikness which they occasioned. 
But if thevutijecl itself had not been the boat adopted for supersiiiion, the yerj 
Ctttiflln'l which made use of it would have nsre»-eitly chosen that which a«Sfv»^j 
its purpdte Ithlthra. 8o far, linwever, as researcl* can be. tnafip i^tti tfip^ glurJj 
jiiatory «( mankittd the luti the moop, aod tueh stars as have any thief rehtarlke

'0ut Ut|e<>phrgtittous adoration of thecflcdial appearance is not eionfined fd 
the Wriy aiiiil Wtharvus state of nations. When iliis supeistdion Vvaa expelled 
from letigioa end the luminaries were deprived of their godship, they did not at 
once ioW the whole of (heir consequence $ but heh) their place as the Aacntp and 
afhiitertof human destiny. Upon ihig arose a syiiiem oi supeistiiion, winch ieft 
not a thing in nature, a member of tlie human body o/ an event of human ji(« 
upon which it did pot lay hold. The individual bodily iiad each their special 
virtues,,thillir iipnd nr (heir bad mfiuenre; these were modified by ihe grojuping of 
the Slais ihlio constellations and liom the pnsnionspf the sun, moon, and planets, 
amons these there siose mher compound induentes till the system became as 
comphraied as it was ridiculous. So firmly was this believed at one time, that 
niithing could he done or undeitaken wiihouua previous consultation of stars, to 
find nut whether it was their pleasure that the issue should be prosi erousj and 
(he aspejciot the stars at a man’s birth was admitted to have ten limes a^ much 
infiueuce upon his success in lite, as his talents, his education, and his romlucr. 
Irtileed ithad much more; tor i( it was nut the pleitsuie ot the sUrs — aml the 
revealing of,that was commitied enliiely to the astroloaer— (he roan could not act, 
Of be educated or even born. II one wished to know whether any substance 
would answer any purpose, he did not try It, lie consulted ihe moon; and it any 
,thin? was lost search was not made tor it the moon was queslioned thiough the 
medium ot the asliolnuer. who always contrived, by lii« coulcderatts to be id 
possession of as many loid things as kept up the credit ot the cialt, , 

By this most absurd system of supersiuion the reason and common sensa of 
the people were rendered completely useless; and which was lar worse the toua* ' 
dati«n.<^ TOhialtty wa.s cninotetely taken away .—becau'e, i( Ihe succe.s or ihe 
faifuie the good or the bad of buinan actions, del nnt depeml upon men them, 
eetves, bill upon an unerring destiny, to be read m the aspect of the siaia ihere was 
wn end of all virtue and attempting to do rightly; because, as iho destiny wa.s 
fixsnf, no eifori on the pait of the man conid alter it—indeed he could make no 
effort, unless that was also set down in the aspect of the heavens at lus nativity. 

VV hen superstition bad thus destroved both the intellect and the morals nf 
msnkiud, lb« absuidiiiesialo which it led them were endbss; and as .any subject 
in order to be wondered at, requites only to be incnmprelininil le, the iielut>ion be* 
tame very general. Nor is it yet eradicated. Uanguiigp conIribiuiB a liltle to this,; 
ween the well informed talk about'• stais*'and “ rte-t'n!e>.” and (iuse who bate 
little information bclivve that these wonls have a Ineiel signifination. The disposi- 
tlqnwbirbail people have to pry jnto the future also leiii!.H to perpetuate ihts sn* 
peVsuiiool The proper key to the future is induciion^fiom the pa.t •, hui the proper 
SMeipfithat siippnRev habits of observing nrid lea.sornne wlijrh cannot y.! be tegairt- 
eil[>a general arootu the people of any counrry ; so, they who cannot anticipate iHa 
fuJiMO, by ponqccling it withlhe pri'pent and the pant, still follow after the iteln- 
only .of 9 *^,lrologer?—uioon-and-star men,-but (onune-teilini?. irnp^Sior? 
pf.ejU eortSi and the delusion is helped to be perpetuated by those puliltcttuouf 
j^diib tjte.noasence pf ast/ploay is still ittail^d to the public. 

« sjtf^'bese pircumaianees render it neemary that (he phenomena of the yearidiouhl 
iiiiiR^kiiwtd in the most eiropte and phitonophic manner, that the real, causes of 
,iiKih|lfii^ome«ashoHld be marie P’lpable to the most ordinal v capacity; ami 
be ptaio (0 every one, that there is no mystery in the matter,—ihg( 
the Heavenly bodies produce Ihe appeaiaac(.s of (he sea.«oi)., 
m«i«- I he motives of these haye> in f«ct. do more infiueoce .U(io,ii 
hnd thedesiinies of mankind than the motion of a river towards the 
fkti’of a St litre In rbe ground, when it is not borne up by some ibing 
iis wnitht; and it would be just as rational to calcolale Alta 
« 4 »ao<rtti»'the nmioo of tlw Thames to«t?pla the sea ssdroiiB ti)a 
Ite^ipn'^f Alw *p»*»*dr fbe pferuetsi. Nay. the teyolulion of .a eoacii*wheat «p«» 
rttiltiWpad ltad|nitbas.!.iwtichAo^d« bo*a*o daatioy as to* matipa of tih*4esv<«n.Fv ’ 

(b«'dsal,,ili« ffiiautp hand of t ptfk| 
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pMiea «m the hoor band, that has jugt as much infiuence upon the fata of Biliooa 
•r individuals as an eclipse of the suo or the moon. 

With the exception of the lii^ht and heat produced bp the sun, sndtheHaht 
of the moon, and still fainter illnininalmn o( the stars, there is no reason to infer 
that the celestial bodies exert an; influence, other than that ol gravitation, upoo 
theeaith itself; and as their influence is wholly of a physical natuie,' it con have 
no effect whatever upon the tmnds or conduct of men, any more than can be pro« 
duced by the natural or artificial motion of any other substances. So far as the 
luminaries make men more or less comroitahle at the time they have an infiuence 
—as llfh genial temperature of the day raises the spinls in the same way, and to 
the same extent that they are laiaed by a similar temperature of a common fire» 
or ihe tight of the moon enaliles a man to find his way at mglit, just in the game 
physical he would find it by Ihe same degree of lamp I'ght; hut beyond these 
way as effecls, t'leie is, and there ran be, Doiliing, If the luminary is at the 
same distance, shines for the same length of time at the same height above the 
horizon, it mailers not in what sign of the zodiac or in what part of the hoavent 
it may make its appeaiance, any more than ii signifi' . whetlur the fire by which 
one IS warmed, or the lamp by which one is Itgliled. in one of the east or the 
west of St. Panl’s ; and It would be just as philosophical to calculate Ihe future 
destiny of a man fiom the “ house" in which he happened to be born, as fiom 
the “ house" of the planets at the time of his birth. Jiideed it would be much 
more so ; for if intelligevce ai d goad sense happen to be lords of the ascendant in 
the house of Ihe parent, they are veiy rational grounds for piedicting the future 
Welfare of the child; and so, algo ignorance dissipation, and vice in the parent 
are far more malignant fspecls for the infant that has itie niislortune to be born 
under them, tlian any configuration which either the stais, or any thing elae out 
of any family can assume. 

I'here was a time when not the people merely hut the tilled and the learned, 
were thrown into the greatest consteination by an eclip<>e of the sjn or moon, or 
the appearance of a comet or the aurora borealis. And why ? Hecausethey are pf 
comparatively rare occuirences and when mankind do not know the rational rauso 
of any thing, they always from to themselves a Bupeistiiioiis one. A candle is tp 
the inma'es of a room ai night whai the sun i« to the inhabilanis of ihe earth du<i 
ring the day ; it gives them light, and, if ihe fiame be large enougli it gives them 
heal. If, loo, there be a miiror upon the wall and the camlle be so placed ss that 
the light refleried by the mirror is thione into a room which the cst.dle ioes not 
illuminate, the mirror will give a sort of moonlight to any one who happens to be 
there. Now. if one of the family were to stand beiween another of the family 
and the candle, the candle—their sun for the lime—would be just as much eclip. 
sed to (he one from wlio«e sielil it were hidden, as (he sun of the world is whep 
the moon comes between it and the eaith ; and so also if any one placed himsellF 
in such manner, as that his shadow fell upon the mirror, that mirror—the tempo* 
rary moon of tliose in (he daik ctiamlier—would he just as much eclipsed, as (he 
moon of the world is when the earth comes between it and Ihe sun, deprives it of 
Ihe light of that luminary, and prevents it from reflecting that light to the earih. 
Well is there an; person in his senses that would sayi (hat because one of a family 
had come beiween another and the candle, or lietween the candle and the loolrinc 
glass, that some direful calamity would hefal the family, or that they would 
inevitably have a brawl or a law-suit with the folks at the next cottage; add yet 
the consequences just mentioned aie precisely of the same nature with the eclipses 
of the sun and tpoon; and from their nearness (hey have much more effect on Ihs 
inhsbitanis of the cottage than the celestial ones ran have upon the inhabitants 
of theeaith. A temporary want of light is the whole effect in both rgsea; and 
ay that of the celestial eclipse i* never so cnmpleib as in the case of the candle 
and the mirror, it is. except as n matter of curiosity, or as figing a poipt of limti 
of much less consequence than the other. 

With regard, again, to a comet, it is much the same ns if one were to com* 
into the room with a burning torch or taper and then go opt . again; an occurrence 
which could do DO harm, unless tlie bearer of the torch were to run against seme* 
bpdy or set fire to the house. So also, if the comet be a solid substance, and i| 
che light whtUh it emits be of the burning kind, (for cometn ate so distinr, and 
pipijnES so sliurt % time, thgi we are «uabig to bp ceftaia abopt thgif peti|T|t, 
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it rame in contact with the earth, shatter it as » cannon ball ahatlere 9» 
house, or bmn it as a reil'hot short Of a tibcll tioea ; but as Ions m. we are out of 
its waj'i we aie jus) as safe Iroin harm as we would be it we stood on a high chfF 
and saw lOcScets let off ten miles at‘'Oa. A rocket let off in Vauxhall (iardena 
has just as much influence on the fate of nations and individuals, as all the comits' 
that ever appealed; and if the stick of the lOcket happened to fall upon any 
liodjr, it would have a ^ood deal mure. 


There was a lime when the “ Jack-o’-ihe-lantern”—inflammable air over a 
'fen, a piece of rotten wood, or a putrid fish—both of which, in a certain state of 
rottenness, give out a gas whiuh becomes luminous, wa:s accounted as something 
jiitarming; but as every bumler in chemistry can now produce the same appear'* 
jaoces yvheoevei he pleases, they have ceased to be regarded with any degree of- 
,iiDorehenBi(ui. 

Ad thaae follies, with which people wasted their time, dislnrbed their imagi* 
lotions, and made themselves uneasy, resulted Irom the want of a little—a very 
lillk'—sober and independent thinking. Effects must be similar to Iheir causes; 
and every su.hjeot wbteh IS matter cannot affei t ihe mino tn any other way than 
J>y affecting the body. The arsenic wh eh lies buried a mile under ground, or 
that which IS contained in the slo es oi the Apotbecaiies’ (.'oinpany, iS just as 
deadly in Its nature as that winch has, by accident, crime,'or madoiss, got i ito 
.the human stomach. Hut while it rematns there it poisons nobody; and though, 
continually alarming iiiiii.self about it, a man of weak mind might, in tune, 
(lyjqg himself to believe that it wuu'd; and though this should injure his health,, 
or even fiigliten liipi to degtli iheaisenic nouMbe quite innocent of the matter. 
.VVliat would even tlie most ignorant man now living think, if he ueie told, that 
..it a pinch of gunpowder were to be stolen from the stores of the Giaml Signior, 
brought to l.omlon, and bmned according to the loles of ait, it wuuhl iii.siaoily 
hlpw up a.U the maga.z<nes in Tuikry ? Well, there was a lime when the heliet of 
aiich an influence Ml powder was far moie prevalent than that of tbe influence.

The sun, and moon and the p'aneta and stats, are merely ma«»e8 of matter— 
.inanimate, arid, of course, without any. power of thinking and acting as whole— 
.though they nay have different classes ol growing and living beings upon them, in 
the same way that the earth has; and it may be, that while we are fiigliteoing 
mirselves with ihe changing phases of i he moon, the people on ihat luminary aie 
>n the saine alatm ai our planet, {tut bodies placed at so great a distance from 
each oilier, as the planets and stars are, can have no influence upon each other, 
.saving that of giavitaiion, and light aod.lieat, which wdl, of comse, change with 
every change of ppsihon and distance. As, if ilie moon he far north in the sky, 
.U will be longer ” up," or above the horizon, to us in these northern latitudes; 
if it be pear to the sun, pn the easiern side, it will shine in the early pn't pf the 
qight; il it he near, op the western side, it wilt shine in the latter part of the night; 
i|' ii.be directly oppodte to ihe sun. it will,if just as far iiorih in the sky, rise at 
shnact apd set at spnnse ; if it be laither north, it will rise before the sun s«is, 
ajid set after i}re aun risesif somh of the tun, it will rise after spnset, and set 
.before apprise and if it be m the same part of <he sky with respect to east ap j 
w<^t, a^s the sun, \twill rise and set at the same time with that Ipinioary, and not 
be seen, nnless it he of the sky with regard to noith and 

; and in that case it will come, in whole or in part, between thn earth and 
atjcdrding as their places are exactly or only nearly the same, ami occaJ 
ipbq.btbfkTot a paiiiai ecjipsd of the sun Ail the changes of the moon, with 
and lime ot appearance, take place in every lunar month, from 
> ,4^ tieiif niofln to another. AH 'he variations, of appearances, eclipses an^ othey

ohe who has a knowledge of astionomy.

Take an orange or ao apple, or any ihing rooni), and hold it i« yoof 
Iflt hand between you.and ihe caniiio, only aa tar lolhe tell as that the light wiU 
shine on a pait o> it in the shape of a ntw muon. 'Jhis nioon may be much 
uaiiowet or broader, acocording as you hold it nearer or luilhet fr^n] ibe line 
between you and the cainlle. If you hold ii just as high as the candle, the line of 
the points will be upright; if you move it Inglier the candle, the line will les« 
bacliwdid«, rnoie and moie as it is raised; and it you move it down lower than ibA 
aodie, the hue will lean loiward, more and more as it is lowered, 

T wo other peculiarities of the moon, that occasion a good dent of apcrtilation 
smoDg^thnse who are ignorant of the causes ate, *' the haivest moon,'* in Septemv 
ber, and " the huniPi’s moon,” in March; the former of which, when near tli« 
full, rises for seveial nights at nearly the same iiour, and the letter, at the same 
age, is equally remarkable for the tiifference between the limes of iis lising. Th« 
moon moves nearly to the same distance tiom the sun every day, but it moves m 
a path, the one-half of which is much nearer the north than the other; end,thia 
IS the case also with the apparent annual path of the sun ; tlmt liiminaiy appear* 
ing much nearer to the north in summer ihan in winter. Thuts, when the moon it 
moving noithwanl at the most rapid rate. It escapes nom the lionzon northward, 
and rises earliei; and when it moves southward at the most repaid rate, it gp« 
pioaclies to the horizon, and setseailier. 'I'he full moon can be in the loimef 
position only in September or October, and in the latter iti ftiahb or April; an^ 
Lus the harvest and hunter’s moons are occasioned. 

Such are the principal manges in the moon’s appearance; they are all to be 
cxplameit upon tlie simple fac's of the motions of the moon and the eaith; and, 
t'lerelore, they nentier have, nor can have, any of those lufiuencea which superstr* 
tioh, the child of ignorance, ascribes to them. 

The planets being all much more remote horn the earth than the moon ie, and 
having little difference in their appearances, saving wtiat arises from their owi> 
motions and that of the earth round the sun, have little about them that claims 
aiieniion, connected with the appearances of the year. Influence upon th« 
eaiih, upon the changes of tlieseasons, or upon any thing that in any way afreet’s 
the comtorl or the oidinary par*uits nl mankind, tliey hate none whatever; and 
therefore, the eaplanaliuns of their appearances and motions may very properlr 
be left to the study of asiionoiny. 

'I'hus, the only thing that remains in order to romplele this simple notice of 
the phenomena of the year, is some account of ihe annuil appeaiances oi the 
Sun—'ihal grand souisc of light, and life, aud enyoyinent.. lo ail the animal and 
Vegetable tiibes. 

In oidi-r that the whole may be clearly understood by those who have not 
jnufh knowledge of gcogiaphy and astronomy it may not be improper to begia 
with the apparent revolution of the heavens, every day, as aiising lioin the teal 
Potation of ihe eanh. _ VVliin a round body, Rn<h as an orange, or a billiard ball 
i« made to whirl round in the same place upon Ihe table, by spinning it, although 
there may be no maik upon it, one can early pnceive that Ihete is one point in 
the middle of the upper part of it, round which all the rest turns, jnst as a wheel 
turns upon an axle , and if one couiil si^e it from below, there would be found a 
similST point in the ti iildle of the under part, round which the whole would bts 
S^n to turn. These two ./fired points would be the po/es of the ball or oranre ; and 
if we imagine a line drawn from (he one, through the cemie lo the other, that line 
would be the oafs c/nifarirtn. The earth turns round from west to east eveiv 
twenty-four hours, in ihe very same manner; only, instead of being Isupported 
«poo any filing like the haM or the orange, it is kept tn its place by. the mutual 
Attractinn belvveen it and ttie sun. If we make a little mark any where upon the 
%afl, and imajiiie ouiselvfB to be living there, the candle which stands still open 
.tlea table would appeas to move in the counary direction to that of the ball. H 
lire candle be held just as high as the middle of the ball, the mark, wherever w# 
it».(s8y in (he upper part, hall way lo the centre or pole,) will past one* 
(llf of «a revolution through the light of the candle, and the other half not. h 
(the mark being still in the same place! the candle be ratsed higher up than the 
centre of the ball or (which will have just the same ^cct) if the ball w put lower 
down than the candle, the,mnik will pftsa through the light for a longer time or 
ekeh rofiittoo than it is in the dsik; and if the caMie be heki further down that 

centre trf fho bsH, or rhe Valf raised 'hiqbor'thanihe centre o1 candle, tho 
Attatk will pats through the light (or a ahorter time than It does ihiough tbA 
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nrss on the other side. Also, the increeae of light in the former case, and the' 
decrease in the iaiiet, will be the gieater, the farther the centre of the ball is 
below or above the eantHe, and the nearer the mark is to the pole or point roitnJ 
which the upper pait ut the ball seems to tum. If we call the upper pule of the 
ball the uorthpo!e the mark (ra'hei more than a third ol the upper hail frorn that 
pole) anf place in the British islands; and suppose the ball to be the eaith, and 
the rnndle the sun, we have before us the whole principles of the niolions that 
produ< e the changes ot the seasons, 

yVe have only to imagine a level plane, or even flale surface, to past through 
the centre ol* the sun; that the exis upon which the earth turns lovnd is always 
vp'ight 10 that place ; iliat the orbit, or path, which the earth moves in during the 
year, lies, one-half of it above the plane, and the other below ; and that this oibit 
lias an inclinalion, or tnokfj on of about twenty-three degrees and a half 

with the plane each way , then if wn funher imagine, that the north pole of tlie 
eailh is uppermost and that the eaith, m moving round the ortiit from west to east, 
performs as many loiMtmiiS as there aie days in a year, we shall have the whole 
means of expiaioing the clidi'ges of the seasons, 

If we imagine ihaitbc point at which the earth is highest above the level 
plane,passing through the centre of the sun, is immediately before us and nearest 
tons, then the point at winch it meets the level plane, in descending, will be the 
one farthest to the light of the sun ; that where the earth is farthest below the leve^ 
plane will be the one at the greatest d.siance, and light before us; and that at 
whirh the earth meets the level plane m asceutliog towards us, will be the one 
moat remote from the sun on our left hand. 

The first of these points will he the shortest day to those in the northern he* 
misphere; and for the qiiaiier of a year from ihat to the second point, the day 
there, will always be less ilion twelve houis, and the night more. 

The second point will h- liie vernal cquinoK,-equal day and night in the 
spring; and in the quarter from ihence lo the third point, ihe ilays in the oortbern 
hemisphere will always be mure thaa twelve hours, and the nights less. 

The third point will be the midsummer or longest day, in the northern hernia* 
phere; ami in the quaitcr irnm that to the fourth poiui, the day will be again moie 
than twelve houis, and the n>i-,iii less. 

The fourth point will be llie autumnal rqutrrx,—equal day end night 
autumn; and in the qiiaiter fioin ihence to I he point at which we supposed (he 
earth to set out, the day will be, asin the qaaiter fust noticed, less than twelve 
hours, and the night more. 


It is evident, that on the half of the surface which is round the other, or south 
pole, the appearames of the seasons will be quite reversed. 

Thus, in the whole of the h.i>t that lies above the level plane, the day will be 
shoiter than the night; it will decrease duiing llie fi>st part of tha, half, and 
lengthen again, at the, some rate, during the second. Also, iti the whole half be¬ 


low the plane, the day will he longer than rite night. It will lengtheQ during' (he 
first pan. and shorten at the ssme rate during the second. 

On the earth, the motion vytuch causes the lenglhenint!; and shortening of rhe 
irtgy IS not seen, except by all the si%'8 that aie round the hegvens coming lo the 
•onih in succession ot midnight; an>l (he sun being farther north at rising and 
^tting, and higher at raid day when the day lengthens,—and the reverse when 
J|«hortena,

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REMARKS ON THE WEATHER 


ON TUB B^IIOUETBB. 

Tbit tnstrumpnt, Bft commonly met with, is very imperfectly constructed I 
bn*', never theltixs, will antwer loleruhly well ibe purpnsei of a weal her- glaes> 
People, III tfenerul, pay too mooli ntteriUon to the words fnir, rmin, stormy, &e.» 
enuraven upon Ibe scale; and it. is a roininon error to imagine fat, as lon^ aa 
the mercury, or the index wbu'li iiiaiks its course, points to tbo.«e expressions, 
the weather will be in accnrdance with them. ’Ihe most imporlont toot, however, 
to be asrertairied in inakiiii; an observation is, whether Ihe mercury is in the uct 
of rising or falling; us, if it ascends, ull.hoiigh tlie index point to (he wordl 
roirt, it is a much surer iinlieatinn nf fine weather than wbeti the index pointg 
to frtt/’, and the metal descend.^. The point may tsenerBlIy be ascertained by 
gently tapping Mie instrument; which, freeing the mercury from a slight 
adhesion to the glues, allows its freer motion, and Instanlly shows its npwartl 
or downward ternleney. 

Tlie attention should also be directed to the n' nber of inches, and parts of 
an itieh engraven upon the scale, with which the level of the mercury or the 
index ooiiicides: these denote tlie length of the column of metal vvliich a coinma 
of the air, of equal base, at the monnnt is capable of supporting; and, con- 
seqiientlv, the weight of tlie Intter.* Tlie average height of this coliiinn for 
the inontll is reco'ded in the legister, ns well as its range, from which the two 
extreme points of its course may he calculated, to whioli it rarely rearhes. 
li'tiik is most plentd'iil, and thunder most freijuent, wlieii the quhksilver 
fluctuates a little below the average. If it descend rapidly nml considerably 
below tills point, storms of wind nre indicated, while, in proportion as it rises 
above the same point, the proliiiliillly of fair weather increases. Settled weiitlier 
must not he expected wldle ilie column of mercury is lielow its mean height 
for (lie mnnih. Sudiieii and consulerahlrt changes in eitlier direction are com- 
iBonly fnHiiwed by fair or foul weullier equally transient ; whila a steady rise 
from day to dav of about a ten'll of un inch in twenty lbur hours, of et 
prolonged tall in the same proporiiuii (either of them passing the mean point}, 
may generally be trusted as prognostics of continued fair weather or rain. 

It miiy now perhaps he asked in what way tlie varying weight of thn 
atmosphere is coniieoicd with Ilia changes of the weather, and what produces 
this varintioii of weight ? These are questinns nhicli have ieng puzzled philo- 
sopiiers: and many erroinoiis eolntiiuis have lieeii given of the problem. By 
some, the increase of weight iias been supposed to proceed from the quantity 
of water dissolved in the air; (his is, liowever, refuted by the simple fact, that 
when the barometer stands highest, the air is most dry ; and, on the contrary, 
rain generally occurs when the utniosphere is light. Others, again, have atlri* 
bated the phenomenon to a centrifngal force coininutiicated to the wind by tha 
rotatory motion of the earth The question is certainly very difficult and 
complicated; but we trust that some idea maybe formed of_ the true cause o£ 
the rise and fall of the (laromcter from tlie following explanation. 

It way be demonslrated tliat, owing to the unequal distribution of beat 
upon the surface of our globe, and the gradual decrease of temperature from 
the equator to the poles, the elastic fluids of the atmosphere must perpetuoJIy 
cfrculute between the colder and the hotter points; flowing from the foriDeg 
to (he latter on the surface of the earth, and retuining from (he latter to the 
former ill ui'pcr opt osile currents. Now it is clear that, if such be the fact, 
the barometer weighs the pressure of tliese I wo combined currents at any given 
poini; and us long a* they balance one another, that is to fay, as long as an 
e<}na) qnantitv of qir is hVonght by one stream to the base of the perpendicular 
colnmn to what, is carried "off by the other from its summit, so long will theit 
cpmhined wei J)ts ,b(! unchanged. Hut should any cause, partially acting, check 
tile coilrae uf one, without ai the same time impeding that of the other, tha 
balance witl be di'Stroved, and the barometer, b5 its rise or fall, will murk the 
amount of the disturbance. Owing to various causes, but chiefly to the unequal 
dUtrIbntlou of water, atwlland upon tlie surface of the eartli, the course of th# 
winds is by no moims so regular os is assumed abov^, but this grand system of 
balancing currents certainly, results, although masked in, particular regiofis by 
ciwumstances,, iqost of which, however, give rise to minor .^systems of Com, 

* Hence is derived the name of the iastrumentfirom two Greek words, signifiriag meMore 
of weight. 
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pensatinfr carrents, to wbtch, as concerns the haroineter, the same remarks wiR 
apply- Any one, iiidee<i, may convince that such systems pie\uii in 

the atmosphere b) watcbine tiie prouress oi the clouds ; and in this way he will 
ofimbeubleto ileiect wore ihun iwo such currcuts existing' togi-lher. Now, 
tvhile be is wuichinit tiieir courses, let him tor a moment suppose tliai tlie haio- 
lueter is perteotly staiionurv, and tiien let him iiiiapine one ul the etuums of air 
before him suddenly cietked; ttie others will continue to flow on fora time in 
their primary diiecliona, on account of their oripiaal impulse; and the tiaro- 
lueter, lie wi'l conceive, must fall, heciiitse more air is ranted off above it than 
is compensated by the onnent wiiieli oriaiually tuaiiituined the iiulaiic^; and as 
a deflciencv ot the ueiiai fluid is tlius produced in one part ui the atliid^pliere, 
an equivalent ucuuiuulaiioii must at tlie same time result in some other purt. 

Anil vve need not tie ut h loss to discover a cause quite competent to pioduca 
the unequal elfecis upon tlie currents ot the atmosphere contemplated above. 
JUinttled w'ith (he atmosphere ot permanent pasea, an invisible atmosphere <>!' 
aieaiu ia constanliy rising trom the surlace ot the globe, varving in force with 
the Ipinperature of the waters from wbich it emanates Tiiis vapour lises 
unchanged till in the gia^pally decreasing temperature of the air, it arrives in 
the upper regions at a degree of cold by wiiicii it is Londensed, and, bi coiniiig 
visible, assumes the lorm of clouds In tlie act of condiiteaiion, however, an 
immense quantity of heat is set free which was previously coinbuied with the 
alram in a laicnt form; and this, acting upon the surrounding air,expands it, 
and gives an additional, but unequal impulse, to the cunent in vvliich the pheno¬ 
mena occur. T'he clouds, again, are tiieiiiselves sulijeot to evaporation, and tlie 
^Hpou^ is carried to still higher regions, vvliere anotlier precipitaliun takes place; 
till at ieiiglli large masses of the atmosphero have the nuiurul progression of 
their temperature changed, aud llieir currents altered, or peihu|)s reversed. The 
increased temperature of the air is accompanieil by a great increase in tlie lorce 
and quantity ot tiie steam; ilie final precipitation of whicli takes place in the 
loriu of rain, and t%e Hlmosplieic returns to its mean state thiongh the influence 
of winds, vvliicli restoie tlie original balance. The order of the plienuiiiena 
corresponds with tlie facts, tliat tlie barometer is must steaily wneii tlic wcailier 
Is clear, and fluctuates most with clouds and rain ; and also explains the reason 
why, in the greaieP disturbances of tlie uetial ocean, Incal deficiencies of the 
tlaatic fluid are lestored by winds whoso force is iieaily proportimtd lo the 
vacuum which tiiey supply. 

The connexion bei ween the mntiona of the perinsueut atmosphere and the 
variuble atmosphere of steam which mingles with it, and is perpetually acting 
l^pOit it, leads us imturuily to make u lew observations. 


ON THE HYGHOMETElt. 

When consulted as a vreutber glass, with a view of predicting the greafet 
or less probability of ram or other aiiuosphetic changes, two things are to be 
principally utieriued to —the difference between the dew-point and the tempera¬ 
ture of the air, and which is denoted in the register by tlie term dayree qf 
variations of tile dew-point. In general, the chance ot rum 
or'other precipitation ot inoisturo trom the uii- may be regarded as in inverse 
proportion 10 the degree of dryness: but in making tbis esiiniute, legard must 
be had to the tin e of day at which the observation is made. In sallied weather 
thedr)iiesgof the uir increases with the diurna) heat, and diiiiinisbcs with its 
deoUne, for the dew-point remains nearly stationary : consequently, a less 
difference at morning or evening is equivalent to a greater in the middle of 
tibf day. 

, J^pt to render the observation most completely prospective regard roust be 
inovement of the dew-drop, and its uocordain e with tlie mean of the 
with the mean of the prevailing wTnd, us regisiert^d in the 
tables. As the elasticity of the vapour rises above or fulls below ihe 
4>lWi^ #0 does the probabiUty of the formation aud cculiimation of ruin increase 
igr . Ah increasing difference, theratuie, between the tetnperaiuie of 

air arid tlie temperature of the point of condensation, accompanied by a fall 
pf the latter* lea cure prognostic oi fine weather, while diminished heat and a 
Ti»iil|g deiW'UHjHt infallibly portend a rainy season. 

A ttUddea cheuge in the dew-point is general, accompanied by aclmnge of 
bat the IhrmersofaeUmec precedes the latter by a short interval, and the 
^di^pUot the aerial eurrepts may be anticipated before U affects the dire^tioii 
^ W-Ihe weathercock, or ewn the passage of smoke. 
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^ Experience 1i«b amply proved that the hygrometer thas applied is more 
to be depended upon than any iiistrurnent thiit lias jet been contrived. Even 
when its iiidh'ations are contra y to thoae of the barometer, reliance may ba 
place<l upon them; but simultaneous observations of the two most usefully 
correct each other. The rise ami (all of the mercurial column are, ns wd 
have just shown, primarily dependent upon the slate of the nppef^ regions 
of (he atmosphere with regard to lieat and moisture. Local alterations of 
its density thus partially brought about are mechanioally adjusted, and tha 
barometer gives us notice of what is going on in inacce8s\hle regions. A Tiaa 
in the (jisiK,-point, arcompanied by a fall of the bnrometer is an intallible indica^ 
tion that the whole mass of the air is becoming emhued with moisture, and 
copious precipitations may be looked for If the fail of the barometer taka 
place at the same time that the point of precipitation is depressed, we may 
conclude that the expansion*which occasions the former lias arisen at some distant 
point, and that wind, not rain will be t.ie consequence. But when the air attaina 
the point of piecipitaiioii with a high barometer, we may infer tliat it is a trait'* 
silory and superficial effect produced by local depression of temperature. 

ON THB THEUMOMBTER. 

The mean temperature of the month recorded in the register is ftaicnlated 
from the daily liigbest and lowest of two register thermometers, placed in a siin- 
Rtion screened frun the sun and the aspect of the sky. The best thermometer* 
for this purpose are tiiose upon Rulhe'lord's construction: one of which, formed 
oi mercury pushes a smalt pin of iron wire before it, wliich it leaves at tlie 
highest point; and tlie other, of spirit, draws after it a small index of glass, 
wiitch HoiiBiris at the lowest. In addition to the mean temperature, and thO 
highest Mild lowest points, or range of the thermometer in the shade, the indica¬ 
tions are given of a r gister thermometer, covered with black wool, and placed 
in the sun, and of another placed at night npou a plat of short grass, and exposed 
to the full aspect of the heavens. 

It is vrell known to the agriculturist and gardener, that, without the direct 
induence of the sun, whatever may be the temperature of the air, tbefruitsof 
the earth ssidom come to perfection. It is therefore of importance to know the 
force of this important agent, and the modiBcatioiis to which it is exposed. Tha 
black thermometer registers this effect, and the Almanac shews both the mean 
and exirente difference between such a thermometer and another placed in tba 
shade. 

Of not less consequence is it to know (he cold produced at night from th6 
radiation of heat from the surface of the earth, in situations where iis passage 
is uninterrupted to ttie clear sky. This, in calm, uiiclouiled weather, always 
reiinces the temperature oi fllamentous substances, such as grass, considelrably 
below that of the sir. It is tliis depression of temperature which is the cause df 
dew. The surface of vegetables becomes cooled, by this radiation of heat intp 
apace, below the dewpoint, and the vapour of the atmosphere is deposited upon 
them. Dew U never formed upon grass on cloudy nights, or in sheltered 
situations. 

Prorn the partioulars of the diary, where both the average and extrema 
effects of tliis action are recorded, it will be found (hat vegeto'ion is liahie to be 
affected at night, from (he influence of radiation, by a temperature below the 
W'reeaing point of wnter, ten months In the year; and that even in the two months 
.luly and August, the only exceptions, the radiant thermometer sometimes 
falls to 30® • 

The formation of dew is one of the circumstances which modify and check 
the refrigerating effect of radiation ; for as the vapour is condensed, it gives out 
the latent heat with which it was combined in its elusti: form, and thus prevents 
an excess of depression which might, in many rases, prove injurious to vegeth- 
tioii. A compensating arrangement is thus estabilslied, which, while it proaucea 
ail the advantages of (his gentle effusion of moisture, guards against the injuri'* 
Otts ooncentration of the rause by which it is effected. ' 

The excess of either solar or terrestrial radiatiou is injurious to many tender 
plants and flowers, and for this reason theeaiefnl gardener guards against them 
by mats anti screens. This practice was established long before the theory was 
known, hut the theory might now suggest many improvements in the pmetiee. 
This is one of the poiuls to which the attention of practical men thaallS be 
directed.

ANIMAL, MINERAL, AND VEGETABLE POISONS. 

Cr,A 98 I.— COHHOSIVB PoiSONS. 

The*e (IpRtroy llie tt'xture of (Ite ormiii or jiart to whicli fiiey aro applied ; 
snd wlteii this or^uii perloniis iiiiictiotis neet'ssury for the preservatoii of ili« 
entire animal nia-liine, or is a vital oryan, death geneially ensues. When a 
person «'liu is in Kood lieuith is suddenly ser/.ed with violent pain, nnd tlie sens!)- 
lion of lieat in the stomach and tniwels, with a drawlnn tonether or coustriclion 
of the mouth and tliroat ; voinilinafs. partieiilaily of hlnod, liiri’otgli, feet or of 
the breath convulsions, and either intense heat or a void rhiinniN luoisiflrP’of the 
skin: if no other cause of these svmptnins cun be assigned, it may Ite su<-pecti'd 
that a poison of tins class has been swallowed. n sneli n case, the nature of 
the poison being unknown, the most lienefici)il step to be taken, until professional 
aid can be procured, IS either to empty the stomarli, i>y means ot the stomach* 
pump, if it can be piocured or to solicit.the evacuation of the poison f'om the 
stoinucb by tepid water or milk, coiitHininu in solution white of ec^r, sugar, and 
loagiiesia. Whiclt8oe.ver of these mixtuies is emplo,\ed, ii slioiild be dinrik in 
large quantifies: but when tiie poison is known, tlio means lobe pursued vary 
according to its nature, as detailed in tlie following notices. 

a. Animal corrosive poisons, 

The Mlisteki.ng Cantharis.ts the onlv animal poison of this class- 
When it is known tlmt it has been swnllow-ed, which may happen by mistake, as 
a medicine, or by design, milk, solutions of gum or of starcli. nnd similar de.irinl. 
cent fluids, should be drunk ireely; iha lepid bath used, and clysters of starch 
wiih camphor Bdininistered Oil would initorBliy be suggested to t.l.e mind as a 
proper substance for sheathiug the stomach iu this cose; but iioiliinc can tie 
more improper, because oil dissolves the active piincipls ol tlie Hlistering Ely, 
and consequently extends its influence. 

b. There is no vegetable eubstaiice belonging to the class of corrosive 
poisons. 

c. Mineral corrosive poisons. These are very numerous; but, for our 
purpose, it is necessary to mention those only which are more likely to he taktn, 
either accidentally or by design. For the facility of refeieiice these are alphube- 
tically arranged. 

1. AMMONIA, or Volatile Alhali Many instances have occurred in which 
liniments, intended for exieiiiHl application coniaininir large quaviiliesoi voiutile 
Bikaii. have been swallowed by mistake. Vinegar, lemon-juiee, or solution o^ 
citric arid should he immediately given, and alterwards milk, mucilages, and 
Other demuli ent fluids 

2. Aksbnjc. Solicit the evacuation of the stomacb, by administering 
large draughts of tepid water, mixed with uulk and sugar, or chalk and wnter, 
or lime water. 

3 CouROSiVE SuBi.iMATH. Give large quantities of wl>ite of egg, 
.diluted in water. The white of egg decomposes this salt*^and rcouces it to the 
slate of calomel, which acting on the bowels, aidrd hy the liquid, is carried off 
by. purging,. 

4, Limb, Cases of poisoning by the substance must be treated in the same 
manner as those by ammonia. 

5. Muriatic Acid ; Spirit of Salt. That this ac,id has been employed 
as a poison may be readily detected by bolding an uncorked bottle of hartsb'orn 
over thf! month of the i hial or cup in which the poison was contoined, whether it 
was In a pure state, or mixed with other substances. If the phial or eiip con- 
iafnad muriatic acid, copious, dense, while fume , will be immediately perceptible. 
A^wHtjiS'eT directly calcined Magnesia, mixed in any bla» d fluid 

, . MtoniAxi OP Antimony; Butter of Antimony. TliD substance is 
> by farriers as a horse medictne, and has tbereiore, sometimes been used 

. irfftHcitW. . Administer the lar'.>e draughts of a strong decoction of the yellow 
M^.'IFewivian Hark,and, until this can be procured, diluents in quantities sufficient 
' jtPBXcite vomiting and to wusb out the storoacb should be given. 

_ : Tf -NxTl^ATg op SiLVBK; Lunar Caustic. This has been'swallowed by 
ynfltatte by oh[ldre% Force into the stomNch a strong solution of common salt, 
forms an immimhle and consequently, lonocoous eut-stance. bv uniting with 
tboitratebi the Alier this, empty the stomach by aii emetic or by 
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8. SoBNiTHATB OTP nisMriTH ; Flfike White. This anbstanc** is cnsp'oy- 
»d H 9 ft wliit** pigmtMii hy ariisi« hihI tliprcfoie may be tak«'ti into tlie stoiuncli by 
mistiikt*. Exhibit lurL'f dianKhls of lailU winch i** Itisfantaneoiisly curdled hy 
the siibnitrale, and involves tilt' poison; thus Bffardiii||' time until professional 
aid can be nliiuiiied 

9. Nn nic Acin ; Aquafortis. Give a etroni^ solution of Soap, op a 
niixlnre of calcined Mupnt'Sia in water. 

10 OxAMC \CID. iV)liny persons ha^e been poisoned by taking this acid 
in mistake lor Epsom sal s: but this could n«^er happen il medicine were tasted 
belor^the dr.iouht of it be swallowt (1 ; the t'iste of Epsom salts being better) 
and tliat*of oxalic acid sour. As soon as possible alter the ptiison has been taken, 
odminister II mixinre of cbnlk an<i water, winch forms an iosolnble and innoi'eni 
compotnid with this acid ; and afierwurds eiacoale, the oxalic thus foiiried, by 
an emetic, iihled with copious diliisioM, und by initaliog the inside ol liie throat 
With the flruiPr orwiili a feallicr. 

11 SonTTioN OF Potass -This solution is coloiitless, and might be 
swallowed m misiuke for water, hv a child or an igtioruiit person. Vinegar or 
leiuon-juice sh -iild he immedial ly udininisteipd. 

1-2 PuLiMiwiiic .vein; OiiofVitiial This, one of the strongest of the 
coriosive poihons, has not untri unently been taken by tlie sniciile Give Ironie* 
diately calcined mugnesia in milk or Wilier ; of a solution ol soup; or ot any of 
the fixed Alkalies, 

1:1, Taiitakic Acid Administer chalk and wafer. 

t4. Taistaii Hmktic. As this meilicine. when in powder, resembles nift|!* 
nesia, it hii.s been tuken by mistake, in dangerous doses, inslead of that remeilj. 
Dilute lurifely with decoction of \ellow Peiiivian Bark, which .decoo.poses and 
renders the tartar emetic inert ; or. if this cannot be had, evacimte the poison 
quickly by encunrauinm the vomiting it induces wiili warm water, and afterwards 
alluy the vomiting with a grain or two ol solid Opium. 

16 Vm;Di(iRi.s. It ought to be gcherallv known that pickles, vegetable 
and fermentable .sulistunces, em ked in co, per pnn«, if allowed to stand in the pan 
after it is taken fiom ilie tire, produce a limr of xerdigris, by the action of the 
acid, aided b the air, on the copper with which it is in iinmediute contact ; but 
if copper vessels be kept clean, und the food cooked in them be not allowed lo 
remain in them after they are taken from the fire, no dang, rc'iii result from their 
use. When poisoning by this ineans occur-, administer large, doses of syrup, or 
of sii,:ar and wuter, until the voiniilng is produced hy llie bulk of the liquid ; and 
afterwaids give sugar or syrup in more moderate doses. 

16. Whitb Vitriod. Administer milk freely: It not only assists In 
sheathing the sio nacii against the corrosive quality of the poison, but partly (la" 
composes it and renders it nearly inert. 

Class ii.—Acrid Poisons. 

These are substances which have a more or less canstic taste, and which; on 
being applied to (he skill, excite inflammation, terminating sometimes in vesica¬ 
tion, and at other times in suppuration and the destruction of the cuticle. When 
taken into the stomacli, they operate nearly in the same manner ns the corrosive 

E oisims The subsiatices arranged in lliU class belong chiefly to the vegetable 
ingdom; and this is an important fact ; for, knowing that none of the corrosive 
poisons are vegetables, when the symptoms of poisoning similar to those caused 
by the corrosive poisons occur, and it is found that these have been excited by a 
vegetable subsiance, it m'ay be immediately concluded that it belongs to this class 
of poisons. If the poison be unknowti, first empty the stomach by copibns 
draughts of inucilugiiious diluents, or by the slnmuch-pump ; after which, vinegar 
or temon-juice, or any other weak acid, must be freely administered until proles* 
aioiial ai^ ca < be procured. 

a. There are no Animal Acrid Poisons, 

b. Vegetable Acrid Poisons. These afe very numerous, but we will notice 
those only which are m >re or less likely to be takgn into the stomach cither by 
design or hy raistuke. 

1. BryonV'Root. This is a large, fleshy, yellowish-white, splimUe^hap- 
ed root, with a sweetish, but at the same lime acrid ami bitter taste- When It le 
known that Bryony toot baa been swallowed as a poison, excite vomiting by Irtl- 
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fating tlie throat with Hip finger ora fpfllbpr,'Bnt) by admiristering large draughts 
of tepid water; .after which gire milk, with from a grain to two grains of opium, 
once in two hours, until tlie viohnt colic pains are abated. 

2. Coil'QD INTIDA ; Bitter Apple. Much dtinger hn« been often incurred 
by overdoses ol tlH'* substance being ordered by empirics and pretenders to speei* 
Acs ; hut it bna seldom cnnsed death. First, evacuate tiie sioiuai-b in tlie manner 
already described, and tiieii ailiiiinister milk and ni*. 

3. (lAMBona Tliis vegetable production, being used os a pigment in 
water-colour drawings, has often been swallowed in dangerous doses b.> eliildren, 
and has produced fatal effects from the violence ot tlie vomiting and purging 
which it causes. Administer milk and other demulcent diluents, with a'gruiii of 
opium at short interval^. 

4. WniTit Hellbboke Root. This root excites violent vomiting and 
purgings, with bloody evocuations, which soon prove fatal if proper measures to 
counteract iis infiuence be not immediately taken. 

Rvacnate the stomach with copious ilrnnglits of demulcent fluids, and sheathe 
the bowels with clysters of starcli and other emolients; then administer freely 
acidiilons drinks, coffee, and cainplior in doses of Irom six to ten grains. Proles- 
eional aid cannot be too early procured when this poison has been taken. 

5. Hlack ani» Feud HkIiLUBobb. The symptoms resemble tho«8 
caused bv Bnony root, and require*to be treated In the same manner. 

0. Sow Bread; Cyclamen The root of tins plant, which is a flallenfd, 
eircuiar tuber, produces effects similar to those ol wliite Hellebore wlien it is 
swallowed ; and, consequently, cases of poisoning by it require to be treated in the 
aame manner as those by wliite Hellebore. 

7. Sphrob. The seed-vessels ot tills family of plants are what is termed 
tricoccous, that is, composed of three capsules or distinct cells nnhed back to 
Wk on a common footstalk. Those of the species indigenoiiH in Great Mritsin 
bear a distant resemblance to capers, and have been occasionally eaten by the 
ignorant and ciiihlren. In quantities which have proved fatal. The symptoms are 
great heat in the stomach, vomiting, violent purging with bloody stools. When 
poisoning from these seed-vessels, or from the EuphoMna of the shops, occurs, 
first evacuate the stomach by large draughts of tepid water; and then give 
repeaiedly olive oil and milk, sheaibing the lower bowels with starch clysters. 

In the same manner are to be treated cases of pnisoning by Arum or Cuckoo 
piaf. the beautiful red berries of which, as they appear in autumn, someiimes 
allure children to eatMhe root; Croton oil, when overdos'd; the Meadow 
Anemone; the Meadow Narcissuii; the diff rent species ot i2anunrufu« or 
Buttercups; and Aconite or Wolfsbane: but in all these cases, w« must again 
repeat it, the best professional assistance should be procured as soon as posible. 

c. il/inerai Acrid PoMons—These are few when compared with those be* 
longing tu the class ot corrosive poisons We shatl notice only one. 

1, NlTRt; Saltpetre. This excellent medicine has ocrasinrnlly been 
tuken by mistake, instead of Glauber salts, in doses of an ounce or more. It pro- 
due-, s vomiting, purging with bloody stools, excruciating gripings, cold sweats; 
and if it do not terminate in death, the future life of the patient is likely to be 
rendered wretched, and he dies paralytic The instnn es of poisoning by Nitre 
demonstrate the propriety, or rather necessity of tasting medicines before swal¬ 
lowing them, tliem as it would be very unlikely, under such precautions, to 
mistake Nitre for Glauber salts; tlie tasie of tiie former being cool, bitterish and 
penetrating—that ol the latter strongly saline and nauseous. 

When Nitre has been taken in such large doses, dilute freely with milk and 
hlapd diluents. 

:Theeu'l^tances comprehended in this class of poisons, vt'lien taken into the 
•ll^aoH, OlfHappUeil to the body in such a manner as to tie rapidly abitorbed, 
eatme drdvyaho-as, Stupor, paralysis, or apoplexy, convntstoos, and death when the 
doae is Shfitcientiy laige. They belong, almost exclusively, to the vegetable 
khigddin, 

«» Vegetable Sedative and Narcotic Po'mm> 

i. Camphor. This excellent medicine hes occasionally been swallowed in 
doses'so large as lo cause very violent excirement of the brain end nervous 
I^Atem; vich as vertisra, dltficuU breathing, fainting, cold sweats, coiivplstona, 

in some instauces', d«*th. When it is known or suspected that these sy mp- 
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toTDt Slave resulted from the ailministratiun of Camphor, pive wine in moderate 
quantities, with ten or tltleen drops of laudanum, at short intervals, until profes¬ 
sional aid be procured or the syiujitoins abate. 

2. IIkmlock; Conium inaculatum. When this poison has been swallow¬ 
ed, either in tho recent s'uie or in the form of extract or ot tincture, so as to pro¬ 
duce hiith delirium or iimxy, or stupor, dilatalion of tlie pupils, and convulsions, 
which liequenlly terminale in death, lli» stniuach should be first evacuated by 
the stomach pump, it it he at liand, or by a scruple ot white vitriol, and acidulous 

fluids afterwards Creel,V administered. 

tt. HaNnA.NP.. Poisoning by this plant,either in its recent state or prepar¬ 
ed for a fhediciiml use, must be counteracted in the same manner as a case of 
poisoiiiiiK by it cm lock. 

4. Laukbl Watek. This acts as a direct sedative, and destroys life 
tvirliout coiivulsiuiis or any of the other symptoms wJiich those substances which 
are reuardtd us simple liurcotics, produce. It is disiinguisiied by the strontt 
odour ot bitter almonds; and in cases of puisoiiiiig by it, whatever steps are 
taken must be prompt Brandy, contuiiiint'in eac'- ^lass from fllleeii to tliirty 
dropsof solution ol Ammoiiia, or a tea spoonful or two of llanshoiii, should be 
admimsteied, at short intervals, until the habit is roused, and the influence ot the 
poison is overcome. _ , * 

Opium. As this medlolne, in all its forms of preparation, is the poison 
most couimonly had rccomse to by the suicide, thrdr is reason for suspecting! that 
it has been swallowed wlien the following symptoms occur: drowsiness, followed 
by delirium, pullidiiess of cooiiteiiance, siahiiig. deep and snorting breathing, cotfl 
sweats, and apoplexy. The first obiect in the treatment of such ‘a cas ■ is to dis¬ 
lodge the poison still remuiniriit m the stomach, cither by means of the stomach- 
pump, if that valuable insiruinenl can be procured, or by the Hdininistrulion of 
an einel ir consisting of a scruple ot white vitriol, or from five to eight grains of 
blue vitriol; and by irritating the upper part of the gullet and the throat by the 
finger introduced into the mouth, or with a feather, if no professional aid can ba 
procured, even after ilie stomach is emptied, then give freely acidulous fluids, 
with strong coffee and cordials. The subsequent drowsiness sliniihi be averted bv 
rousing continually the.atlention of the patient, by obliging him to walk about; 
and, when it cun lie done, b\ iinmersiiig him in a tepid bath. 

(i. Pnusuio Acid. When this poison is taken in a large dose, death almost 

instantaneously lollows ; but when the quantity is more inmferale, it produces the 
sline sedative eflVcts as luurei-waier, and is to be couffieracted by the same 
lueuiis. 

7. Sthsmonium. or Thorn Apple, acts nearly In the s«rae manner as 
Onium ; ami, cotisequeiitly, cases of poisoning by this agent are to be treated in 
tile samq iiiunner an those by 0|>ium. 

8. Stuon« SciiNTKD Lettuce produces the same effects as Opium; and 
persons poisoned by it are, therefore, to be treated in the same manner as those 
by Opium. 

9. Tobacco The symptoms which lead to the suspicion of poisoning 
hy this substance are. severe nausea, vomiting and other sensulioiis of drunken¬ 
ness, great sinking of the strength, cold sweats and convulsions. If little time 
lios elapsed from the swallowing the poison, clear the stomuch by iwo or three 
grams of Tartar emetic; hut, if some time passed, ailiiiiiiister puruatives, and 
al'lei weirds acidulous drinks, with brandy, camphor, and other cordials. 

b. Mineral Sedative and Narcotic Poisons.

I. Cahdonic Aciu Qas. Tile utmost danger often arises from this gu 
being extricated by buniiiig charcoal in close rooms ;und from the gas acoumu- 
laiin .1 in cellars and other places, which have been long kept closed, and into 
which individuals Imprudmtly enter immediate'y after tiiey are opened. No 
person ought to enter a ce lar, pit, well,or other place in which this gas cun accu- 
inutate, without carrying with them a lighted candle, the going out of which 
should be the signal for instant retreat. » a a wmeu 

When suspended animation occurs from this gas, remove the body into the 
open air; and while fricilon is applied over the chest', let the lungs be infLiied 
by means of a pair of beliowa, eiosiiig and opening Ihe nostiils and mouth tlterii- 
ately, and pressing on the cheat after each inflation, so as to iiuitute, as neaxlv* at 
pussible, the action of brealitiug. Tlie iiiflueace ot hydrogen gas ou tb#ho4^ is 
to be Gounieracktl in the lame tnaanei'c 
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I’liese are subolanr-e^ that x flaiTie, to oerlain decree, the gurferes to whteh 
they are ariplied, and at the game time, proiluce the stntiifMiitt; and sedative 
effects of the iinri'Otli* |)oU(in«. I'liev are almost all vegttable iiroduclioiis. 

a. Vegetable ^Icv o-Jinrcofic Poisons. 

1. Coccoi.us Inoicos. The Bvmptoms produced by this poison closely 
resemble tiinse ot Miioxicaiioti, Vomit and iriirge Ireely, 

2. Duadly Niohtsh.vdb ; Belladonna. Tlie beautiful appeurance and 
sweet taste ot the berries ol the deadU iiit^litsliade olieii allure elnldren to eat 
them. The S\ inptuiiis rescniMe tlio-e of iiiioxieniinn, wiih hjgii delirium, nocoiii- 
paiiied with hiui.'hter ; an efi' ot wiiieli is beanliluily alluded tu by our immortal 
draiuutisi in llie tol!owiii!{ Imea : — 

‘ Or have we eaten of the insane root. 

'I’liul lakes the reason prisoner.’—M acbeth 

If also Ganges sn'’h a state of i arnl ^sis of the stomarh, that vomiiinp can searce* 
ly he^-xcit d by the incst povveilul emelifg. Administer viingnr and ariduhnig 
diinks, whieii ofiun enitlile ilie emeiieg to opera^ ; and coniiiine ibe use ot the 
acids until ail tlie SMiiptoms disappear 

8. El.ATRitiUM. 'I’his is not likely to he used as a poison ; but it may be 
ovenlosed in tlie hand of the lanorant. Tlie chief symptoms are Molenl pnraina 
of watery stools, lollowed by siiddm siiiknips and excessive debiliry, t>upport 
the sirengMi by cordials and opium in doses oi a ifrain, lepealed at sin rt inier* nig 
and exhibit clisters of starch witli Iroiii forty to sixty drops ot Ittuduniim in each 
clyster. 

4 Foxolovr ; Dif/ifali.'i. An over dose of (bis medicine, in any form of 
preparaiion, produces sickne‘S, vomiiii ir, V( itifio, indisMict vision, cold sweats, 
deliiinm, and faintini;; and may cause death. To counteract iliese effects, 
administer hraiidv and c >rdials. 

5. Fooi.’s I’AI'SI.EY ; ■iefhn.'ia fVnflr/n«)». This plant is readily distin¬ 
guished iroin real Parsley hy three long linear leaflets, wliicli are pendent on ono 
side of the base of each umhtllule, or uiiihrella-like expansion ot liie foo'-sialks of 
the flower**, and wliiob are not present in Parsley. When eaten, Fool’s Parsley 
produces heat of Uiro«|k thirst, vouiiiing, a email Ireqnent pulse, he idaclie, vertiao, 
and lielirinm. U must beevacuuted f'Oin tin* stumuch by.large draughts of de¬ 
mulcent fluids, until professional ant be procured. 

fl. Funguses and Poisonous Musijhooms. The general result of these 
funKUses on the animal leonomy is pain of ilie stomach, nan*eti an i vomiiimr, 
choUV'and pii'uing, cramp ot the lower extremities, with veitigo. deliririn and 
coovolsions. Evacuate tlie stomach by emetics and purualives, or by a conibina- 
flon ol tile two: as for example, a scruple of powder of ipi'cacubana, and two 
ounces of Obtiiber salts ; after which give acidulous drinks wiih brandy, or a tea- 
auoonful of .£tlier at short intervals j and lastly Peruvian Bark. Aiumouia and 
Hartshorn are hurtful. 

7, Meadow SAPPitON ; CoIcAicwm. Overdoses of the remedy and Its pre¬ 
paration produce violent purginas, olieii with bloody stools, sinking of ihe pulse, 
and colilsweuts. Evacuate the sloinaeh bv copious draughts ot di miilceiit fluids ; 
th*‘tt eive from six to ten grniiis of Aiiimonia, or a tea-spoonfui, or two tea- 
spoonftilf of Hartshorn in a piassof hratidy at slioit intervals, 

8. Nux Vomica ; Ratsbane The symptoms of poistminc by rtatshaup are 
i{*lfOSe of inebriety, vertiao, ngidiiy of the exMemltie», extreme ditficiiity ol breath¬ 
ing, And snffocaiion. Evacuate the stomach and bowels; and aiterwards dilute 

with acidulous fluids 

Jlf. Mineral Acro nareotic Poisons 

I. WHITR Lka.d ; Carbonate of Lend. The effects of this poison are felt 
ehirfly by painters and woikers in white lead, who do not wa-li their hands before 
f>«tin|t their meals, It causes okslinate coslivenesa and violint cholic, with 
trewmrs ajid palsy of the legs and urms The euirie symptoms are produced hy 
cider wine, and other Ih|Uoi8, into whith iSwgor o//*oa and litharge have bein 
introduced to remove acidity. Until professional aid can be obtaiied, adminis'er 
in ouhce df castor with forty drops ol Laudanum ■, and let the patient be put 
Into tt'Warii hath. 
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Cl4Ss V— Septic or Pothescbnt roisoNS. 

Tliii* Hags of piMsoiis conipr^iliends tliose substances wliich, on heinfit taken 
into the stoinacli or iiitrotiuced by tiny meons into the sjsletn, prod lire $;eTieial 
debility, faintiniTs, and a breokinu down nr pntieseent. (•rate of the animal Ruida 
and solids, without much effect on the intellectual faciiltits, They are fflmost all 
of an ariiinai nature. 

1. Venom OF Sbkpents, such as the Vijoer, the liattlesnakp, mA Cohva 
di Cap€ll0. Tiie symptoms resulting from the bite of all venomous snakes are 
nearly the same ; - pain in the bitten part, extending towuids tbe heart ; stupor, 
cold sw< a's, pallor and lividity of countenance, and gangrene of the bitten part, 
ate indications of siieh venomous bites. Put a ligature upon tbe limb wliich has 
been bitten, between tlie wound and the trunk of the body, and apply a wine 
glass, exiiausieil by burning a little spirit wiiliin it,'bs a cnpping-gtiiss over the 
part, or let tlie wound be sucked by a person whose lifts and tongue are not 
rliapped, until professional aid can be procured. Animal poisons of this descrip> 
tion are innociotis when taken into the stomach, all..ouch their action is so pow¬ 
erful, and often fatal, when they are introduced into tlie habit by a wound, or any 
other method of inoculation. It the lips or Uie tongue of a person who sucks a 
poisoned wound be chapped, the system is inoculated in the same manner us if it 
were inserted by a lancet, or by a bite, under tbe skin. 

2 Stinos OF Bees, Wa'jPs, and oiher Insects. These are seldom fatal ; hut 
the pain whieh they excite is almost inaupporlnble in some habits. Let the 
affected parts be bathed with tepid spirit of Miiiderenis. 

y. Fish Poison. In England poisoning from this cause seldom oeenrst 
except when the muscle or the oy ster is in an nuheallliy stale, or beginning to 
piitrily The symptoms are a seiisaiion of weiglit at the slomacli, nausea, thirst, 
Vertigo, Iteliing over the skin, hiccough and iuintings, with cold, clammy 
per->piration8‘ Evacuate the. stomach by a powerful emetic and tbe bowels by a 
purge ; after wbicli, administer copious draughts of acidulated fluids, with from 
twenty to forty drops of /Ether at short iuteivals. 

,4. Bite of a Mad Don. Tie a ligature above the wound, and apply a 
wine glass or a cupfiing-glass over it, until a surgeon can be procured <o cut ont 
the bitten part. As every thing dppcn<l.s on the complete cxtii pation of the part, 
a good surgeon must be cmploved. When the disease appears, if tbe.medical 
atfendarit has not pre,vioiifily aeOn a case of the disease, wliich may happt’o to tb® 
most skiUiil practitioners, request him to cup the patient over the course of the 
spine, and immediately administer Prussic acid. 

In concluding these brief instructions, wc conceive it to be imperative upon 
us to canlion persons from hastily, taking up the i<lea that an individna! is suffer¬ 
ing under the influence of poison, without consiiltin/ a pliysician or a surgeon, if 
pracficable. The symp'orns of cholera morbux, dinrrluha, mnlhjnant fever, 
and several other diseases, may be mistaken bv the ignorant, and inexperienced 
for those of poison ; and, 'thence, tiie necessity of immediately procuring that 
assistance. wiih«Mt wbifh, in either ease, not only Ss future health endangered, 
but lite Itself placed in the utmost peril.

His Grand father was Colonel Syines's Alirideiagee, more properly Mrng dara.gyee, 
the Great King of Higbteousiiesa, one of the titles borne by the Kings of Buniinh ; but his 
snhjecis now refer to him as Pho-dan gyee, Ibe gieat lujnl Gland fatliei, or Badoiin Thakheu 
the Lord of Badoun, the town which he had held before be came lo the (hione lie died on 
Ibe 6th June 1819 and was succeeded by Ibe present King's Cider Biother once known ni 
Tsa gain-ineng lha. Prince of Tsagain, with tbe family name of Mauug Tsen, the same who en. 
gaged in war wiib the British Government, and who was ilethioned by the present luuuarch in 
the inouih of Apiil lbS7. 

In June 1837 the deposed King deserted his Brolher's Capital of Avn winch has now become 
a ruin, and proceeded sinty miles to ibe noiUiward, with the ostensible object of building a 
new city there, bat in reality fur (be purpose of escaping fioin the British resident, for on the 
withdrawal of tbai officer, ibe King returned, and established liimself in bis Graud.falher’s city 
of Atnarapiira, wliicli is now again the Capital of the country. » 

By his prhicipnl (Jueen be has a grown up son and daiigliler, Ihe foniiernow styled Taurig 
dweng-gyaiiiig Mengtloi, Prince of Taung-dwenK-gyiiiing, and the Initer higlily skilled in 
Burmese science, particiilaily astiology. By his iinmerous inferior Queens he has several 
other children, the principal of whom IS a bold, spirited charncler, fnrmetly nnined 'I'alt-leng* 
gyee, but since his father's accession to the throne si] led, from (he town the revenues of which 
he enjo}s, Pye Meng-dia or Prince of Prome. Besides him, and Ihe King’s Uncle, ihe PhU 
^osi'plier Prince of Mekkbara, the Lhwoltna or grand cuiiiuil of the kingdom now consists of four 
Woungyees, two of whom are, Maung Shwe-7.a, who was Uuveriior of Raneooti during 
Major Canning’s mission in IKI 1>I2 and Maung Dauk.kyee, wlio held the same office when 
Colonel Benson was deputed to the Court of Ava in 1833. 

Shortly afier the present king seized the throne, he put to death the late Monarch’s only son, 
the Tsakya Meng, his principal Queen, her Ilrolhcr Meng tha-ayce, or the gieat Prince, and 
most of the ministers and Chief officers of the late Goveiiiirient. The life of tlie late Monarch 
however, has been spared and he is not ill treated excepting m being kept as a stain prisoner* 
The country Is stated to be in a very unsettled stale, and (here is now no Burmese officer of 
superior rank and authority to the southward of the Capital. F.very town and almost village has 
jts own petty governor independent of all interference excepting from the Court itself. Cora 
mercial speculation* also are hazardous, particulurly as the present King has endeavoured to 
deatroy hla principal Sea port town of Rangoon, where British subjects are now nol sure of pro¬ 
jection and freedom from official exactions and molestation ; and' It is very important that if 
ahould be generally known, that the Government of India declined to interfere when a coKUa 
plaint waa submitted to it by a British Commander of ill usage at llangoon.

PORT WILLIAM, FINANCIAL DBPARTMRNT. 

Wth November 1840. Proclamation .—The Governor General In 
Council is pteased to notify, that from and after the 11th day of Novem¬ 
ber 1840, in respect to the Mint of Calcutta, and from and after the Ist 
day of April 1841, in respeft. to flip Mint« of Fort Saint George and 
Bombay, tho<p parts of Act No. XVII. of 1835, w’hich were suspended 
by Act No. XXXI. of 1837, direciing that certain Silver Coins issued 
from the Mints within the Teriiiories of the East India Company shall 
bear on the Oliverse the Head of the Reigning Sovereign of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, will be again in force ; and that 
the Device of the Silver Coins wliich shall be coined from and after the said 
dates respectively in the Mints of India, in conformity with Ads XVII, 
of 1836 and XXI. of 1838, will be as Act No. XVI I, of 1835 requires, viz. 

On the Obverse—the Head of Her Majesty Victoria, with the worde 

VZUXURIA, QUEBN. 
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On the Reverse—The denomination of the Coin in English and Persian 
ill the Centre, encircled hy h Wreath,and around theiuargiu the words— 
BAST INDIA COMPANY,— 1840. 

The Coin will he mdled on the edge, with u serrated or upright milling 
like the rtipee now Current bearing the Head of His late Majesty Wni. IV. 

The Weigtit, Standaid, Fineness and Valufotthe Company's Ru¬ 
pees, as di-tiited in the Act, are here repeated. 

Weight. —180 grains Troy, or c)i\e Tolah, 

Standard Quality. —Elevpn-tv^ellths Silver, one twelfth a'lloy. 

Fia/we. —The same as tlie Co.’s Ru. of 1835, tiie Madras, Bombay, 
Furrnkabad, & Sonat Rupee, & rqual to ol the late Sicca Ru[pee, 

The ottier Silver Coins autbonzeil to he issued from the Govern¬ 
ment Mints try Act No. XVI. of 1835 and Act No. XXll. of 1838, 
viz. double, half, and quarter niiiees, and two anna pieces, will bear in 
all respects a due proportion to ibis Rupee. 

The Governor General in Counril fiereby directs that all Magis¬ 
trates, Collectors, and other Public OHicers,Svill promulgate lliis Prf>- 
claniation throughout tlteir respective Districts ; and that a trauslatioa 
of it f»e affixed in a conspicuous jilace, at every Putdic Treasury. 

Money Clianger«, Shroffs, Podars and others, should lie required 
to lake notice of llie Provision in Act No. XVII. of 1835, against clip¬ 
ping, filing, punching, or oiherwise defacing the legal Com. The Sil¬ 
ver Coins issued from the M ints of Government, under Act XVII, of 
1835, if notcut, clipped, marked, or otherwise wilfully im|>aired, are 
legal tender fur their full value, until by gradual wear, they have lust 
two per cent, of their original weiglit.

The Mun (or that weiglit to which it closely accords in value, 
and to which it is legally equivalent in the new scale) lias been hi¬ 
therto better known among Europeans by the name of Bazar 
Maund, but upon its general adoption, under Regulation VII, 1833, 
for all transactions of the Britisii Government, it should be deno¬ 
minated the British Maund, (in Hindee, Uugrizee Mun,) to distin¬ 
guish it at once from all other weights in use throughout the 
country*. 

The Pujiseree is, as its name denotes, a five-seer weight, and 
therefore should not form an integranr point of the scale; but as 
its use is very general, it has been introduced for the convenience 
of reference. 

The Seer being tbe commonest weight in use in the retail 
business of the Bazars in India, and being liable, according to the 
pernicious system hitherto prevalent, to vary in weight for every 
article sold as well as for every market, is generally referred to the 
common unit in native mercantile dealings, as, ** the seer of so ma¬ 
ny tolas” (or sicca, barees, takas, &c.) The standard or bazar 
seer being always 80 tolas. 

The C^itdk is tlic lowest denomination of the gross weights, 
and is commonly divided into halves aitd quarters, (called in Ben¬ 
galee, kacha ;) thus marking the line between the two series, which 
are otherwise connected by the relation of the seer, Sec to the tola. 

Tbe Tola is chiefly used in the weighing of the precious me¬ 
tals and coin ; all bulHon at the mints is received in this denomi-

to matce the subdivisions of the tola into annas (sixteenths) and pie, 
in lieu of mashas and ruttees. 

Mashas, ruttees, and dhans, are used chiefly by native gold¬ 
smiths and jewellers, l^hey are also employed in the native va¬ 
luation by assay of the precious metals; thus 10 mashas fine, sigg^ 
nifies 10-J2th8 pure, and corresponds to “ 10-oz. touch” of the 
English assay report or silver. There is a closer accordance with 
the English gold assay scale, inasMiuch as the 96‘ ruttees in a tola 
exactly represent the 96 carat grains in the gold assay pound, and 
the dhan, the quarter grain.

Conversion of British Eohopean Weights into British Indian 
Weights, and vice versa. 

By Regulation V!I 1833, a new British ,Indian system of weights has 
been ordered; but the change not being euforred t'y any penal enactment 
the new weight has been adopted by a very few Enropean hou-es, while 
it is the only one in use at the several Government oflices of Calcutia,— 
the Custom house, the Mint, the Treasury, the Bank, ami the Polce. 

The difference ho«ever between the new and the old system is 
extremely sm-dl i viz. the unit or tolah was tlie old Moonshetlabad 
rupee, and weighed 179,66G Troy grains. By the said Regulation the 
tolah is of 180 grains Troy, and they, fore exceed^ the old one by nuc- 
thirdoi a grain, which "(llfference makes the new baz^r or Indian 
.mannd heavier than the old one by about ene chittak and a quarter, or 
2,22 ouncess Troy. 

The following tables have been calculated on the old elements of 
Icdian weights, as being still of a more general use. If it whs necessary 
to convert old bazar maunds into new onee, the operation would con- 
s)flisitnplv in the following rule :—

OULIELMI IV. REGIS, 

CAP. LXXXV. 

An Act for effeclinp an arrangement with the East India Com* 
pany, and for the better Government of His Majesty’s Indian. 
Territories, till the thirtieth day of Aprils one thousand eight 
hundred and fifty'four.

CIVIL SERVANTS. 

1. Civil Servants proceeding to tlie Cape of Good Hope, Mauritius or the

If the salary of officer be not more than f>00 rnpees per mensem, no deduc¬ 
tion shall be made for the first year; and if it be only so much mure, that the 
preecribed deduction at the rale oue-eighth would reduce the allowance drawn 
to less than 500 rupees per mensem, only so much siiall be deducted as will 
reduce the salary drawn to 500 rupees per mensem. After the firstycar, of 
deduction of one-eigiilh shall be made from the salary of the offi era referred 
to iu this lule. 

2. After the close of the second year, when the salary of office ceases, civil 
aervants who may obtain an extension of leave, will draw the subsistence 
allowance of their rank only, but no such servant, ub'^ent on leave, mi account 
of sickneea,shall draw a less allowance as a civil servant out of employ, than 
tliat of a junior merchant, v iz Sa. Ks. 224 per tnensem. 

3. The maximum period of wiiich any ci«j| servant sliall be allowed to 
draw thcsalary of office, or any part thereof, is two^years from the date of em¬ 
barkation, and the offices of servants who may not return within that period, 
wilt ha vacant end liable to be filled by fresh appointment. Civil servants who 
may so overstay the period of two years, provided they obtain an extension of 
leave, and account to the satisfacUon of th Onvernineni to which they arc a- 
lahhed, fhr the delay of their return, shall, as above provided, receive the 
stihsiateaee allowance of a servant of their rank, subject to the exception 
at^ve speejifjed In favor of Junior servants-} but If they continue absent in 
diaohedienre of an order to return, or without sufficient cause shown, Ihjit 
aliowance also wi.l be forfeited. 

4. Civil Senants absent on leave, on account of sickness duly cf-rtifl'd, if 
they proceed to Bngl.md without returning to tbeir presidency, may, as 
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heretofore, npply to be admitted tn forlonMh by the Honorable (he Court of 
iJirect'trs. and the furloufih rrill, in ench casps, tube ifTect from the date to 
ieuvinir (heir prpoidenry, consiquently the allowancpB of offiee that may have 
teen drawn by IhemselTea or their amenta, after titeir departure, muat, in that 
caae, be re-adjuated, and the difference re>(unded. 

5 . Civil Servanta deairini; to avail themaelvea of the benefit of the ^act 
above rt ferred to, an I to draw their ailnwant'ea while abaent on account of 
sickneas under the above roiea, will be required to aive aecurtty in auch amount 
as may- be inquired by the Government for the refund of BnyjexceBa that may 
be drnwn, either by a^rents at the presidency or by themaelvea, ia case of their 
prucreding to Europe on Furlough, or ulherwias coming under retrenchment. 

6. No aeeond leave will be granted to any Civil Servant who has been 
absent beyond aca (or two years, until three yeura after the date of return 
from sea *, but if a Civil Servant la compelled by aicknisa to proceed to sea 
BLiain within this pi rio'l, after Itaving bppo abarnl less 'ban two yeura, he will 
he allowed to eoin|iletc that prri'id, drawing the projiortion of aalury allowed 
for the remaining time, aa if t!ie leave bad been oonitnuoua. 

MILITARY OFFICCas HOLXtINO CIVIL SITITATI0M8. 

7. Military nffleera employed in the civil dejiartment and drawing a civil 
allowunre, are entitled, in common witii otfi -ers iiolrling etuff si(nalio(is in the 
military depsrtment, to draw llie inililary pay and ailowencea of their rank 
while absent at sea, on leave under medicat certificate, and likewise one-half 
of the difference hetwem such altowancea and the civil or ataff pay of the 
offices to which they stand appointed. 

8. The above allowances are to be drawn for a total period not exceeding 
two years from the date when the vessel in wiiich such officers embark may 
leave the presidency or other port of departure; and the civil situation held 
by any officer whu shall not return whhin that period, ahall be cuuaidered 
vacant. 

9. The rules for furnishing medical certificates and for regulating the 
forma and manner of drawing military alltiwances during absence on leave, 
have been laid down in General Orde'a in the Military Department. 

10. The Civil Auditor will pass the billa of officers on leave beyond sea, 
under medical certificate, for the portion of their civil salary which they are 
permitted to draw by those rales, in like manner, as is provided for Civil 
Servanta proceeding to aea op medical certificate. But it is hereby provided, 
that Civil allowances shall not be drawn by a military officer under this rule, 
after the date of departure beyond sea, unless security shall have been pre> 
viously given in such amount as may be fixed by Government. 

BCCLBSIASTICAL DBFAKTMBNT. 

11. Chaplains proceeding to any place beyond sea, for the benefit of their 
health, under the rules pre.cribed for officers of the Ecclesiastical department, 
aliall, in respect to the i)roportion of allowances to be drawn during the 
period of absence, as also In respect to the conditions and period for which 
such allowances are to bn drawn, and likewise in respect to the allowances to 
be drawn in case of their not returning within two yeats, be subject to the ’ 
same precise rules as Civil Servants proceeding to any place beyond sea on 
sick leave. 

PILOTS. 

12. The following roles have been establislied for members of the Pilot 
Service,under the sanction of the Honorable Court qf Directors:— 
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!3. Members of the pilot service,whose sUte of healih may require a voyazP 
to sea or who may on that account riesire to leave the presidency shall submit 
applicBiioii for the same through the Master Attendant to the Marine B ard, 
forwarding with the application a certificate from the Marine Surgeon, or 
Assistant Surgeon, the Marine Board may grant leave for any period not 
exceeding three months, and the party availing himself of it may draw, while 
absent on such 'leave, his entire pay and allowances without deduction. If the 
leave solicited, exceed the period of three months, the medical certificate must 
be countersisned by a Member of the Medical Board, and the sanction of Go« 
vernrnent will be rrquired to enable the Pilot to proceed to the Cape or- else¬ 
where, under the following rules• 

14. Branch Pilots, Master Pitots, Mates and Volunteers, compelled by 
sickness, duly cer ifled to proceed to the Cape or elsewhere beyond sea, 
within the limits of the Hon’bie Company’s charter,shall be entitled to draw 
the reduced allowances, and toreceive the passage-money allotted to them in 
the following table:

These allowances are to be subject to the subscriptions to the Peosloo 
Funtl. 
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Marine Board a renewed certificate from the Colonial Surgeon or other 
principal medical officer of the place where they may be reaiding, stating that 
prolonged residence is necessary for complete recovery. 

17. A Memberof the pilot service, absent under the above rules, may, provid* 
ed be forwards renewed medical certificates every six months, as required in the 
preceding rule, continue absent from India,for atotai period not exceeding tWo 
years, drawing during absence the allowances stated, either through his agent, 
at Calcutta, or by hill signed in the peraence of a Magistrate at the place 
where he m*ay be residing, and certiflid to be so signed on the dale specified. 
The bills may be drawn in duplicate and wHl be payable to the order of the 
pilot, provided, however, that no pilot shall be allowed to benefit by this pro* 
vision, unless he shall give security to such amount as may be prescribed by 
governitit'nt to cover any re*iaiids to which he may bicutne liable in case of 
proceeding to Europe or of over-receipt by agents. 

18. Any member of the pilot service who shall b absent bej’ond sea for 
8 period exceeding two yesrs, shall, from the dale of ther expiration of the 
two years, be considered as Suspended from the service. It will remain to be 
decioed upon his return at any subsequent date, whether he shall be restored 
or not, according as he shall be able to satisfy the marine board and go* 
vernmeut, that he used all possible exertions to return vritbin the time fixed, 
but failed to do so from causes beyond bis control. 

19. Under the authority of the provisions contained in the latter part 
of clause 1. Act 1. Victoria, cap. 47, it is further provided, in respect to 
all the above elaeses of otficers. that if they embark with the permission of 
government,at any other presidency than their own, or at any other place 
or port in India, provided, that it be not more dUuint from their station than 
the ports of their own presidency, the date for the commencement of the 
operation of the above rules lor sick leave be)'iind sea, sliall be that of 
actual embarkation at such place or port, and not that of leaving the frontier 
of their own respective presidency, and the same privilege in respect to the 
date of leavina India, will be granted to officers of the several services refer¬ 
red to embarking at other presidencies cr places in India, not more distant 
from their station than the ports of their own presidency, with the leave of 
government previously obtained for the purpose of proceeding to Europe 
on furlough, or of retiring from the service altogether. 

20. In the above rules noprovislon is made for cases of servants of the 
classes mentioned resigniitu tlie service after leaving their presidency with the 
permission of the Government in consequence of sickness. The case of such 
persons has been considered hy the President in Council, to require a new 
rule, which, under the terms of the act, requires to be submitted for the con¬ 
firmation of the Hoii’ble the Court of Directors, before it can take effect. 
11 is accordingly declared, that the security to be given by servants as the 
condition of their drawing allowances while absent from their presidency, 
must provide for the case of such retirement, and the servants must bind 
till mvelves to re*fund the whole of the allowances so drawn, in ease of their 
risignation and departure for Europe without return to their presidency, 
provided, that the new rules to be established, should require such re-fund.

dying m the .Service.

WherefiR an act WB8 passed In tha third and fooi^h years of 
3 &4Vlct. C.37. her piesput inajaMii , iniiiuM an net to cousolutate and 
an.end the laws for yun.shing tnutiny and deeeriion of 
(Hfficert and soldiers in the service of the ivaut Indiu coinpauif, and for 
providing for the ohservan- e of discipline in the Indian iyavy, and to amend 
the laws for regnlating the payment of regiment,ul deMs and the dis riba- 
tion of the efficts >f Q,Ificers uni soidie, s dying in sennee'. • And wheinas 
it is expedient that tho suid act be unieiided; and it boiipf requisite, for 
retaining tiie forces of the Eost India coia.>uuy in ilioi duty, that an exact 
disci|dlne be observed, and that soidie e vrlio bhall inoiiny or stir U|) sedition, 
"or shall desert tho said company’s service, be brouglit. in a more exenip'ary 
and speedy punishment Ihun the usual forms of the law wdi allow: Ue it

SECTION I. 

DtJTTBS AKU OBUOATIOKS. 

Article l.— .'ifMsfm.—Masters of every corps in the East India 
Company’s service shall be taken ao-ording to such regulutioiis as the 
governiutiat of each uresiieacy may th.uk fit to e»tablUU in relation 
thereto. 

Article 2,—Ilegimental Pay of Officers. —Regimental pay and allow~ 
ances shall not be issued to any oflioor or soldier who shall absent himself 
without loive, 0--sha 1 ovorsfcay the period for which leave of absence 
piay have been gr.mtei him; —or wh i sliull nut on promotion; —op remo* 
va to another regiment;—join, wi h n any period ahioh may have been 
piescribed fop that pu pos?, the corps to which hi mty have been so 
appointe I; - or who shall not on his first appointment in the army join 
ar directed in orders from the adjutant general. 

3.—But this lait article shall not apply where a sitisfsctory 
explanation shall ha e been given to the commander in 'chief through the 
commun iiug officer, and shell have bean notified by the ootnmauder in 
ehief to the goverament of the ppiisidenoy to which he belmgs. 
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Article *4.—Tf ai*y person disebor^ed from t’'e E Rst India Company’s 
forces fojT disability, misooiiduet, or for any otliur enure, sball sub e- 
qu ntly re'«nter tlie army, and shall, when quest oi ed by the mngi8t>ate 
at the tina.e of his being at'csted, conceal the fait, or misrepieseut ihe 
cause of bis former disc.iargo ;~ho shall ‘neither he allowed to reckon 
his p 'st service ; 

Article *5 —Nor shall he be allowed to receive any pousiou if ajaia 
disohai'ged for disability. 

Ariis'e Q.—Suttlinj ,—No sutler shall be permitted to sSl] any kind 
of liquors or victua s, or to kee,) his house or sh.qi open for the cuter- 
tainmeut of so die s, after nine o’clock at night, or be/o<e the Lcdiiug 
of the reveilles. 

Article 7.—No sutler shall be permitted to sell liquors of any sort 
during such time or times as be shall bo fuibi'ldeu so to do by the oiheer 
comuDionding the tro >i'6 in the barracks to whicli the canteen beb iigs; — 
nor upm Hundatfs during (liriue sonice or sermon;—on the penult^r of 
being dismissed trom all luiu'e sattling. 

Jrticle 8.—That all officers, soldiers, and suthrs shall ha'e full 
liberty to bri'g into auj of the s id comp.iny’s tune or gnrri-ous a y 
quantity or species of provisions, eatable or diinkuble, cxcejit where uiiy 
eoiit acts a ©entered into by the Kast ludia i ompany or by thei order 
lor luruishing such piovisions. (This exceptionoxtcMids only to the spueios 
of provisions so c mtracted for.) 

Article 9.—AU officers commanding in the Eist India Company’s 
iorts, barrack^, or garrisons ai’o required to see (ns they shall be niiswcr* 
able for their neglect) that the persons permitied to snitle supply llie 
buldioia wilb good and wholesome provisions at the market price. 

Article 10.— Arms and AYores.—Every capiain is charged with the 
arms, accoutremeuts, ammunition, clotliing, or other warlike stores b;- 
longiog to the troop or company under his eoininand, for which he is to be 
uccoiintablo in case of their being lost, |||fiilud, or damaged nut by uuavoid* 
able ajuidont or on actual service. 

Article 11.—All puhl’c stores taken from the enemy, whether of 
artillery, ammunition, clothing, forage, or provi-iuiis, shall be seemed for 
our service; and the officers commanding in chief are to be uiiMweruolo to 
the EiSi India Companj for any neglect in this respect. 

Article 12.— R.-dress of Wrongs. —If an officer shall think himself 
wronged by the officer commanding the rogimcut, and shall, upon due 
application tnatle lo him, not receive the redress to wlii li lie may consider 
himself to be entitled;—liemiv ompl.iiu to liis com mi ider in chief, jn 
ord.->r to obtain justice; who is heriby reqiurmf to examine into su li 
complaint ;-and either by himself nr by his adjutmt general to tnuko 
his lepnrt to the government of the presidency to which such officer 
belnngs lliereupou, in order to receive the further directions of such 
government. 

Article *18.—If a non-connai>8ion“d officr or private soldier sh U 
think himself wronged by his Capt iin or other odher coium in d g tljo 
troop or cumpanv to which he be.ongs, he »s to complain theiooft ths 
CD MUiai >dttig officer of the rogimeuf, who i« hsieby required to summon a 
regimental court-mardnl, tor the dorog j istim to the soblicr complaining ; 
—from thp award of which rog meiital court-iaa tlal eilher pa ty imy, it 
he thiulES himself still aggrieved, appeal to a g-inera> court-uiuit al;—and 
Buph ohhrt shall hear a id de ermine the inerts of (hs appeal, and a'ter 
determining the same, and after allowing the appellant to siioa qa >8e to 
the ^oUtrary, by himself and by witnesses, if any, luuy, if it shall think 
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fit, pronounce) lucli appeal groundless and vexabiotts, and may t^ereu oa 
B nfence such appellant to aaeu puaiabment as a general vou.'t‘martial is 
competent to award. 

Aftic'e lAi.—'Miiiitenante of goo I order.—Every com'randing officer 
Bb)ll heop go )d oi d -r, and t<> tbe utmost of his power redress all disorders 
comniitod by officers or soldiers under his co nmand ;-a id all officec.* 
and s.>ldi^r are to behave themselves orderly in qus>rters and on their 
jntrch, aud are not to qu.t their camp or quirtere, or to fail at parade. 

Article*!^. —•A.U olBcers, of what condit'on soever, have power to q’.ell 
ell quarrels, ir iys, and disor lers, th >ugh the persons oonoerued should be 
of superior rank or belonging to other corps, and ei her to order o lieers 
into a.rest^ or sold ers into eonil lemeut, until their proper superior officers 
ahull bj acquMiiiled lhore.vit . 

Article 16 —No officer sh ill use any reproactifnl or provoking speeches 
or gistuies to auoih-^r, upon pain of being put iu arrest. 

Article 17 —We hereby declare our approbation o the conduct of all 
those vi'ho, having had the uiisrorluue of giving offence to or of iejuriug 
or of insulting others, shall frankly explnu, apologize, or offer redress 
for the same j or who, having h d the misfortune of receiving off--uce, 
ii'ju y or insult from another, shall cordia ly accept frank explanation, 
Ijpology, or redress for the samci or who, if such explanations, apology, or 
redress are refused to be made or accepted, aud the fiieudsof the-parties

Article commissions of officers are to boonteied according

Article *29.—When any commissioned officer shall die on service, 
or out of the kingdom, the major of the regiment or battslinn, or the

diiect or authorize to be collected or secured, and shall with all 
convenient speed, and not Inter than one month after the death of 
the officer, with the asristance o^ Iwo other officers not under the 
rank of lieutenant, (su -h lieutenant not having served l.ss than eight 
years as a oommission officer,) to be app-inied by the coirmaiiding 
officer of Ibe regiment or l at ali -n, it by the officer commanding o i thi 
a ation, make an inveutorj, thereof, and transmit that inventorv, together 
with wn flcouttnt of the debts and credits, ti the office of the military 
:i|al9iwtiaiy to the government of the presidency to which inch offi-er 
”bploitglew, tb t'be end that, after ^rn'ment of su h officer's regimental debts 
«ufi iuteruaent, the overplus if any, be paid over by the 
;twill l»ear«tary to the legal repreientatives of the officer ao deceased. 

ArNbfe *80.—The major and other officera to be appointed ae afore- 
:i»id,'tittdthe'eaid‘military seerefary, in acting in tho matters aforesaid, 
fbbHJbave vegird to the provlsioos reapeciing the same matters contained 
tilths act passed ui tbe twelfth and ihirteepth years of our reign, intituled 
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" An act for pntiisliing mutiny and desertion oF officera ar.d soldiers in the 
service of the Kssi India < ompaiiy, aud for regulaii g in such serTiee tb6 
{wyment of regimental debts, and the distributiou of the effdcts of offig«ra 
aud sc'ld ers dying in the service.” 

Article *31.—When any soldier shall die 0i serTioe or out of the 
nn'ted kingdom, the otllcer commanding the troop or company to which 
such soldier belonged, shall immediately secure all the effects of the 
deceased in camp and quirtes-*, or within the territorial possessions of 
the East India Company, and shall, with thj assUtance of two other com* 
mi sioned odioa’-s, for hwitli mtika an inventory thereof, and shall within 
o e mciith ot the de.iih of tlie soldier, alter payment of bis regimen'al 
debts and qua>tera, pay over the bulanoa to the military secretary to the 
'goTonment of the presidency to which the deceased shall have belonged, 
or according to the orders of such military secretary, to the end that the 
sum* may be paid to the legal representa ives of ihe deceased soldier j aud 
eni h officers and military secretary, in actingi.i the malters aioiesaid, shall 
have regard to the provieions respecting the same matters contained iu the 
aforesaid act.

Article *33.—Every non-commissioned officer, trumpeter, drummer, 
fifer, and private soldier of the forces shall be provided with a book calcu¬ 
lated to snow his serrioes, age, date of enlistment, aud the actunl state of 
his accounts in contorni'ty with the regulations of the Kast India Cora- 
puny on this head;—and every commanding officer shall stale upon the 
monthly return of the regiment under liis command whether all the non* 
commis'iiiQU’d officers and soldiers of the regiment are in poeeessiou of the 
said books, and whether the orders on this head are properly attended to. 

Article 84.—The accounts of the forces of each presidency shall be 
'made up according to such regulation as the government of each presidency 
shall think ht to establish in relation thereto. 


SECTION IT. 

CBIUEB AND BUNISHMBKTS. 

Article B$.—-Divine Worship. —Any ofllcer or soldier who shall speak 
against any known article of the Christian faith, sliall be delivered over to 
the civil magistrate, to be proceeded against according to law.

Shall, if an officer, for each of the aforesaid offences, on oonv ctioi^ 
thereof beiore a general o-'urt*martial, be cashieredi—arLd., if a soldier, 
shall, on convtotion thereof beforo a general, distr‘^ ’t, or garrison courtv 
martial, be liable to such pttuishmeute as shall acoord with the provieioni| 
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of ihematinj-act for the East India Company’s foroea and with the usage 
of the service. 

Article lOl,—Every officer who shsll give, send, carry, or promote a 
challenge, or wlio shall accept any challenge, to fight a duel with another 
officer; or who shall assist as a second at a duel; or who, being priry to

Other punishment as the court may award. 

In the event of a>i officer being brought to a cou-t-martiQl for having 
assisted as a second i i a duel, if it shall appear timt such officer lad 
strenuously exerted himself to effect an adjustment of thi difforenoe on 
term > ootisi^text with (be honour c-f botli the partes, and ihall h^ve 
failed through the u iwillingness of the adverse part es to scoept terms of 
honourable uuoommodati m, then our will and pleasure is that, such officer 
aha 1 suffer such punishment, other than cashi^riiig, as the court may 
award. 

Article 102.—Any officer cr soldier who, if commanding a guard,

Article li '6 —Any soldier who shall sell, lose, or spoil his arms,

Article 10(i,—Any officer or soldier who shall commit any waste or 
spoil, either in walks of trees, parks, warrens, fish ponds, houses, or 
gardens, vineyards, olive groves, cornfields, inciosures. or neado^vs;—or 
shall maliciously destroy any property whether belongii^ to ou own 
subjects or other persons entitled to our protection or to the protection of 
the East India Company, or to inhabitants of other countries; —unless 
the desiru tion of property sliall be ordered by tbe commander in chief, 
to annoy rebels or oth er enemies in arms against us or the East India 
Company;— 

Shall, if an officer, on conviction of any of the aforosaid offences, be 
liable io he cashiered, —or suffer such other punishment, according to tbe 
uaturo and the degree of the offence, as by tbe judgment of a general 
oourt'inartial may be awarded ;—and, if a non-commissiomd officer or soldier, 
■hail, on conviction of any of the aforesaid offences, be punished, aoooriiug 
to the nature and degree of the offence, by a yeaeraf, district, garrison, 
rsgimental, or other ooirrt-mai tial. 

Article 107 —Any soldier who shall be found guilty of felony in any 
court of ordinary criminal judicature, or of any cri ne or offence in any 
court of criminal judicature, in any dominion. territory, colony, settlement, 
or island belonging to or occupied by us, or tbe East India Company, or by 
C04rt-martiAl, Whi-h would, if co nmi ted in ths united kingdom, be felony, 
•hail thereupon for eit all advanugo as to add tional pay, good-eonduct 
]llav, and to pensi<*n on discharge, which mi^ht have otherwise acorued 
Irotn the length of his former service, in a<ldition to any punisbment 
which may be awarded;—any su h s Idi r, h iwerer, if he shall subsa- 
qjueUtly have served, and per ormed goo!, faithful, or gallant servioos in 
oUf Of the East India Company’s army, may, on the sum* being duly 
oertiBed by the commaider iu chief, be eli ible t) be restored to the 
hwtsfit Of the whole or of auy paru of his aerviceaa<i| should the 
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restoration he app'o^od by the govemmout of the presidenoy to Trbich

plete. When it may be so, fuiiher ceriiiicates on account of lapsing furloughs 
s^liall not be granted, except on the applications being accompanied by sick cer¬ 
tificates ; the lapses in the course of the year being reserved to meet tiie de¬ 
mands of the service according to the principle laid down by the Honorable tiourt 
of Directors, that is, with due prelerence to cases of sickness and to seniority. 

Adverting (21) to the inconvenience likely to aiise both to the Government 
and to the Membeis of the civil service, from the withdrawing of applications 
foi furlougli after they have been granted, the Governor General in Ooiincil has 
been pleased to determine, that henceforward, any civil servant who shall with¬ 
draw his application for furlough after the same has been granted shall be con- 
sideied to have employed one year of the term allowed for that indulgence; 
unless the Government, on any case submitted to it, shall be 8uti.sfied that 
strong and snlficieut reasons, which could not be fo-'seen when the application 
fur lurlough was made, have prevented its being cairied into effect.

The following extract from a resolulion tlie lioii’ble the president in council 
under dale 20th March, 1839, corutimnicated tu the Bengal goveriinnetn is 
published for general information.

The other Officers named lu the list as drawing nioie than 3Q,OUO are 
old incumbents, viz. Messrs. Cracroft, Lee Warner, and J. D’Oyly ; and those 
who have received the higher rate of 36,000 before the IGlh November 1S30, 
vis. Messrs. B. Barlow and H. Moore. 

Otb. Of the civil and session judges (in Number 23) the following draw 
allowances less than 30,900; Messrs. Smelt, Russell, Biscoe, Goiildsbury, Gough, 
Cathcart, Golding, Deedes and Dunbar. The salary of all these officers being 
28,000, they are each les'pectively entitled to an increase of 2,000 per annum, 
provided that a deduction equivalent to furnisii such an addition be immediate¬ 
ly available, and if the deduction afford only a partial iriciease, the amount %

8(h. Thus there are ten officers entitled to receive in the whole 20,000 
rupees from the 20th February, but from that date till the departure of Mr. 
Craetoft, the amount available being only 15,000, they wilt each respectively 
receive only three fourths of the augmentation allotted to them until the date, 
when Mr. Cracroft’s salary fell in, and from that date the entire increase,-—The 
additional judges performing only civil duties, will continue to draw, as before 
ordered, only 26,000. 

9th. In the statement laid before the president in council the next officers 
named are separate insgis'rates. Of these the chief magistrate of Calcutta, and 
magistrate of 24-pergunnahs are special officers, the allowances of which have 
been sanctioned by the hun’ble court. The remainder, twelve in number, liave 
been appointed under an arrangement not bef'oie the court at the time of issuing 
their ot'ders. The appointments having been substituted for those uf joint 
(Magistrate and deputy collector. 

10th. The despatch of the hon’ble court contains no orders specidcally re¬ 
ferring to these officers, but his honor in council is of opinion that the principle 
of the orders will apply, and therefore that the office of magistrate must be es¬ 
tablished with an equal salary, the duties performed and the powers exercised 
being all of the same description. 

11th. Of the twelve magistrates appointed in Bengal three are drawing 
lli,0d0 its. pel annuuwwnd the remainder 12,06:>. The right honorable the go¬ 
vernor general has proposed to fix the equal salary of 15,006 per annum for this 
class of officers, in which case Messrs. Oii.'.low, Gilmore, and Elliott would ioite 
8^000 per annum, and the remaining nine would obtain a corresponding increase. 
This would involve a net cha ge of 18,000 per annum, to meet which there is no 
deduction available from the salaries of officers of the same class, and as these 
officers were not embraced in the previous orders of the honorable court, and 
there has been no special salary assigned to this class of offiuers which was inten¬ 
tionally dlst ibuied unequally upon the pnnciple of keeping the total the same, 
it'canuot be assumed that there are vacancies of the highpr grade.

Table Court's letter above mentioned. 

Mr. A. B never having proeeederl to England on Furlough rompletecl Ids pe¬ 
riod of2'2 year’s residence in Ind a in Nov. 1886. At the end of 1837 lie ai>plied for 
eiie olthe annuities available in 1837 38 on the faVorahre terms of v aloe, and w»|s 
told in reply that the dale of intimation of Ilia appoiiitmei t as a writer ‘no hem^ 
traceable on’the records of government, the period of hix twenty-five years' servii'O 
luiisl he held to cuilimence finm tlie date of his cevenatit, i ia. '.*4th Aiarrh i8i3.’ 

Ill consequence of tlds construction of the innQ'ieers, whieii was snhseqiiently 
upheld hy the government o/ Bengal, Mr. A. B- was debaried from taking annnity 
before the 24th Marrli I84.‘>, by whirh period the av ailalile aiimd'ies of the season 
had been taken up (one of them hy Air p. (3. wtio roiiiph led his 22 year.s' artnal 
residence on the 24(h Mamh l83H ntily) and Mr. A, B. was ronscquently deprived 
of an advantage to which lie conceived he was justly entitled. 

Mr. A. B. urged that the* circumstanee of the intimalion of Ida appointment 
' not heine fracenhle in the records of the Bengal govertiment,’ was a matter which - 
was entirely beyOnd his nWn control, and further that it was obvious hn mast hayo < 
been appointed to the H Co.’s servire at a period coinridiiig with, if not an.

Mr. A B. coini>elled by i I lienitli and other cirriimstances to embark for Eng¬ 
land on rnrlongh, sod bad no chance of obtaining an anonity ol (he season of 
lK38 9,tUe theq aopposed last year of the annuity on the favonrahle terms of 
quarter pieinimii sanviioned by the linnorahle roiirt, by le-ispn of (he large niimhera 
of civil servants at the bend of the list, who it wgs understood bad resolved to 
avail themselves of the sit antiiiities of that season. Mr A 6, therefore iiniyerl 
that the court would ascertain 'ram (lieir records the actual date of bis appoint¬ 
ment to their service ^ and (not permitting him to s'tflbr so set tons a loss aW wou'd ' 
tve entailed by his being eoihpelled to pay rs 50,6d0 lo S' cnre tlip (tame ndvautages, 
w jiicii Imt for a contingenry entirely bgyond his own control^ wonid hnve|heen ids for

HlSCRbLANEOCS CONNECTED WITH LEAVE, &C. RBIOINING, &0. 

Any civil officer who may be absent from his station without leave, shall be 
considered to have forfeited the whole allowances of the office to which he stands 
appioinled for the period of his unauthorised absence, unless the penally be ex¬ 
pressly remitted by government; and any officer exceeding hia leave shall be 
held by the Civil Auditor to be absent without permission for the time of aucfa 
excess. 

Any officer leaving the limiis of his juriadiction, whether with or withont the 
orders of government, shall be bound to report the circumstance to the Civil 
Auditor. 

Any officer who may be removed from one station to another, shall in like 
manner report to the civil auditor the dates on which he may make over and 
receive charge; and the Civil Auditor is restricted from passing the hill of any 
officer appointed to a new office for the allowances belonging to snch office (with¬ 
ont the special orders of government) until he shall have received report of his 
having taken charge thereof. 

Leavg of ah.>ence, when solicited for the purpose of visiting any place on the 
continent of India, shall not be granted for a longer period than 6 months, hot 
which will of coarse be extended at the discretion of government on due and suf¬ 
ficient cause being shewn. 

AMny officer desiring to visit the presidency with the intention of making a 
voyage to sea for the benefit of his health or otherwise, shall be required dis¬ 
tinctly to specify in his applicatiou the period of leave necessary for the first 
purpose, at the expiration of which, renewed leave shaii be given for periods not 
exceeding one month, until he finally avails hihiseif of the further periaission ^ 
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S uit the presideAfiFf on which oocaatoo the tesael in wliich he emharki moat be 
uljf repotted. 

Any officer wriving et the presideary whether from the interior of ttie conntry 
or from ebroad, ahali report his arrival to the secretary to government in the 
department to which he belongs, aa well as to the authority to which he may be 
immediately sohjeet, if holding any office snbordinale to any other. 

Any officer returning to the presidency after having made a sea voyage, for the 
recovery of his health or otherwise, aliall^ unless the contrary ia especially sanc¬ 
tioned hy government, be require to rejoin his station within the time that may be 
prescribed for travelliug to the station to which be standc appointed.

The right honorable the governor general of Tndi.i in council ia pleased to 
order the fdlowing resolutions to be published for general inforiuation : 

Resolved.— That, for the conduct of the departments of accountant under 
the goveinmeut of Agra, there he established an accountant’s office at Allahabad.* 
with which shall he comhiiied the duties of the present Superintendent or super¬ 
intendent of resources in the Noith Western Provinces, and all the details at 
preaent condncted for those provinces by the acronutuutin the revenue and judicial 
departiuents, aud in the departments of customs at the piesidenoy. 

That the officer placed at the head of this office be denominated the accoun¬ 
tant of the Agra presidency, and allowed a salary of .5,000 Rupees per mensem; 
that there be attached to the office a Deputy on a salary of i,.‘j00 Rupees per men¬ 
sem ; the nomination and appoititinent to both offices to be in the governor-f' 
of Agra. 

That the office of Saperiolendent of Resources in the North Western Pro¬ 
vinces be abolished, and the recocds and accounts with the establishment now 
eBtertained therein, be transferred to the acconatant’s office at Allahabad. 

That the Deputy Accountants be also civil andltor for the Agra presidency, 
aod that all charges in the revenue, jndicinl and custom's departments, and the 
charges of all other officers subject to the orders and authority of the governor 
of Agra, be submitted to the audit of (he deputy accoantant and auditor at Alla¬ 
habad ; the disbursements of political officers, chaplains and others not 3 ret trans¬ 
ferred to the control of the governor of Agra, will be audited, as theretofore, at 
the Bengal presidency. 

That the aceonats of all officers of the presidency of Agra be adjnsted and 
Riade np in tbe office of the necoontaut at Allahabad, in like manner as the ac- 
eo|M|Btf of the Madras and Bombay governments are adjasted at those |>retpdeacie8 
resfMcBvely. The transactions or Agra with (he Bengal presidency will all pass 
thrcegb the tffiices of the respective sccouutants at (be seats of government.

That the following arrangement of duties and modjBratinn in other respects ()« 
made of (he offices of Account at the Presidency of Fort William so as to admit 
of (he abolition of one substantial appointment in diminution of the expense attend¬ 
ing the above arrangements. 

That the Acooantnnt General conduct in person the duties of Military Accountant, 
and the Deo'ity Accountant General be Acoountsnt in the Secret, Political, 
Legislative, JiidicinI, Revenue, General, Finaocial, Commercial, Foreign, Customs, 
Salt, Opium, and Marine Departments. 

That the Civil Auditors’ office at the Presideocv continue on its present footing ; 
and that it will be the doty of this officer to audit the civil charges of all Depart¬ 
ments, and of all officers subject to the Government of Bengal.

BBSOnUTIONS REbATlKO TO CHIN. SERVANTS. 

Our Governor General of India in Council* 

Para. 1. In reference to onr Despatch dated the 27th of December, 1833, No. 75, 
regarding the Cl'ina Servants who may n«'C‘'pt the offer of transfer to the civil 
establishment of India, we think it right to t>tate that it is not our intention to re- 

a uire from these servants as the condition of their remaining in the civil service, 
lat they should pass the Examination in Nati\e Languages which is required 
from Writers. 

2. W« have no doubt that the Oentlemen to whom we refer will use their 
exertions, and in mony cases those specially of the juniors, successfully, to qualify 
bemsclves to hold any office under your Government, but there are some offices of 
mportance in which a knowledge of the languages is not indUpensable. 

London, let May, 1834. 

Resolved, that having taken into ronsidpration (he situation in which the 
Members of the China Factory will be placed hy the discontinuance of the com¬ 
pany’s trade, the following arrangement be adopted subject to the confirmation of 
the Board ot Commissioners for the affairs of India, viz. 

Thatin viitue of the authority given by Section I13th of the Act of the 3d

XXXVII. And be it further enacted, that the departure from India of any 
Governor General, Governor, Councillor, or Commander-in chiefs with intent to 
return to Europe, shall be deemed in law a resignation and avoidance of bis 
office or employment I and that the arrival in any part of Europe of any sach 
governor general, governor, conocillor or commander in chief, shall be a suffi¬ 
cient indication of sneh intent ; and that no act or declaration of any governor 
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general, irovernor. ooutioillor, commandeMn-ubifif, during his o<<ntiDuanoe in the 
presidency whereof be was governor general, governor, councillor, or commander- 
in chief, except i>y some deed or instrument in wtiting under bis band and seal,

place, or employments, shall exceed tiiiee thousand pounds per annum, (he same 
shall not be granted to or conferred upon any of the said servants who sliall not 
have been actually resident in India in the said service for (be space of nine years 
at the least in the whole, antecedent to such vncnncy ; and if the salaiy, per- 
quisites, and emoluments of any office, place or employ ments, shall exceed three 
thousand pounds per anonin, the same shall not he granted to or conferred upon 
any of the said servants who shall not iiave been actually resident in India in the 
suit! company’s service for the space of nine years at the least .in the whole ; uiid 
if tbe salary, perquisites, and emoluments of any office, place, or employment shall 
exceed four thousand pounds per anniun, the same shall not be granted to or con¬ 
ferred upon any of the said servants, who shall not have been actually resident in 
India in the company’s service for the spare of twelve years ut the least id (he 
whole, antecedent to such vacancy ; and tlint all appointments, advancements and 
promotions which shall be made for supply iug any such vacancies, other than as 
aforesaid, shall be null and void. 


INDENTS FOB CIVIL SEHVANTS. 

The government of India are obliged before the Sflth April of each year to 
setrd an indent of the pi obahle number of the civilians (hat will be required in the 
third year from that in which the indent is prepared —in all the presidencies. To 
do this properlf the secretary prepares a note nod statements exhibiting, 1, a 
d^ialod Hat of the civil servants of fbe presidencies, 3, an abstract statement of 
3, tiw.resnlts’compared with former years, 4, the propoitioii of junior to 
st'BrofS,I^the proportion of substantive appointments to acting, 6, a prospective 
reviow # ^liflHmstatices tliat might affifct the demand for juniors. 'The indeuts 
for the years have generally been,—For Uengal and Agra, 25, for Madras, 
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PniVATB TRADINQ. 

Mfiinberg of the Civil and Military gervicpa may become shareholdera in the 
Universal Aasnrance Company, bnt it is not allowed that occupations of a ntivate 
institntion shonid interfere with the claims of the public service to the annivided 
attention of the company’s servants, and they are 'positively interdicted' from 
taking any part in the management of U. A. Co. n, or any other similar company. 


EXCEPTIONS. 

The above interdict does not apply to the Asiatic, the Agricnltural, or other 
such Societies, which cannot be in any way looked upon as trading etabiUh- 
nients. 


BALE OP PROPERTY TO NATIVES. 

19M September, 1837. 

Civil Servants are allowed to sell private property to natives reporting the 
actual cost of the property to be sold to them, the name of the purchaser, his 
situation, and the price of the purchase money. 

SALE OP PROPERTY TO NATIVE PRINCES. 

3lsf October, 1821. 

RESOLUTION. 


Circnraslances having recently come to the knowledge of Government which 
suggest the expediency of nreventing sales of valuable property, from being made 
by the Civil and Military Ofticers of the honorable company’s service to foreign 
princes and chiefs, or to natives of rank or opulence residing under the protec¬ 
tion of the British Ooveniinent, without dne intimation to Government through 
the principal local antli orities, of ilie purposed sale and transfer of such property 
and the consideration to be received for it. His Excellency the Governor (iene- 
ral Id council is pleased to prohibit in future all sales, purchases, and transfer, 
between the Civil and Military servants of Government on the one hand, and 
natives of the desciiption above noticed on the other, of grounds, liouses, boats, 
equipages, horses, elephants, (ilate, furniture, and generally, every description of 
private properly exceeding the value of five thousand (5,000) Rnpees, without 
the sanction of Government being previonsly obtained, under siirb penalties as 
the circunistanoeaof each particular oaae of disobedience to these orders may 
demand. 

The Governor General in (’onncil takes this opportunity of adverting to the 
Resolution passed in the Political Depaitnient under date the 17lh September 
1831, and published in General Orders of (he I8tli of the same month, cautioning 
alt Civil and Military Othceis of Government against carrying on any communi¬ 
cations with unlive princes and chiefs, or their vvakeela, except through the chan* 
nel of the Political Authorities. 

CHARGES OP CORRUPTION. 

Charges of corrnption against civil servants are nstinlly invcstignted in the 
pre8i*ni’e of the accuser nnd accnsed, by Special Commissioners under the snb- 
Jiiined Regulation VIII of 1817, and a ropy of the resolution ordering tJie 
investigation has been generally furnished to the accused.

BORROWINa, LENDING. 

By Regulation XXXVlIf. of 1/93, covenanted servants of the company 
employed in the administration of justice, or (he coliecli m of the Heveniie, ore 
prohibited lending money to proprietors or faimers of land, dependent talookdars 
under farmers, or ryots, or their sureties. 


By Revenue C. 0. of June 4, 18i2, it is ruled that there is nothing more to 
be depierated, than thnt the officers charged with the civil administration of the 
country should be under pecuniary oblications to zemindars, or other bofdeis, 
or farmers of land, in the districts under their authority; (he ohjertioii applies 
still more directly to stir.li loans received finni the Guardians of Wards, or (he 
managers of their estates. 

Id this respect the practice of borrowing money is iikely to prove much 
more hurtful to the public service, and injui ions to the good names of the officers 
of Government, than that of the lending, against which the Rule of Regulation 
XXXVin. 1793, is directed. 

The Revenue C. O of May 23, 1823, requires (hat no public servant shall 
employ, or appoint, or continue in office, any lelative to whom, or to whose re¬ 
lative or dependant, he is, eKher directly or inditectly. indebted, wilhoiit incur¬ 
ring, whenever the circnmstauces may be made known to his superiors, (lie most 
serious responsibility. 

BALES TO NATIVES. 

The Conrtof Directors having declared they will consider every officer high- 
ly culpable in being habitually ciuicerned in Sales of ‘horses, cattle, &c. with 
zemindars who might be suitors in their Courts,’ in as much as they infringe an 
expres&ed Regulation, and violate a solemn engagement. 

RESOLUTION REGARDING NUZZUKS AND SUPPLEMENTAL ORDERS TO 
OFFICERS OP THE SEVERAL DEPARTMENT. 

Fori William, the ^d June, 18j!9. 

The right hon’hle the governor general in council having resolved to abolish 
the onslom which prevails generally throughout the province subject to this 
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prfuiflencf, of nntivpfi prenetitinK Naszurs in monpy, and trays of finit, and otti(>r 
articles, on the occasion of their paying official or complimentary visits topnh* 
lie Functionaries in the service of the honorable company, it is hereby notified 
for the |enrral information of all public officers onder this presidency, that the 
eoslom tn question is strictly prohibited from the date of the pnhiioatien of this 
notice, and that it is the espectalion of government tltat all public Fondionnries 
will adopt every measnre within their power to make this prohibitoii generally 
knoviD, and obeyed, by all natives of whatever ranker degree with whom they 
have official or private intercourse. 

fu direction the abolition of the custom above referred to the governor gene¬ 
ral in council deems it due to the servants of the hon’ble company generally, 
to declare that the messnfe has not been adopted hy government on the ground 
that it has been perverted to improper purposes by any public officer under 
governnienf, bnt fioin the conviction that it subjects natives to lueless, and fre¬ 
quently Te.xatioa.s expence, and to extortion on the part of menial servants and 
departments. His Lordship in Council is indeed fully presnaded that (he aboiilion 
of a practice open to such serious ohigptioos will be viewed with satisfaction 
by every officer in the hon’ble company’s service. 

In cironlating this resuluiion to political officers it was stated that the pro- 
lubilion relative to the acceptance of nuzzers and presents of frnit, &;c, was 
intended to apply to the cases of individuals who are subjects or dependents uf 
the British government, snd consequentlj^ under (heir control, and not to native 
princes and others to whom we have no right to issue s prohibitory order, for with 
regard to complementary presents of fruit from native princes, and others not 
snbject to onr authority the refusal might he offensive to their feelings, as contrary 
to established usage, but in as modi as the practice can be discouragetl without 
giving umbrage, (be political officer were not to fail to act in the spirit of the 
resolution above quoted. _ 

The resolution was circulated to all Revenue nnd Judicial officers and to the 
Army with a mere intimatioo, that it was for their information and guidance. 


ORROWINO ARTICLES PROM KATIVBS OR OTHER PRIVATE INDIVI¬ 
DUALS PROHIBITED. 

Extract of a General Letter from the Honorable the Court of Directors, 
dated the Vith Nov. and^d December, 1833. 

Para It vvas found that Mr. A. B. officiating commissioner of circuit 
had applied to a Zemindar for the gratuitous use of his bndgerow which was to 
save him an cipeuse of some hundred rupees. We entirely concur in the cen^uie 
with yon passed upon his conduct. Mr. A. B. we observe, made (he following 
assertion: ‘Borrowing boats and elephants is a ciicninstsuce of daily occui- 
rence, and I may with safety assert 1 believe that there is not an oifirer in the 
service who has not done so.’ If this represt-nlation be iu any degree »dl 
founded, we desire that a practice which is not creditable to persons in public 
authoiity, and is in violation of the rules of unr service, may he eireciiially 
put down. 

On this it was ordered that tlie above should be circiilafed to (he several com¬ 
missioners for their inforiuatiOD and for that of the officers subordioate to (hem.

inga of such a court have been either remaikably well, or remakably ill, con* 
ducted, it shall be his duty to make a note thereof of the consideration of t^he 
court, collectively, at their Pnglish silting. The court, will determine in what 
manner these notes may best be made available in the preparation of fbeir annual 
report, for the expression of their collective opinion on the quality of the bneinesa 
performed in every Zillah Judge, 
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The conrt of SuHder Dewanny Adawlul w hereby required to make a Speci¬ 
al Report on the aobjeot of any Zillali. in which they may be of opinion (hat the 
atate of civil boeineee is aorh n« to make it desirable for the sake of the public 
iot rests, that measures should bo immediately taken to remedy the civil. In 
oases of less impoitsnce, it shall he the duty of the conrt to_ notice In their 
annual Repoit any serious defect which they may believe to exist in the adtuiois- 
tratioD of civil justice in any district under their Jurisdiction.

es^ntial part of their duty to make themselves acquainted with the manner in 
which their subordinate officers perform their duties; and that they themselves 
Will be held respoDSihle for any mischievous consequences that may result from 
aqy IneRiciency, bad habits, or seiions errors of conduct of tiinse under them,

retention OP POLITICAL PRESENTS BY MILITARY OPFIOBRS. 

On a claim to retain the presents received from the Lahore Durbar by the 
party who accompanied Rnnjeet Sing’s ashes to Hiirdwar, it was observed that 
it was contrary to military usage and the established rules for officers and soldiers 
iu the service of governiiient to receive presents of such a nature. 

EHELUT to politico-medical OPPIOBRS. 

All Medical officers employed under orders of the political department for 
some weeki in attendance on the late Maharajah Rnnjeet bing, was presented OE 
his departure from Lahore by that court with a Khelut and a cash Zealut. 
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Tbp (^iiphUod having Arineti as to whether under the f'eneral prohibition egeinDt 
the retention of such public otiicers they could be kept in this instanre, the gover* 
nor General decided that both the Khelut and the amount balance of rash that 
had been tendered as a Zenrnt might be retained by the medical officer in quea> 
tino, not a political present, but as a' fee for medical attendance ; as the chances 
were that had he been at his own station he would have been gaining fees to the 
same amount for family medical attendance. 

OBFITTATION ALLOWANCE. 

An assistant at the political Residency of Indore drew a bill for deputation 
allowance for settling disputed boundary chums of Holkar, Scindia, and the 
^uwar estates. 

This hill was reiorned'by the civil auditor on the ground that the claim was 
not founded on the requisite autliority of goveriiiiient fui the charge. 

The bill was passed, but (lie government remarked that officers on depii. 
tation were entitled to estra allowance, only when such deputation had the 
sanction of government. 


2d assistant INDORE. 

The 2d assistant to the resident at Indore having claimed his military pay 
and allowances in addition to the ealarv of bis civil appointment, such claini 
was declared inadmissible, in consequence, of tlie rule esinniished under the or¬ 
ders of the hon’ble court prohibiting the same, and it wos ruled that he could 
draw only the salary of 2d assistant, viz. a consolidated one of Rs. 10-15-6. |-th 
chargeble to the opium; and ^ to the political department, after deduction of 
military allowances. * 

TBNTAOE ON POLITICAL DEPOTATION. 

On a claim of Capt. A. B. to cnnipensation for loss in tents sustained by him 
when deputed with the ashes of Maharaja Riinjeet Sing to Hurdwnr, it was oh- 
sened (hat as Capt. A. B. enjoyed an allowance for tentage under the regula¬ 
tion of government, his application for re-imbursement on account of wear and 
tear of tents could not be admitted. 

His extra caniage expenses were however passed to Captain A. B. 

OPFICB RENT. 

The O. P. A. at '■ " ■■■ — having solicited the sanction of government to a 
charge of 80 Rs. as office rent for conducting the duties of the agency at A. B. 
during the unhealthy season at C. D. it was observed in reply that government 
allowed Captain - — to take up his residence at a distance from the 

Conrt to which be was accredited for reasons of a personal nature, vie. the great 
personal risk of a residence at the unhealthy station of C. D, during certain parts 
of the year Withont his being subjected to any dimioiitioo of allowances; and 
that (h« government must not be charged with e.vtra expenses on account of ofSce

An officer obtaining a commission'in any corps of cavalry or infantry 
of the line, or fencible corps, is, to be charged with the fees thereof by the regi¬ 
mental or district Paymaster, or by the Agent, Bccordintrly as he shall com¬ 
mence receiving the pay of his new appolntmeut from the one or the other.

STOPENTS AT THE SENIOR DEPARTMENT OP THE ROYAL 

MILITARY COLLEGE. 

I. A candidate for admleeion to the senior department of the college mast 
be a commissioned officer in the army, and mast have computed tile twenty- 
fit tt year of their age; he must have actually served as a commissioned qfficer 
with his regiment for three years abro d, or four years at home, unless he 
shonid have been reduced to half pay be'ora the completion of such period, 
when his claim will be considered. 

9. Bis applieation is to be addressed to the governor of the college, and 
be supported by satisfactory testimonials es to character and conduct; as like¬ 
wise of hia being well groanded in duties of the partlculsr branch of ser¬ 
vice to which he belongs- 

3. These testimonials must be from the officer commanding the regiment 
in which he ie serving, or, if on haINpay from au officer of ranU in the ee|^ice, 

4 . It is rccominended that every officer prevlonaly to his admission 
shoold make himself master of the elements of plain geometry ; his thorough 
acquaintance with common arithmetic, Is, of course, presumed and excepted. 

Alt the students witi have the frre use, under such regulations as the Oo- 
varnor may deem necessary, of the books, maps end plans in the college library. 

6. The time allowed for the course of education at the senior department 
is two years from the date of the admission of each officer, unless he has been 
educated at the junior department, in which ease the period allowed is one 
year and a half. 

6. At the close of every half-year of residenca the student’s required to 
undergo an examination in progressive propottions of iheconrse of instruction; 
when, if he be found not to have make the advancement required in the six 
months, he will be recommended to join his rrgiment without waiting for the 
period allowed for the completion of the course. 

7. Officers performing the required course of studies, are, st the close of 
their residence, presented with certificates of their queliflcatinns from the 
oommissfoners of the college according to the degree of proficiency and taUnt 
evineed at the public examination. 

8. The number of students in the senior department Is at present limited 

to fifteen. ^ 

9. Each student pays into the fauds of the college such tom annually as 
has been previoasly determined by the Board of Commissioners. 

10. The annpal subscription at present is thirty guineas. 

II. Every officer, on becoming a student, is required to subscribe two 
gulneu to the College Library Fund. 

19. Quarters are provided for the officers of the senior depsrtment, at 
the college. And forage money for one horse (nnder the authority at the col- 
kgiaie Board) is allowed to such as have made sufficient progress in their stu¬ 
dies to qualify them for sketching in the field, 

13. Every officer stodylRg at the senior department is required to wear 
hil uniform with the same strictness as if on duty with his regiment. 

14* * In case any officer belonging to the senior department conducts him- 
, self In eoqh sttUMr ai may appear to be at ail detrimental to the instilation, 
^pr^dldlng out aW example to the young gentlemen of the junior depart- 
either by want of application or ib other respecta, a report upon his 
trill he transmitted by the Governor to the Adjutant Gencfai, with a 
heiug itfithdVawn from the iostltatioo.

SETTLERS IN THE COLONIES. 


.No, 4S6| Gbnbrai. Orsbrs,— Hone Guards, %ith August, 1827. 

His Majesty being desirous of holding ont further enconragements to offi¬ 
cers on balf*pay, to become settlers in New South Vi^les and Van Dieman’s- 
Land, has been pleased, in reference to the General Orders of the 8th June, 
1826, and 19tb May 1827, to command that the following additional induce¬ 
ments shall be promulgated to the army, for the information of those offleera 
who may be disposed to avail themselves of the bc..efit of this arrangement. 

All officers on half-pay, who purchased and were reduced, whatever may 
have been the period of their service, or officers on half*pay who did not pur¬ 
chase, but who, after having served twenty years, half of which on full pay, 
have been reduced, or have retired to half-pay on account of wounds or im¬ 
paired health, shall be exempted from that part of the regulation contained 
in the General Order of the 8th June, 1826, which requires the officer to re¬ 
linquish one-third of the value of his commission to the Crown, and ahalt be 
allowed to receive the full value of such commission, in thwaame manner ae 
officers on full pay, who having purchased the commissions, or having aerved 
twenty years, are desirous of selling out (or the earoe objeot... 

His Majesty has further been pleased That this advantaga 

shall be extended to officers of alj ca^JiMi^^'^Seiher on full pay, or retired fall 
pay or half- pay, but Utter classea all sales eball' be subjected 

to the cooditIUUs aiitTrestrictionB established by the General Order of the 2d 
May, 1825, notwithstanding that a large portion of the offloeca on half^pny 
would be excluded thereby from sale, and in order that the government may 
have full security or the appropriation of the sums produced by the sale bf 
commissions to the intended purpose, it is His Majesty’s command that the 
agent to whom the purchase money be paid, ahall be instructed to retain in 
his hands one-third of theamountdn each erse, to be paid to the officers who 
propose to emigrate, and who shall have obtained permisaion to dispose of 
his commission, or bis half-pay, with that view, upon his producing to the 
agent a certificate, aigned by the master of the vessel, that he baa engaged 
his passage on board such vessel for the purpose of proceeding direct to the 
colony.

lOlh,—As a general rule, the pension shall be granted according to regimen* 
tal ranks } but in cases in which officers with Brevet rank shall have been, 
employed at the time they where wounded, in discharge of duties superior to 
those attached to their regimental commissions tbe pension shall be given 
according to the Brevet rank. 

11th,—Those pensions being granted as a compensation for the permanent 
disability sosiained by wounds received in action, may be held together 
with any other pay and allowance to which in officer may be intiiled, without 
any deduction on account thereof.

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ORDER AGAINST DRAWING BAYONETS. 

General Order f Hone GuardSfX^th June f 1S35, JHo, 520. 

Some eases having lately occurred, In which soldiers have drawn their 
bayonets upon each other, end aleo upon other persons who happened to 
come in contact with them, whilst quarrelling in the streets and in public 
houses. The General-connmandin£>in-chief desires, that the soldiers of the 
army may be reminded, that they We armed for the protrctioo of their King end 
country, and for the support and execution of the laws, when lawfully called 
Out for these purposes ; that they wear their aide arms as an honourable 
distiuction of the profession to which they belong ; that they are not to use 
them in private broils, or^ even for their own personal defence upon such 
occasions; snd that it is the duty of the soldiers to avoid resorting to places 
, in which such broils are likely to take place, more particularly when dressed 
as soldiers with their side arms. 

» 

The Qeneral-commanding-in-chief is determined to put an effectual stop 
to so dangerous and disgraceful an offence, by the punishment and degrsda> 
lion of eyery soldier who shall hereafter be convicted of it. 

, To this end Lord Hild desires, that the commanding officer of regimen¬ 
tal depots, will bring into summary trial, for onsoldier.like and disgraceful 
eonduci,every man who shall be reported to have drawn, or attempted to 
draw, his bayonet for the purpose of using it against another person in any 
esse of dispute, affray, or interference. 

His Lordship farther desires, that every soldier convicted before a court- 
martial of having used, or attempted to use, his side arms, in any of the cases 
herein contemplated, may, in adition to the punishment awarded by the court, 
be degraded on the public parade, in front of the regiment or depot to which 
he belongs, by being there striped of his bayonet, and-bayonet belt, and 
proclaimed by the commanding officer as a man unworthy to be entrusted 
with the care of his bayonet, except in the ranks, under the view and 
command of bis officer. 

In all such eases, the offender shall be stripped of his side arms by the 
pioneers, in order to enhance his degradation. He who is thus Hegraded 
Sbail not be suffered to wear his bayonet or bayonet belt except qpon duty, 
for one year from that dale of his degradation ; during which time he shall 
be denied every indulgence to which the good soldier is entitled, and shall 
march to church, in the ranks, with side/anns. His name sbail, moreover, 
be posted upon some conspicuous plaoe in the barrack room of the com¬ 
pany to which lie belongs, on the barrack ga^e, and on doors of the guard 
bOBSe, and, canteen. 

The General Commanding ln-chief feels confident, that these measures 
irttlf'VUh the xialous co-operation of all classes of officers and the vigtiance of 
tjHi .|f.qb.COmmia8ioned ofiicers, soon rescue the army from the stigma which a 
, ^ individuals would aitsoh to it, by iresorting to a base and 

Mtpedient, heretofore unknown amongst British soldiers.

The rommander-in-^'hief takes this occasion to call the attention of the 
commanding Officers of regiments, to the views which led him to Hsne the 
order under consideration. His olqcct was to be enabled to place in the ivio 
situations, which, in a native corps he considers to he so important, the Olficets 
in each regiment who ate Ieally the best calculated to fill them advantageously, 
and at the same time the most deserving, from their application to their duties, 
and from their acquirements. 

In making the arrangement, he puts aside every idea of patronage and 
personal favor. 

Having done so, he expects that tlie commanding officers of regiments 
win do the same, and that no such feelings shall have sway in their minds, or 
lead to their recommendations. 

If on any occasion he discoveis that such has been the case, or that any 
under means have been used to obtain a selection for either of these appoiut- 
menta, the officer guilty of the same will meet His Excellency’s decided repio- 
bation and discountenance. 

The Brigadier commanding the corps of arilllcry has represented, that the 
aforesaid order does not woik as well in the artillery, as in the regiments of 
the line, owing to ‘ the frequent change of subalterns from one battdlion to 
another,’ and the unequal * distribution of officers, which the exigencies of the 
service require.’ 

The order, therefore, as fares it respects the artillery, is to be modified af 
Ibilnwa, vix. ‘ The officer commanding a brigade of horse or battalion of fevot 
artillerjf* on a vacancy, will send in the names of three officers of the corps under

2 . I am further directed to inform you that the following lliilea with res« 
peel to the draught of water at which Ships may be moved, have been fb force 
eiiiec the 6th June 1646 ,and continue to be so :— 

1st. Inward or outward without stoain, at any draught not exoredlng 
20 feet. 

‘2d. Inward or outward witli steam, at any draught not exceeding 
22 feet. 

3 d. Tlio ofiieors of the pilot service will, as usual, fake elmreo of 
inward bound ships uf any draught at the pilot station, but they are strictly 
prohibited from bringing any vessel of more than 22 feet diaught, higher 
tlian Kedgeree, nr tuning her frum town if above that draught, without 
bjiecial pei mission of the Master Attendent. 

4 th. A pilot must not move a sliip between Calcutta and Kedgeree, 
either outward or invvard-bound, witliout tlia aid of stuain, if she is dravving 
more than ‘20 feet, unle;»s in the absence of a steamer it becomes necessary 
to change iier anchorage for safety. 

5 th. All oulward-b mud ship may be moved by her pilot from Kedgeree 
to Saugor, with or w'thont steam, st his discretion, provided she does not 
draw more tlian 22 but the vessel must not be moved at ell witiiin the 
limits mentiou'd if her draught is beyond 22 feet, without special permisaion 
of the iMa.‘iter Atten laut.

Government havlnjr bp<*n pleaoed, at the recommenflnHo'n of the late 
Marini Dourrl, to remove the inlerdict hitherto preventioij; vessels bcni; under 
way in tlie river nniler any cireuinstnnoes during ihe niy;iit, I nm ilireettd, 
with a view to prevent, as far as possilde, any aeeident arising from (he 
perrni<6ion now uiven in order Id farililete tire prngress of vessels passimt up 
and dona the river, to desire that joti will ha partieular in allending (o (he 
following directions, which the pitot is ordered strictly to require jour attention 
to, while jour vessel is between (’niciilta and Sangor.

Immediately on your arrival in Calcutta, j’ou are to report yourself 
personally at the Master Attendant’s nffice, and at your curliest convt nit nee to 
communicate to Itim in writing ilie name and residence ( f the jiartics to ‘vr.ofti 
the bills for pilotage, Stc., are to be presented for puynient. You me further re¬ 
quested prior to quilting your vessel, on arrival at (’ulcutm, to give, or to cunse 
your chief ofheer to give, the pilot a certificate of your actual registeicd ton¬ 
nage and of tho draught of water nt which your vessel lias been piloted, as also 
that she has or hasnat been accompanied by a rov l>oal, in order lliat the bills 
fdr pilotage and port dues may be correctly made out.

10 . Under tlie act No. XIV of 18 ;Jti, passed by tlie RIglit Hcn’ble (he 

Governor Genera) nf India in council in the Lcgi.slativc Diqtartniciit, oiidcr date 
»9tli May, 18311 , joii arenqnired immediately on the receipt of liiis letter to 
liia-rl under iticir proper heads in the uccompanjiiig priuted form of mniiirigt, 
all the particulars wliicli are specified llicitm, relative lo llic goods, wans, and 
rnarchaodize laden on boa-d tlie under 

your command ; and, after filling up the document, to return it, duly atte-ted 
under your signatnre, to the fiilot in chiirgc of your vessel, lo enable III. it ofiiccr 
to transmit the H»me to niy address by tlie (list duk tlnil may be dispatclied 
from Kedgeree alter the en trunce of tlie vessel into tin* river.

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Salt and Opium. In the event of there being a deficiency in the packages or 
goods enttTod in the manifest, you are liable under the said Act to a penalty 
not exceeding five hundred ru|)(>es (11s. 500) for every missing or deficient 
package of unknown value and for twice the amount of duty chargeable on 
goods deficient and unaccounted for, if capable of being assessed therewith. 

13. In the event of your vessel renuiining outside or below Kedgeree, 
you are required by the said Act to deliver the manifest, so duty filled up and 
attested to the pilot, immediately on the vessel being brought to anchor ; and 
if you should neglect to deliver the said manifesi for the space of twenty»four 
hours after the vessel shall ha\e anchored, you will be liable to a fine of one 
tliousand rupees (Us, 1,000.) 

14. I arn directed, with reference to the 15th Section of the Act No. 
XVII. of 18:37, to desire that you will deliver every letter and packet onboard 
your vessel, not specially entrusted for separate deliveijy’, to the d&k peon who 
may first board your vessel; and I am to add that by the next Section of the 
above act, you are liable to a penalty, not exceeding Kupees 1,000, for any 
wilful neglect in this particular, which penally will assuredly be levied—in¬ 
stances having occurred of commanders wilfnllw detaining their packets. 

15. You are to observe that llie collector of government custnma will, 
upon application being made to iiim, grant receipts for all goods which may be 
landed from your ship or vessel, and lodged in the Custom House ; and he will be 
responsible for delivering from the (’ustoin House all goods for which receipts 
shall have been grunted ; but should you, your r)fficers, or passengers, omit to 
take Bucli receipts upon y>iur noods being laivied and lodged as above-mentioned. 
you or they will nut he entitled to indemnificution for any of them thatmay ba 
lost ill passing through the Custom House.

Under the Orders of Government, in the General JJepartrneut, 

Dated oth Au/just 1835. 

Ist. As the harbour master is held responsible for the movements of all 
ships and vessels, to and from the stream, requiring his assistance, the Oiiicera 
of his department are not to be interlend wuh in the (xecution of such im¬ 
portant duty. After a ship or vessel is moored in a clear and safe berth in the 
stream, sh-'is not to be sliifted, unless for the purpose of hauling into dock, 
or to the honorable company’s mourings, and < xi ept in cases of emergency.

VesseJs engaging the H. Co.’s Moorings are liable to be removed from one 
Mooring to another at the fflscretion of the Master Attendant whenever he may 
eonsliier such a measure neces-ary either for the general convenience of the 
Port or the particular safety of any other Vessel, of course on sut-h occasion no 
charge will be made against the Vessel lemoved, 

. Seamen prohibited from carrying about them on shore knives or^ther 

offensive weapons. 

The practice of late adnpti'd by seamen of carrying a'out their persons, 
when on shore, sheathed knives, being dangerous to the lives of the Inhabitants 
of the city and in direct CoiUruvi ntion of the Calcutta Police Bye«Laws of 
1814, section 14, which attaches a penalty of 20 sicca rupi’es on eveiy person 
of low condition who may appear about, the town with ^‘swords, spears or other 
offensive weapons made in part or en<irely of ste' l,,iron or other metn],’* com¬ 
manders of vessels are r<qu<^8ted to warn s-am^ n h'’reof, and to use their utmost 
end avoura to prevent their crews from appearing on shore so armed, and thereby 
laensHng the penalty imposed by the section of the Rye-Laws above cited. 

Notices touching Port charges at Calcutta, for the iff ormation and guidance 
of Owners and Commanders of vessels* 

The Marine Board having lately, under the orders of Government, been 
engaged in revising the general regulations of the Marine Department, bearing 
on the shipping frequenting the port, request the (articular attention of owners, 
agents, and commanders of vessels, to the following arrangements in connection 
with the charges on aecount of pilotage, &c., framed with a view to the matual 
convenience of the Marine Department and the shipping interests. 

First—Commanders are requested, prior to quitting their vessels on arrival 
off Calcutta, to iili up and certify, or cause to be filled up and certified, a form 
of certificate shewing the actual registered tonnage; the draft of water; anit 
whether the vessel has or has not been tugged by steamer any part of the way, 
or has not had the use of a row-boat, which form will be furnished to the pilot, 
in order to the bills of the vessels being correctly made out. i 

Second-Commanders are further requested, as early after their arrival as 
possible, to notify, in writing, to the Master Attendant, the name and residence 
of ti« reference for the peyment ot the vessel’s bitis. 

Tl^ird—On the receipt by the Master Attendant of the above certificate and 
written reference for payment, a single bill will be prepa ed, including inward 
pilotage. Light-house duly, Moyapore magazine duty, end row-boat hire, (if 
any) wiiich, together with a certificate, will be forwarded to the Marine PAy 
Master for collection within fifteen days of the arrival of tlie vessel and having 
on tl thd name and residence of the party referred to for payment, which com- 
maitdlre Are requested to furnish to the Master Attendant in writing as early 
ailenJilheir Arrinai as practicable, that Officer nay more readily be enabled to 
this arrangement ail the charges connected with the vessel op to 
Calcutta, will be embodied in one bill instead of, as bliberto, 
id aeparate bills. 

the event of vessels docking, or being transported at tbe desire 
of .4^ enmmander, it is requested that a certificate, may be given by the com- 
matAfbtg (ii^er of the operation having been performed, in order to a accom- 
pai^ylhg the bill when presented for payment to the referee. 
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Fifth—Tbe praptSfe of Hiareinjr for hanlin? to the ehnin •moorhrss, for their 
iQonthtjr (lire, anil for IrjiilitiH from the moorings in senurate bills, is discoiitin> 
ued, ami tieiirefonvard one bill will he preiiared, ineiudlin; the (’barge for hatiU 
ing to the moorings, that lor occupying them, end that for hauling from theta ; 
and commanders are requested to give, or cause their coniinanding officers to 
give, to the Muster Attendant or the Mnrbour Master, a certificate of the date of 
hauling to and from the moorings, which certificate, as before, will accompany 
the bIM when presented (or payment The hire of the moorings will be charged 
for tile day on which ttie vessel is hauled tliereto, witinoit reterence to tlie peribd 
of the day ; and, in like innnner, no charge will be made for Ibe day on which 
she hauls from her moorings, liowever late in the day she may (]iiit them. The 
charges connected with the chain moorings will thus he ernhodied in one hill and 
be discharged in one payinent, instead of tliree or more, accordin g to tlie num« 
her of monilis llie vessel occupied tiie moorings. 

Sixth—Tile system of charging outward pilotage«an an estimated draught of 
water with an adiiitinn of ten |)er cent. suh|ect to udjnstinent utter the vrssel has 
sailed, and of ciiiirging a certuiii numlier of days for a row>hoHt subject to a liktt 
adjustment, is abolished ; und in future, the outward pilotage and ch>.rge tug 
row-hoHt hire on oiiuviiril bound vesst*!?, vvlll be made as folluws ; 

Wbeii the vessel is tinalh laden, tbe commander is to give notice thereof to 
the Master Attendant, when tiie draught of wateris to he ascertained and certified 
by the commander or commanding officer on the p’lrt of the vessid, and by iha, 
Harbour Muster on the part of government,—subject, in case of dispute, to th« 
decision of ihe Muster Attendant. On receipt of (he cerlificafe, (he Muster At« 
tendant will cause a hill to be made out for the regular amount of pilot'>ge, ami 
for the row boat liire according to an average rate with refere! ce to theaize of 
llie vessels and tiie season of the jear, fixed by a marine committee which lately 
sat at the Biinksliall, tiie m"iority’ of V'liicli was eomposed ol members of iioiisaa 
of agency and comipandera of aiiips. The hiti and certificate will be presented ill 
due course for payment. 

Seventh - As liowever it frequently happens tlist vessels are faking in car¬ 
go or fill'iig tlieir water up to tlie last day oi (lieir departute, or that from otheit 
causes (iie bills for the chain moorings and outward pilotage cannot be made out 
till the pvp of departure ; owners, ngents and comniunders are in such cases par- 
ticulary requested, with a view (o ilespatch, to cause an individuul to nttend at (lie 
Ilsriksliall und expedite the trnrisinission td tfie bill and certifli ate (o the hoard for 
registry, and to (lie pay office for collection ; nt eacli of wli cli rfficeis they may

Eiglitli — III tiie event of a vessel being tugged any part of the way down by 
steam, or noi liaving Ihe use of a rnw-hoa*, coinniHiiders are to obtain from the 
pilot, nt Kedgeree ucertificHte to that effect, which they should forward by dafc 
1 1 their ugeiiM. On receipt thereof agents are requested to roslie out a hill 
aguinst tlie llonorshle Company for the quarter deduction from the pilotage al¬ 
lowed. if tugged tiy steam, or for the row-liont tilre pniil, ns the case may lie, and 
to forward it, together with the certificate, to the Marine Board for audit and 
payment.

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RULES FOR clearing THE RIVER HOOGIILY OP WRECKS AND 

OTHER OBSTRUCTIONS. 

1 . In order to provide for clearing the bed of tlie river of ail anchors that 
have been lost in its channels and anchoring stations, and for the recovery and 
removal of every description of wreck depobited therein, it sliall he the duty of 
the master attendant to employ in the most eiiicient manner pwicticahlc, under 
the official superintendence of the Marine Board, the means placed by govern* 
ment at the disposal of that officer, for the pm pose specified. 

2 . All recovered anchors, grapnels, and wrecks of every descriptions, shall 
be landed as soon as may be practicable, in (he same state in ^^hich tliey are 
recovered. Articles belonging to the llun'ble Company, are to be deposited in 
Barikshall premises, and immediately after their bcin^ so deposited, a full and 
accurate description shall be taken of the articles for registry, specifying whether 
the articles are of a perishable nature or not; place nliore, and dale w)pn found; 
and such other information as may be at all caknliited to enable owners to iden¬ 
tify their property. A distinguishing tnaik is to be placed on titc anclior or 
other thing so recovered, with white paint, when itie aiticle will admit of it, the 
mark expressing the year in wliich it was recovered, and its number in the regis¬ 
ter of that year ; when tlie article will not admit of being maiked with paiut, it* 
is to be ill some otlier manner sufficiently identified, so as to connect it which 
its particular item in the leeistry. 

3 . The above inforimuion is to be regularly entered into hooks of registry 
to be kept for that pm pose at the Master Attend,mt’s Office, which books shall 
be always open for public inspection, during the hours bf business; a copy of 
this legistry shall be sent weekly, under the signature of the Master Attendant, 
to the Marine Board, who will cause a list of the recovered artich s, with all the 
necessary information, to be hung up in the Exchange llooms, for the informa¬ 
tion of tlie public. 

4 . .In the event of the right of property being proved to the satisfaction 
of the Master Attendant, or in case of dispute, to the satisfarliou of the Marine 
Board, such property shall be valued by Messrs. Mackenzie, Lyall and Co., oc 
the proprietors of the Exchange; subject to arbitration, if the value fixed by 
them should be objected to eitlier by the Master Attendant on the part of 
Government or by the owner. When the valuation shall have been fixed, the 
Master Attendant sltall make out a bill for salvage, rated according to the 
place of recovery; viz. ^th of the value of ai tides recovered above Fultabs 
40 per cent, on aiticles recovered between Fultah and Culpce; 50 per cent., 
on articles recovered between Cuipee and Saugor; and 65 pet cent, on articles 
recovered below Saugor, with interest on the amount of salvage, calculated 
from the date of recovery at the late of six per cent, per annum, the salvage 
to be calculated on the value fixed by Messrs. Mackenzie, Lyall and Co.it 
above directed. The hill is to be sent to the Marine Board for registry; iti sr 
then to be passed to the Marine Paymaster for collection, on the production 
of whose receipt to the Master Attendant, that officer will deliver up the anchor 
or wreck identified. 

5 . All perishable property shall, if unclaimed, be sold by public auction, 
by Messrs. Mackenzie, Lyall and Co. three months after its recovery; unless 
they, in conjunction with the Master Attendant, consider it for the interest of 
the owners that it should be sooner disposed of. In like manner, all non-perish* 
able property shall be sold, at quarterly public sales, twelve months after re- 
eobery. On receipt of the net proceeds, salvage, as directed in aiticle 4 th, 
shall be deducted therefrom, to the credit of the‘‘wreeft and anchor concern’*' 
and the balance be deposited in the general treasury for payment, without in* 
terest, to parties at any time subsequently establishing their right thereto. 

6 . In cases where ships may have parted from their anchors, or other 
property have been lost or wrecked, and information of the same is immediate*, 
]y communicated by the owners or commanders, to the Muster fAtteiidant, thR. 
requisite assistance U to be afforded without delay, and the anchors, &c. when 
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recovered, are to be delivered to the owners, on security given for payment, 
it the rate of three rupees per cwt. for anchors, or similar property; any 
other description of property so recovererl, is to be delivered, on payment of 
one-half the amount ot salvage, lefcrred to in 4 tli paragraph, accoiding to the 
place from whence the property is recovered. The valuation theieof to be made 
by Messrs. Mackenzie, Lyall and Co. subject as he/ore, to arbitration, if the ow nets 
or comntanders possess suitable means for recovering ibcir own ancbots of 
other lost or wrecked property, within 48 homs after they have been parted 
from or lost, and decline receiving assistance, the interfeience of the Master 
illtendant is then forbidden; but, should they fail to remove the obstructions 
within that period, (unless it shall be extended iinclfr the sanction of ilie Marine 
Board,} the Master Attendant is authorized to clfect the subject himself; and 
all such anchors or property, when recoveied, slitill be subject to the piesciibed 
charge of salvage in article 4 th. 

7 . Should any aiiclmrs or other propefy, not their own, be recovered by 
owners otQjKommundcrs of ships, when weighing or recovering their own anchors, 
they shalloe delivered to the Maater Attend.int in the state in which they may 
have been found, with every thing attached to them and be legistered in the 
same way, is if they had been recovered in the first instance by the Master 
Attendant. In this case however, the parties so iecovering wiecked property, 
shall be entitled to one-half the amount of salvage. 

8 . The above rules are not to be construed to extend to the case of any 
ship or ves.sel being wrecked in any part of the river. In such case the Master 
Attend'int shall, on the regulation of the parties cuncetned, afford every prac- 
ticalile assistance for recovering the .said .ship or vessel, her stoies or cargo; 
and such a claim, or compensation in (he nature of salvage, shall be preferred 
by the Marine Board, as to them, under ail circumstances of the case, shall 
appear reasonable ; should, however, the parties concernt-d decline the assistance 
of the Master Attendant, their operations shall not be interferred with, unless 
by their negligence the navigation of the liver should become liable to continued 
obstruction from the accident, in this case, as before, the Master Attendant 
is to adopt all be necessary measures to remove it.

ACCOMMODATION ON B 0 . 4 RD THE PILOT VESSELS. 

The following reriserl rules, relative to the accommodation of individuals, 
proceeding to the Sand Heads or down the rirer, on board any of the Ho¬ 
norable Companfs pilot veuels, having been sanctioned by Government, are 
published for. general infoimation. 

1 st. Oflicer-s, civil or military, when ordered to proceed on duty on board 
pilot vessels, are to notify the same to the master attendant. In cases where 
persons, whether public officers, or piivate individuals, are desirons of proceeding 
im board a pilot ve&.sel for the benefit of their lualth, applicaiion is to he made, 
as above stated, accompanied by a medical ceitificatc. Individuals both in the 
service and out of it, who may wisli to go on board a pilot vessel for pu'poses 
uncionnecteil with duty oi health, are to inaHe applicaiion to the supeiintcndcnt 
of ma'ine. Officers in command of pilot vessels are on no account to receive on 
boa’4 passengers, peisons who have not obtained the requisite sanction from 
one or otlier of the above named authorities, 

InUivlduiils pror;eeill% on board pilot vessels nnder any of the clr- 
stftfod above, are'entitled to ooriupy the port half of the after 
acemhrfiodkfion, of other charge than that of liiess or table money hcrealter 
epebifiati. It ronat be und'-rstood that in all cases when in conformity with these 
ortfeVfha port cabin has been assigned to any lady or gentlemair, no one 
cap dlaitB k shsfs of such awominodatinn while the party by whom it was first 
engttfetl wtmsj^lns on board. Other parties either in or out ot the service, pennl'- 
t«d to go onooard, can only h&resuch accommodatioo us the diuiog cabia affoiUs, 
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A Keiitleinan 8 rupees per diem for the first 
fortnight—6 rupees for every day afterwards. 

A lady fi rupees per diem for the first fort- 
niebt—5 rupees for every day afterwards 
A child i I upees per diem for the fii st fort¬ 
night—3 rupees for every day afterwaids.

A stranger should not attempt to run in at night, particularly in the lains, 
except at high or low water, as tlie ebb tide runs very rapidly in strong eddies off 
the Passage Rock, over the dangerous flat to the Westward, and the flood in 
Strong eddies upon the Rocks. 

During the N. E. Moo^soon Ships bound to 'Akyab, from the Northward, 
should endeavour to make the Table Land of the Western Bolongo in Lat. 20" I' 
N. then steering due East they will avoid the Oyster Reef in Lat. 20" 5’ N. Long. 
92*' 40‘ East, which is distant from the Savage Liglit fifteen miles due West. 
This course is recommended, as although in favorable weather the Savage Light 
is seen outside the Reef in 10 to 17 fathoms wafer, the depth suddenly decreases, 
and the probiihility of hazy or rainy weather would prevent the Light being seen, 
and steering boldlv in to siglU it to the northward of Lat. 20" 1', would endanger 
the safety of the Vessel, by suddenly falling upon the Oyster Hock or Reef before 
sighting the Light House. 

I wttnid not advise strangers on any occasion to make use of the Channel 
of the Oyster Rock or Reef.

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EXTERNAL STEAM NOTICE. 

STEAM COMMUNICATION WITH CHITTAGONG, ARRACAN AND 

MOULMEIN. 

ReauLATiONS respeeting Passa^o and Freight which have come into 
operation since tite 10th September 1851. 

The tollowing are the regulations, under which passage and freight are 
assigned in the Honorable Company's Steam Vessels communicating between 
Calcutta, Chittagong, the Ports of Arracan and Moulmein. 

1st. The monthly Steamer will regularly touch at Chittagong on her 
outward voyage, from the brginntng of October to the beginning of April and 
on her return voyage, commencing in September to the end of April. From 
May to August the communication with that Port #ill be closed. 

2nd. Cabins may be engaged to, or from any oi the ports at which the 
Steamers touch; but they will be hired only upon condition of the parlies 
vacating them, should they be required for Government purposes, either in 
( alcutta, or at any of the out-ports. Only the furniture and baggage requir¬ 
ed by passengers will be allowed in their cabins ; all else, stores, &c. will be 
placed in the hold and charged as freight. Quarter-deck passengers are 
allowed a bed rolled upi a trunk, or portmanteau of five cubic feet, and a 
ChiUumch.ee. A deck passenger is allowed one box of a measurement of five 
cubic feet, whatever may be its form, and a bed, not exceeding two feet in 
breadth, which must be rolled up during the day. Native Da k passengere 
are allowed fond at the expence of Gnvirnment. Cltrislian Dtck passeogerA 
must provide theil' own food, or mess with the Engineers at the rate fixed for 
Warrant Officers. 

Cabins of the 1st class are calculated for the accommodation of three 
persons. 

Those of the 2nd class, two. 

Those of the 3«'d class, one* 

And if occupided by more than the assigned number, all in excess, will 
be subject to the additional charge of a common deck passage

3rd. The charges for passage and table money have been fixed under the 
orders of Government, conveyed to the Superintendent of Marine, and areas 
per following scale:

The despatch of Boats is generally advertised in tlie order of their 
expected arrival in Calcutta, but it may sometimes occur, that the vessel first - 
expected, may be the last to arrive, or from damage, be prevented going in her 
turn in such case the boat next for despatch will he substituted, and keep the 
appointed time as nearly as possible, and the passengers engaged for the first boat, 
will still be the first accommodated, by a substitution of one boat for the other, 
and should it even be more convenient for any passengers, originally engaged 
for the second boat, to proceed by the first one under the above circumstance* 
despatched, their claim on account of the name of the boat, in which they en¬ 
gaged their passage being that ordered for first despatch, will not be recognized, 
to the prejudice of another passenger, and vice versa. 


OF FREIGHT IN GENERAL. 

1st. All Goods intended for shipment on the Government Boats, must be 
tent to the boat office in Church Lane, Calcutta, between the hours of ten and 
four, Sundays, Christmas Day, and Good Friday excepted. 

2nd, Goods will not be received for shipment unless they be addressed to a 
resident at the place at which they are tobe delivered from the Boats. Thediree- 
tlens must be marked on something not liable to be destroyed by vermin, and 
from which it may not easily be obliterated. A direction written on a card, or 
marked with ink on a tin box, would be liable to the above objection. 

3rd. The Scat Office will not be responsible for any damage or loss that 
may be occasioned by accident to the Vessel, or other cause whatever, not tracaabf* 
to negligence or mismanagement. , 

4th. All Goods sent to the boat office must be accompanied by a note ^ijth 
suitable direction for the guidance of the officers of the department. 
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5tht Goods not applied for on board the boat by the consignee, will be 
carried on and charged with additional freight, unless addressed to the Steam 
Agent, in which case they will be delivered to him. 

It mutt be undeutood, howevery that although all persons are at liberty to con¬ 
sign their goods to tm Steam Agent of the station at which they are to he landed, 
the Government is not responsible for such Steam Agent, or for the scfety of the 
goods after the delivery qf the same to the consignee, or to his order, whether such 
consignee be the Steam Agent or any other person. 

6th. Freight on all packages, excepting tieasure laden in Calcutta, or for 
which tonnage is reserved in (Jalcutta, and which does not exceed in weight 
851bs, or 17^ seeis per cubic foot, will be charged by the cubic foot.

Rales and Regulations to be observed on Board the Government 
Accommodution Vessels. 

Ist. The table is provided by the commander of the boat at a charge of 3 
rupees per day, for breakfast at j past 8; biscuits or bread, or cake, at noon; 
fljoncr at 3, and tea and cotfee at 6. Intermediate meals or refreshments must 
be paid tor, according to |iri( es fiKt-d and exhibited on the card, which ia to be 
suspended for aetiera! infoniiuiioii, in a conspicaoiis part of the dining room. 
E^ery eitiole must he paid for at tiie time of delivery, and the steward ta 
strictly proinbileil siipidyiint any article if not paid for at th'e time; be is pro¬ 
vided with plenty of small Sliver chaiiue, and with tokens instead of coppers if 
preferred. It is positively prohibited to send any tliiiiu wliatever from,tiie mess 
table to the cabtns fur children, servants, or iiivuiids, as sucli practices tend only 
to the discomfort of the passengers generally. Ladies or gentlemen prevented 
by indisposition from coming to table, will be suitably provided with refresliinentB 
in their cabins. 

2iid. The servants are required to he always cleany^and dressed with their 
tutbatids. European or Cliri.stian servants are never permitted to appear 
without their jacki ts and shoes ; they are required to keep tlieir hair cut, and 
are not permitted to wear it long and busity. Each servant, when attending at 
table, is required to carry a clean napkin in his hand. 

3id. Any negligence or misbehaviour ot the servants is to be represented 
to the purveyor or conductor, who will take the necsssary measurea to prevent 
a recurrence. 

4th. AH breakage to be paid for at the time. 

6th. All meals taken away from the public table, will be charged for aa 
extra meals. 

6th. The stew|rd is required to exliibit a bill of fare at 10 o’clock, every 
day, to reiiiaiii suspended in the dtiiin;j|,raora. 

7th. In case of any negligence, or other fault respecting the table or winea, 
fee.. It is requested that the same be represented to the commander, and if not 
remedied or explained, a letter addressed to the comptroller of government 
•team vessels will be attended to, and the caqse of complaint, if possible, will 
ba removed. ^ 

8tli. A mebter is relained on board the vessel for the express purpose dl|| 
attending to the cleanliness of the cabins. 

Oth. When the boats are ready to start, after anchoring at any part of 
the river, the only notice given will be the ringing of a bell a quarter of an hour 
previous to starling; and the oommaiider of the steamboat is strictly prohibi¬ 
ted wailing fur any person whomsoever. 

Kith. A boat will be available to take the Hindoo servants on shore, when 
tile vessel ol'chors lor the night, and to bring them ofl'again. 

Ilth. No presents are to be demanded by the servants, under pain of dia* 
missal, and U is particularly rtqoesieil that none may be offered, 

l'2ih. One lamp is ordered to be kept lit in the dining-room during the night '

The steamer 8 pa=>suee to this is generally 13 days 
io the ruins, oeessionally 10 daysin Jiilv,8iid in ihedry 
sensnn 13 to 14 days: the disfnnre from Oalenttii Is 
S98 mites fay Bhaurottee, 680 miles by Sooderbmuls, 
and 3 i4 by land. Dawk runs in 8f days. Le<t rs for 
steamers should leave town on 7tb day after her, in 
July, and on the Sihday in June, Aiieusr, i^eptember 
affd flctflber, and on the 10th day in the dry season. 

On arrival hire, the eollecior's and mugistrule'a 
book is sent on beard far entry of all passenger’s riHtnee, 
Set'. &c. See. Steamers stop here 3 to 6 hours for coals. 

Two miles S. W. by W. of Mongbyr sre some 
rocks, with a mark on them: they were formerly in the 
steamer’s truck, but are now buiicd in ua iiuiuciise 
sandbank. 

On right bank of the Oances, 20 * miles shove 
Monghyr, is the large viiluge of t-mntiii,'nrr.T, with a 
small river that runs down Irom toe lulls. Fowls and 
hills are procurable here, thruugli the tbeonuiJar’s assis- 
lance, for boat travellers. 

fill the nuht bunk of the river, 00 miles above 
Alongliyr, and 5*1 li'low Dinapore, is tlie large town 
and mart of Bar, being a daicgab station, also a bve 
depot for Bteumer’s coals. Alt this bank of the river, 
for 29 mihs below and above, is noted for piggery vil< 
iuffi'S, and saltpetre manuhietories. 

Also on the right bunk, 87 miles above Mongliyr, 
or 9 rtiilps lielow I’atriu station, or rather Metikipore, is 
a large native town, with a rivtr on its upjier or western 
end, ibai Bows from the hills, and has a pneka bridge 
overit : it is a iiotf d manufactory of table cloths, of any 
extent,pattern,and texture Unit may be ordered. Also 
napkins and towels <if all sorts, 

Prttna, and ’he civil etatioonf Rankipore, extends 
about 10 miles uloiiQ the right hunk, 14 miles below 
Diiiapore ; is noted for opiutti, gram, and wax-candles, 
and is a very Itnoe mart, 1700 boats of burthen have 
bef^n counted I tying h.-re at one time. It is the residence 
of u nabob, and being a rudder or civil station, bu.v a 
commiHsiotif, a judae, a rnagistiate, a collector, 
thfir deputy and joint oftlcers, a doctor, an opium 
agent, u post-master, European ussUtants and niisstoa- 
aries. 

The Bovernment establi^hmcrfs are at Rankipore, 
or the upper extreme of Peln«, where tliere are si.me 
handsome houses, nl>*o a very lame and noted granary 
bnilt like a dome, with two ilielits oi steps vinisidc, to 
ascend to its tt'P» ’>o wbicit isaltsrtte circular hole, to ad¬ 
mit air into the building, and tu start grain into, ft 
has only one door, and was built for a depot, In case td 
famine. 11 is a very massive building, and noted for 
its very numerous, clear, and strong echos, aud at pre- 
•eat it]i8 used as a guard huute. 
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Srenmprs feldom stop here : sntneiimos net bfing 
Shinto grt witliir» a miliMtr twu ; pnspeniit'rs can land 
at I Vie lower end, and (^eteklitia nr lia('keriej«,(a native 
niieliorep einiveyence) to lake them up to Haiikipore, 
or to the military station of Dine.(>orp, 14 miles rlistarit, 
by way of a novelty or change, wlien they ean inspin t 
the granary by the road side. The road is very m>c>d 
tip to the military {•antonment. Deeunh farm, is 
north of Patoo. On the left bank is the Gunduck 
river from the Nepoul hills, w’itli a Inrae native tomi 
nn its liuht hank, and on its left, or enstcrn bank, is the 
fatnoiis Hfljecpore huncalow, and race course. During 
its annual large fair which is attended hy people from 
all parts of India, very good and cheap nags itte 
pr<»i‘uruhle. 

Dinapnre is a large European and native military 
stHtio I, where the steamers put to the hunk liy tl can¬ 
tonment fluffsiafi, for h or G hours, to take in cohIb, dis¬ 
charge and lake in cuigo, and passengers: it is consi¬ 
dered as two-tliird of the passage upwaiils. It is on the 
riiht bunk of the Ganges, rlistunt from ('alenttw, by 
Bleatner’s route via JVhagrMtee, Gdfl miles ; via Sliun- 
de'hands 790 mih'S ; and by land OTO.miiis. Post, lakes 

days. Litters forste.iineis should hnve Caienita on 
the lOth day after the vessel in the n>iu8, and ISili in 
the day S( ason. 

Mutton, beef, fiwls, egga, bread, butler, fruits of va¬ 
rious kinds, and g-apes in May and June, are procura- 
Vile ; as also tahle-eloths. towel.s, napkins, cotton hand- 
kercliiefs, also hats, rnnsliii aiid|cotlnn clot h shoes, har¬ 
ness, Patna scorned wax candies, and gram. KnropeHii 
shop keepers are her(> also. Here is a steam agonl, a 
(iocter, and a clergv man. Plajs are pefformed oc u- 
siona iy hy amateur performers. Auctions ure eoiae- 
ttmes held here. 

Passengers for A'rah andTirhoot land here. 

Four inilea above Diiiupuic is tin junction of the 
river Hoan. 

Twenty two miles above Dinspnre, on the left 
bonk, is tbe ciul station of I'hupra, the eapi'al of S irnn 
district. Here reside u judge, a magistrate, a collec¬ 
tor, a doctor,and a post master. Stemneis seldnna 
loach here even in the r. ins. I‘a88onger.s f r this place 
should arrange to land above it at Ilevelguuge, where 
there is a sl<«am agent. 

Rovelgiiiige, 27* miles hy waler above Dinapore, 
on the left hank of the river, is a very large grain and 
saltpetre mart, and noted for boat-huililing. An 
Hiinoiii fair is held here. 

Sienmers merely tooch to land passengerii and a 
few parkuges to the steam agent’s cere. From hence 
up to Ghiiz<-eporo, the viiliu^crs are eaid to be uncivil 
and dishonest. 

On the left hank, 74 miles above Dinapore, is the 
large native village of Rhiilicau, a darognh station, 
note'l for a fnir anniitilly lield here, h» also a grain mart. 

This is tlie most dangerous pai t of the Oangos "for 
quicksands and shifting Vianks, Tides are very stroni^ 
here ; bouts being detained from 4 to 0 weeka, wailing 
for water,aud a favourable breeze. 
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EiiXBr on the ritfht bank, anA Kurntatiee (in the 
left brink, H B9 milea above Dinopore, and la noted fur 
beiny llu> llon'bie t'o.'e giucl caiubliabment. Tliere ja 
a small fort ber^?, where (he battle was fotittlil. Here 
are some Euro]ieai) ntheers of the stnd, a doctor, and 
hospital bimcolnw, also B sir-ern u(.'ent. 

Eiirht itiiles above Ruiar, on the riahtbaiik of the 
tiver, istite junrtio't of the Ivarrutnn.it<‘A liver: the 
touch of its waters is ooiisi<ier(>d os one oi the greatest 
rnisbap.s that can happen to a Hindoo, as it is said to 
dfbiir him fioin ndmiilance into Heaven, There is a 
biidge built over it by a rajah. Thia part of the couti> 
try is noted for ducoits. 

f One bundled end nineteen miles above Dniaprre, 
or 31 miles above Buxar on the left bank of (he river, 
Is the ('ivil and Military station of Giinzeepore, a very 
liendsoine place. At its lower end is the ruins of on nhi 
polDCP. The Native town is built on precipices. The 
Hiiropi-nn inhabitants, consistinu of thcjiidee, inngis- 
trntfs, co'lpclors, doctor B»nl opium aaent, 5ce. fitc re¬ 
side on a lot el plain, about the centre of the smtion, 
ttie contonnienfs from the upper pert, ami tlie Kiirii- 
pciin huSj.ifal is at the upper extreme, net.wepn the 
civil Hill! military lines is the chapel uud Lord Oorn- 
wfllli ’ tomh. 

This plnce Is noted for its opintn TnanufHctory, 
and (roverornent stud eslKbllBhmenf, where horses 
can bo purchused ; as also for its rose water, ottor of 
rose*, sod idher perfumed oils; b'^ead, butter, eggs, 
fdwN, mnffim, lamb, kid, milk, and euear, are pro¬ 
curable; also Enrotiem articles of coiisntnpti>>n, and 
ntillineiy from (he European 8ho]ilipei'ers, Iis disf 
Imice from nah’ofta is, via Bhngruttie, 037 miles, via 
Soonderbonds 915, and by land 431 miles. The dawk 
riioH in 4 days, and letters for steamers should len'ie 
Oulcntta on the day after the steamer in the dry 
eetisons, and on the llth day in the raios;—the ves¬ 
sel's p's'ssije being from 17 to 20 days. Steamirs re- 
msin here for passengers, and com] and cargo at the 
steii’o ngeiu’s. Pussengers for Goruokpore should 
land here. 

This is the lower extreme ol the North Western 
Prmiuces or Agia Presidency, am} is a great place of 
trade. It is (he lowest station for the Agra flat boms 
nr boxes. Kunkerry banks commence from hero up¬ 
wards. 

Eight miles above Gbazepore is the dangerous 
kunker reef of Bairic that strikes across the river. 

Twenty-three miles above (^Jhiixeepore is Cho* 
chonktiore stone ghaut, and temple, noted for the no- 
Dieroos monkeys that resort here. 

Two mih'B below rhotkookpore, on the right bank 
of the river, is a sunken knnkiir rock, opposite to a 
palm.ftpf, just below Ssnontie. 

Thirty-four miles above Ghaxeepore, by Kucharee 
on the left bank, is a very difficuU and daogcroua 
aunken reef. 

Six m les above it is Saidapore a large naiive 
town.wiili a tehvsceldar end darogah ; and ,3 nniJee 
Shove Saidapore, is tbgjuDCtioDuf the .Qoomiie riveff 
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that tfoes up to Lticknow, etiM (o .ha a vary intricate 
Had rocky r^ver, too sliallow far the ftmaUest hoata in 
the dry seaixia. The Gaa»e« river, frarn above Riieli- 
iireo reef, pant &nir{a()oro u)> to tho (io»iritir,a diiiilance 
of 8 mil' 8 , ia a very critical passo^e wirii variouw bad 
patchiB (if kiiaker roi'k, on wliich native boats and 
budcerows split invtfintaiioonsly. 

Five* miles above the Goomtie, H Ctuindroulie, 
with a white ieiii|i]e. Here in mid chanarl, is a verv 
dant'eroii^ pucka platfoim, on kuoker, with the ruins 
of an ul<l tcin[>le on it, and no passable eiiannei on iis 
northwest, or Jiiih ire side, and very daouermis for 
downward humid bouts, us the current scis directly 
oil it. 0 

Five miles above Ghundrontie ia Bnllooa Ghaut 
end feiry on the riitlU bank: these banks are formed 
of kniikcr roek. 

Fifty miles above Ghiizeepore, or 8 miles above 
Builooii Ghaut, on the n^htUaiik of the river, i'< Kye, 
nnri its aunuen kuiiker reef, scarcely avoiduble in 
some dry scHsmis From hence due west over the 
ri..'liiihank, yon will ohseeve the Uenures miuarets, 
distil nee \) miles. 

B'-narex, on the left bank, is considered as the 
most lioly city m India, and is eortainly one of the 
niosi h-iodsome wlicn viewed from a distance on the 
river, there being such numerous stone giiants and 
tem|d"s, some of wiiich cost 17 l.ikhs of rupees. Tins 
is the resit'ence of some of the native princes, pension¬ 
ers of tiie Honoialiio East India (lonip.'my ; but 
their dwenings are divided info so inany little cliani- 
b('rB,or |»i,;con liol' S, that tlie intcrniil part of theeiiy 
has the appcarunce of a mass of rnmii hnildinus, piled 
up without uny retford to order or appeaMniee, and 
narrow, flllliy lanes, instead of streets. Tin-re is a 
large iiielosed m!t. t, culled u ehonk iliat opens at ft 
P. wr;, vvheie trinket'', toys, bi li-, cloth, coa'se hard¬ 
ware lire exoosed lor gtilc. 11 l.as u larpo well in it, 
and Is also a resort for Oritive auctions. Glove to the 
choukisthe priMcipal sPey or inert for Oni'lhudiins, 
B very fine silk, of \urious pnitorns, woin by naiii.--, 
us trowsers} nl-o fii e caps with tiiiscUed (trowns 
and very elcgnot i>old and silvei emoroidery : also 
B-arfs %nd tmlniii i»ico £'3 for fancy head drcasis. 
There is likewise a triivelier’s chouk, a nstivo ion. nod

liiiih its 8 , 10 , and Ifi.OOO i iipei's, and are i)ron;.!»t lo re 
by the fruit carriers w!i(> bi'i-ip gropes and pears f!<,in 
those countries, line aie Bern ral luiniulnre painters, 
nod also verniers of miniiiUnes on ivory, said to b« 
likenesses of difiVn iF luitive prineea, and tln-ir q-ieens, 
•nd nautcheiris; I rue likenesses of native servants in 
postnine, trudcsine-i and bcffgars. 

■’ Delhi jewellery of the best eold Is hrought on 
board the stcaineru, fiy sending for the dealers. Here 
is also 00 old oboervalory, and two very higli *uid 
slender ininaretB, one of which has a slight inchna- 
tluii ; U'uvellrts aieendiruf them are cspcctc'd to give 
(he keeper a fee of I rupee. Frutu their tope is a view 
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of (lie city, the adjHqent country, nnd the river (so 
grotifyinu a sittht should out be passed over by any tru< 
veller) Provisions are procurnble ^ |»irtnili>«>8, quuil, 
and wild dui-ks of surts aie to be ubtaini’d. Sieuuieis 
rcMTiainat Ituj Ghnut to discharge aotl tuko in pack- 
nitos, and l(» receive coals. Tlie(;ivil ond iiiililarr station 
is about 4 miles iniunr), direct from llaj Qbiiut, vvlitie 
reside tliecommissiimer, the judge, magistraiea, colh-c- 
tors, lite qeiieral, aiid all ibe niiliiary officers of tlte na¬ 
tive ro^inients stnlioned here, Riid some European 
artillery, litre also resides a doctor, a postmaster, 
steam agent couth builtier, and Europe an shop-keepers. 

Letters for eleamcrs, or travellers, are not for¬ 
warded to the vessel or boats, but must be sent for 
tVliicl) is very inconvenient. 'I'hc city is abnul 2 milts 
hmg. The nulives are very uncivil to sirunuers. 
Niimetous fanatics are here, who drown thniiselveS 
believing (hat tlie holy Ounga, and the city of tite most 
holy, Feenrf s them eternal happiness. 

llenares is from (’alcutia, via Ultagrutlee 090 
miles, via .‘Suiidcrbuuds 084 miles, and by land or dawk 
route428 inilcs. Letters take 4 days, Ithmigies 7 days. 
Letters fur St; amers siiould leave ('uleuttu, Die i2)lt 
day aflrr the vessel in the rains, and on the 14ih day 
in llie dry season. 

Polanktens are procurable here, hut infested wiili 
vile vennin. Travel t rs wishing to Jvisit the station 
of Siirde, should write up from Gliazeepore to any 
friend, or the slearn agent, for a eonviyance to be 
ready at Itajehaiil for them, on tiieir arrival. 

Ramnaglior, 1 J miles above ttenmes, on the right 
hank of the river, isa natitc puluce, the residence of 
the Itajuli of lien,ins. 

Sooiuuiporrt, i enorcs, is a native cavalry'station, 
17 miles aliove Ht't'arf s, and on tlm left bunk of ilia 
river. Steamers brini» to here a few nilnnlcs, on their 
passage up or down, us required, to land nnd recvivo 
pussengers. It lias a bai<kcry or rocky point, which 
is very awkward for nutivo bouts, as also for steami rs, 
owing to narrow elioiuiel and strtmg currents; it is 
off tlie stables, wliidi are called Little ('utentta. 

On tile right bunk of the river, about 4 miles above 
Sooltaiipor'’, is a very neut bioking pluee, eadeti Cliu- 
nir, with a very neat-looking English churcli, tliut 
reminds one of sweet, ‘ sweet home.’ It is an invalid 
military station, and li:.^ a fortiileuiion, on sn isolated 
rocky itiil, witich projects into the river, forming a 
very iMsty point to pass in the ruins. f|ind»o tradi¬ 
tion tflls i<9,tbis fortrcBBvras built in one night by agiunf, 
and itopregoiible : it counietely ecminiands the ri¬ 
ver, end is used ns a jduca tif eounneineut for state 
prisoners. There are sevcrul detaihed rocky hills, or 
stone qtiarics here, ft is a very sickly plae.e, owing 
to the heat arifing from tlie stone, wliich causes fever 
Slid spleen. This is a great place for snakes. A lit¬ 
tle above (he ft»rt is a temple. Tradition states it ici 
contain a chest, wtuch cannot, be opened, unless (he 
party opening It lose iiie iiond—four ihietes having so 
suffered once, in an attempt on tt. Very fine black 
BoU rad earibenwara is ptucbntblc heic, such us wiua 
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coolers, which bffn^ filled with water, efter the bottle 
is inserted, end set out in the druii af the hot westerly 
winds, (none other serves the jnirprise,) in the shade, 
cools the confined liquor equal to icinu' it. The eooI> 
er must, be dried daily. Also red sandy water liolders, 
or surles, which keep wuier very cool. Ulack butter* 
pots, with ftcasiiiK for water, very neatly finished, and 
lame bluek •double urns, to contain bread and keep it 
moist. Here is a steam auent; but steamers seiiiura 
stop more tlian ten minutes. 

Seven miles above Chunnr, on the riaht banklof 
the river, is the village of Kutnne, with rocky holtrim 
and hard lumps of red earth in the river, a little above 
is a ravine, whfeh is to he avoided by all bouts. • 

Fourteen miles above Chunar, is tiie ctossing ferry 
of the Benares grand road, and of Kitwa snd lihud* 
dnolee to Mirsapore. From hence to the latter p' ce, is 
a fine road, distance 7 2 miles by land, and Ifi miles by 
water. 

Ten miles above the ferry, and 7 miles below Mlr- 
sapore, on the left high haiik, is BhajoHii, with a white 
toinh, and a patch of kiinkcr in the river, on which 
many bouts are lost. From iicre the cantonments of 
Mirzapnreare visibki. 

Mirzapore, a inilitury cantonment, is 2 miles be¬ 
low the city ; and the civil stu'ion, where the judge's, 
magistrate’s and collector’s offices are, is J mile below 
the city. The steamer stops at tlie agency ghaut, at 
the lower end of the city. This jdace is noted for a 
cotton nntrt, and cotton manuCactory ; as likewise shell 
lac, lac d 3 ’e, hardware in a small way. Many boats are 
here, at all seasons. 

The city is very confined and dirty, subject to great 
sickness. There are 2 or 3 fine stone ghauts here, and 
some small temples and miourett, itreiid, butter, (gars, 
mutton, lamb, kid, beet, veal and fowls are procurable 
here. ' Both a military and a civil doctor reside here. 

Mirzapore is from Calcutta, via Blmgruttee, 748 miles 
via Sunderbunds, 1036 miles, and by dawk route 455 
miles. The dawk takes 5 da.\8, and bhnngy 8 days to 
run Letters for steamers should leave ('alcutta on the 
13th day after her in the rains, and 17 days after her in 
the dry season: the vessels having plenty of cargo to 
discharge* here, are generally detained from^ourto 
five hours. 

Four miles above Mirzapore is gindachun, on the 
right bank, noted as the place of an annual meeting of 
disreputable people who come here to make vows aud 
poojaha. 

One mite above BIndachun are the dangerous 
granite rocks of Seebpore. 

Twenty-eight miles above Mirrapore, on the left 
bank of the >iver. Passengers generally land in the 
cold season, and have a walk across the neck of land, 
in a W. N. W. direction two miles wide to Taila, and 
rej<dn the steamer again off there ; she having to go a 
detour of 21 miles round the point. 

Two miles above Sutarmaree, is Deegt Eunker 
$pit, with a deep bight.

Letchyagurree and its ravine, on the left bank of 
the river, ia 22 miles above Deega, noted for its rob> 
here when it was attached to the Oude territories. 

Sursa is a large cotton mart, on the right bank of 
the liver, and is GO miles above Mirzapore, and 23 
miles be low Allahal^dd, to which place i- a good road. 
This is the stuiion of a European custom's officer. 
There are several pucka houses here, and two very fine 
tanks at the hack of it, and an old mud fi.rt. From 
hence, up to Allahabad, the river is very jntiieate and 
shallow. Ironwork in a small way can be done for 
boats here. Turkeys and guinea fowls abound. 

Allahabad, is 83 miles above Mirzapore. Its fort it 
(St the junction of the rivers Jumna and^anges. It has 
an imposing appearance, when on the river, 7 miles 
below it. The Jumna waters are blue, whilst the 
Ganges are muddy. The steamers put to at the Jumna 
mosque, built by General Kyd, and J mile’inside the 
Jumna. The native military carifonments are about 
5 miles inland, and the civilians’ and officers’ are from 
3 to 4 miles inland. The general and doctor reside in 
the fort, as also the steam agent. State prisoners are 
kept here. Here is nli'O a large stone pillar said to have 
been erected by Alexander tlie Gr^t, to murk Iris con- 
qnest.i! and a cave full of native stone images, wiierein 
is shewn a small cntiance to a supposed subterraneous 
passage to Benares, but which, in facr, only extends a 
few feet, (The city is the seat of one of the principal 
nalivecourtsofjnst.ee the Sudder Dewanny.) It it 
also a great place of worship, and an annual fair is 
held outside the foil on the sands, at point or junc¬ 
tion. It was formerly ihe seat ot the residency. Bread, 
butter, eggs, beef, mutton, lamb, kid, fowls, pigeons, 
turkeys, guinea fowls, rjuail, partridges, leel, wild ducks 
and geese are procurable heie. European shops are 
here and auctions held. About 2 miles from the 
ghaut is the chouk, or market, where all sorts of cloth 
European and native, are procurable. Shawiraen board 
the steamers, if sent for, with all sorts of Cashmere 
shawls, waistcoating, caps, gloves, socks, and AfJgha- 
iiistan Woollen cloths; as also Delhi jewellers and (na- 
tinfacturers of cotton ; carpeting of various patterns — 
showy on rooms, and rather durable. A little beyond 
the tliouk is the livery stables where beautiful horses 
are procurable, of tlie Fersi.in, I’abool, and Toorkey 
bleeds. The post-office i.s in the fort, where you must 
send for all lett^. Letters for steamers should leave 
Calcutta on the I4th day in the rains, and on the 17tli 
day in the dry season, after the departure of the steam¬ 
er. The distance fioin Calcutta is, via Bliagruttec, 
K31 miles, via Smiderbunds 1186 and by dawk route 
50i miles. Steamer’s regulated distance is 80l) mile*, 
.’‘teainers remain here three entire days when they 
depart on their return trip, after discharging and tak¬ 
ing in their upward and downward cargoes, and pas¬ 
sengers. Apply to agent there, or to commander, for 
passage dowitw'ards. 

RETUaN PASSAGE. 

From Allahabad to Mirzarope, in the rains, it 
generally a run of S hours, anti if not detained long 
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the vessels get down to Benares on the same day ; but 
if detained foi cargo at Mirzapore, it is one day’s work. 
In (he dry season, it is I day’s work to Miizapore from 
Allahabad, and 1^ days to lienares. 

Steamers stop here generally 1 hour only, on their 
waydown. From hence to Ghazeepore is 1 day’s run 
in the rains, and in tiie diy season ; they slop here 
for coals, passengeis and cargo, perhaps 2 or 3 hours, 
making it 3 days fiom Allahabad in the dry season, and 
2 in the rains. 

Steamers pass here on the 3rd day in the rains, 
not stopping except previous notice is given by tiio 
ateam agent, or passengers require to embaik ; they 
pass this place on the 4th day in the dry season. • 

Steameis pass liere in 3 days in the rains, and 
stop 2 or 3 hours fur coals, cargo and passengeis; and 
pass on the 4tli day in dry season.

ESTABLISHMENT OF GENERAL AND PROVINCIAL

All lelters and pickets whatever (save and except newspapers anti ship and 
steam letters, hcieal’ier specially provided for,) received at any Post Otfice in 
India for despatch hy post, whether fiee oi post paid, or liable to postage, as the 
case may he, are to be marked witn the appropiiate stamp, bearing the name of 
*uch office ‘ f despatch, and wlien side^stamps are not provided, when the date of 
the niotiih and year fonns p.irt of the stamps, its'clf, the saiil date mu-‘t be entered 
in writing across the middle of the face of the stainj). If the letter or packet 
received for despatch he post paid or bearing postage, the amount ot postage »o 
paid or due, must be entcied in writing on the face of the stamp, after the woid 
jaid” 01 “ bearing” as the case may be.* 

2 All letters an.l paclets whatever, received at any Post Office by post for 
delivery at siicli oftice, arc in like manner to be stamped with the appropriate 
al'fice stamp, and mnked with the date of the inontb and yeai ; but the amount 
ut postage paid oi due, is not to be entered on the stamp ot delivery, as tlie 
a.aniD ot despatch legnlncs the levy of postage.

9 All other leticis (tr packets rec, ived horn seaward at any General Post 
Office, are to be stamped, if received by ship with llie .ship letter beaung stamp, 
and, if hy a Go>eiiiinenr .steamer, witii the steam letle bearing stamp. The for¬ 
mer is a sqtiiii e stamp, irii li in diameter, ln'nnng the name of the General

tiier between Malta and Marseilles, or 
between Alexandria and Marseilles, 
by vessels treighted or employed for 
that purpose by its < Tilers, or by the 
packets of the Itoyal Navy. 

ARTICLE II. 

Whenever the packets of the Royal 
British Navy, charged with the corres¬ 
pondence from the East Indies, for 
iireat Britain shall touch at Marseil¬ 
les, or at any other French' port in the 
Mediterranean, they shall be consider¬ 
ed and received in those ports as ves¬ 
sels of war: shall be exempt from 
all dues of nuvigation and port 
charges; and shall enjoy therein ell 
Ihe honours and privileges accorded 
by the convention of the 14th June, 
1833, to the vessels of tlic two states 
employed in the conveyance of the 
correspondence between Dover and 
Calais. 

The same immunities, honours, and 
privileges are secured to the packets of 
the royal French navy in the parts of 
the Mediterranean subject to the domi¬ 
nion of her Britannic majesty.

The Hon'ble the Vice*president in council is pleased to resolve, In super* 
cession of the rule passed under date the I9th July 1831, permitting chaplaina 
to draw a travelling allnwanne accord tog to the rales fixed at the genera* post 
office for visiting out statiiins, that hereafter an extra allowance not to exceed 
800 rupees per mensi m, shall he paid to the district chaplains of the Bengal pre* 
aidency upon periodical visitations, when these have been duly authorized, and 
that it shall be calculated at the rate of one day’s all<|^wance for every ten miles, 
allowing for a halt on the Sabbath ; provided, however, that the allowance drawn 
on this account shall in no case exceed S2U0 rupees per mensem. The bills for 
this allowance are to be unthcnticated by a copy of the order or authority under 
which tlie visit has been made, and by a declaration on the partof}the chaplain, 
that the journey Inis been perf^ormed, witliout which dooumenta the civil aadi- 
tor ie prohibited from passing the charges. 

Calcutta court of ?maU Cauoetsi. 

Whereas by act No. IX. of 1830 , entitled an act, for the more easf , 
recovery of debts and demands in Calcutta, Madras and Bombay, it is, 
amongst other things, enacted that ^ 

“ The judges of each court lioiden under this act, subject to the approval 
of the judges of the ^uprome Court, shall have power to make and issue all 
the general rules for regulating the practice and proceedings of the court, 
and also to frame forms for every proceeding in the court, for which they 
shall think it necessary that a 'onn be provided, and also for keeping all 
books, eniries and accounts to be kept by the clerk of the c »urt, and from 
time to time lo alter any such rule or form ; and the rules so made, and the 
forma so framed, shall be observed and used in the court of that presidency, 
and shall ^il>e sent to the Supreme Court fur approval, but shall be of force 
until disapi roved.’* 

In pursuance of such power, therefore, U is hereby ordered, that the

CALCUTTA TRADE ASSOCIATION. 


BEOULATIONe. 

I. That this association be denominated. "The Calcutta Trade Association."

8 . To define the terras of credit, when credit is nllowed, and to prescribe 
measure calculated to ensure payment, and guard against future loss when the 
terms of credit are violated. 

8 To encourage frieudly communication amongst persons engaged in business 
In Calcutta, especially on subjects involving their common interests; an object 
which Ippcdrs to have been hitherto neglected. 

I'V. The officers of the trade sssoflatlon are the mnster, past roasters, senior 
wairden, itttilcf warden, treasurer, secretary, sudhors, lounsel and solicitor. 

V. Tite master to bt‘eiecteit from the past masters and those members who 
havatbirved, or may be serving the offices of wardens. Ail other office bearers, 
Id be fwsm the members generally. 

... Vl. Tire election of master, wardens and treasurer to take place by ballot 
anttaatiKt^ convened fur tlie porimse, on the Second 

Satijrdftf^tr December. All other officers, wbeu once elected or appointed lo 
until removed by death, resignation, or vote of the association.

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VITf. The enmmlttee of itinnei^rnent, ro consist of twelve meiobern in 
adilHioii to the office bearers, and five to be considered a quorum. 

iX- Four members of ttie committee shall go out annually by rotation, and 
the muster stmll nominate foo', which, with any candidate proposed by a mem* 
her, shall be balioited for their stead. 

X. Any member of the comiiiittee being obliged to leave Calcutta fsonk 
sickness or otherwise, on intimating the same to the master in writing, the master 
sIihII, if required, nominate another member from the body of the association to 
take Ins place during his absence. 

XI The committee of management shall meet every Saturday morning for 
the despatch of business, their derisions being subject to the approval of the 
members at the aucceediitg quarterly meeting. 

XII. The general quarterly meetings of the association to take place the 
second Saturday-in January, April, July, and October. 

XIII. The master sliall preside at all meetings 0 % in his abs'nce, the im" 
mediate past master. In the absence of the immediate past master, the oldest 
past master present, shall take the chair. 

XlV- The master, or, in his absence, the senior warden, has right and au¬ 
thority of assembling a special general meeting; the cause of such meeting to be 
declared in the summons, and no olhe^business to be entered upon. 

XV. Special general meetings may also be called on a requisition to that 
effect, Mi^ned by five members and specifying the object of the proposed nieelinp, 

XVI. In any case where the votes are equal, the second or casting vole of 
the chair to decide. 

XVII. -The master, past master and wardens in office, are to be the repre¬ 
sentatives of the association, and ireing supposed to speak the sentiments of ihe 
members, or a majority of them, or bound to act upon such resolutions as may be 
passed in eotnmiliee, or at general meetings duly assembled.

XXVI. Any member intending to leave Calcutta for a considerable length 
of time, but to return within two years shall not be subject to monthly subscription 
daring his absence, and may, if he wishes ha re admitted to the association 
without oayingthe usual donation, provided that, previous to going away, be has 
duly intimated his intention to the Secretary in writing.

As adopted at the Special General Meeting of Subscribers on \4tth 

februarps 1853 . 


1, The subscribers to Ihe Bengal Civil Service Annuity Fund are tJ^e 
oovenauted Civil Servants u n tiie Bengal establishment. They shall cron* 
tiuue as long as t .■ y remain in the service, to contribute for the purposes of 
the fund, our per cent, of their salaries and xU other public otnuluinents what* 
ever (travelling allovyauoe alone excepied). 

2, The auuuities are fixed at lo.OnO sicca rupees payable in India, op 

£L,000 sterling payable in England. In discharge of each annuity payable in 
England, the sum of £i,000 sterling shall be paid to the annuitant tlirojt^fl 
the Company’s Treasury in Loudon, the ma agers of the fund underlaking^ 
to pay over to the government of Bengal iu,0u9 sicca rupees for e'ery year's 
^nuuity so pai.'. , 

p 3, Those subscribers only shall be qualified for annuities of the 
pmouiit aforesaid, who have served in the civil service l6 years and actually 
resided 23 years iu India.

REGULATIONS OF THE BENOAI, MILITARY FUND^ 
Establishep 1st November, 1824. 

Corrected to 1st January, 1853. 

SECTION I. ‘ 

Admission of Suhtcribers. 

Ar*. !• The following description of persons, and they alone, are eligible 
to he subscribers to the Rengiil Military Fund 

lit Officers or cadets in the military seivice of the honorable company 
under the presidency of Fort William. 

2d. rhaplains of the Bengal establishment. 

3rd. O'firers of the Bt.iigal medical establishment, and veterinary surgeons. 

4ih, Officers of the>gBe"gal e8tal>lishin'’nt, on the retired list. 

Art. 2. Imlividunis of the descriptions enumerated in the 1st article, 
who entered the se vice previous to the 30th August 1826, and who hitherto 
have'not beconde subscribers, shall only be admissible on the following con¬ 
ditions t— 

Ist That the application for admission be accompanied by the cernnc.ile 
of two surgeons, that the person desiring to subscribe is then, to the best of their 
knowledge, in good health. This certificate being confirmed by the declaration 
to the same effect, from the person so applying to be admitted. Applications 
from married officers being also accompanied by a certificate of their marraige, 
and intimation of the ,correct age of the parties.

Fifth .—If the piivilege to subscribe in the next highei rank be not cnilraced 
within tile above periodsj^e application, wheneier subsequently made, must be 
accompanied by a health cerlifioaie, and lompound interest at 8 per cent, per 
annum shall be ciiargcd upon the additional dunition and ai rears of subsetiptiun 
accumulated half-yearly (as by article 2 of the existing rules) from the date of 
these rules taking effett, oi from the completion of the qualifying service. 

Aiuffc*—Retired officers are entitled to enter the higlicr classes of subsciip- 
tiou under the above condiKuns, on the expiration of tlie several periods whiili, 
had they remained in the service, would have given ibeni the same piivilege. 
This rule is applicable to subscribers under article 5. 

N. B, The period of seivite under this article is calculated by certifi¬ 
cates of admission to be furnished fiom the adjutant 1[general’s office. Officers 
embracing the piivilege granted by this rule must (.uiiipiy with all its pro¬ 
visions, calculated througli each giade of scivicc.

General Regulation*. 

Art< 29. The Bengal military fund is to be admipisfered by a president

The accounts to be published for general 
iniforma ion two months previous to the annual meeting, the precise day and place 
of bolding which are tp be notified by public advertisement aimultaneously with 
the publication of the accounts, 

ART. 3). AU subscribers, who may have contributed to the fund by paying 
.{dopations and subscriptions in their respective ](a'nk«, during six continued mjputha 
Iteforeaiiy meeting, are entitled to titend to examine the accounts and proceedings. 

Art. 32. On occasion of spy paiticular and important business which 
mgy net^ssarily require tltR opinion of the society at large, special meetings will 
jie called of the subsrriUers Ut the presidency (others voting by proxy).

The secre¬ 
tary will also submit to the directors who attended, drafts of all the letters which 
ill those meetings he may have been desired to write. Letters demanding an 
immediate answer, when such may be of an ordinary nature, may be replied to 
by the secretary, wthout waiting for a meeting of the directois : but every loner 
proposed to be dispatched by the secretary, must preciously receive the special 
sanction of one director, signified by his initial to the drails, which will be sent 


to him for consideration. 

Art. 37. The secretary will keep the set of books in use in the milU 
tftry widows' fund, under instructions which he inuy receive from time to tiiiio 
from the directors of the fund. 

Art. 38 The books and eorrespondence of the fund shall be at all times 
open to the inspection of subscribers. 

Art. 39, When any new regulation shall appear to the directois or to 
any thirty suliscribers, to be advisable, such legulation sliall be circulated to corps 
for consideration, and the aflirmotive or negative of tlie majority qf individual 
votes {to be ascertained at the Cspiralioti of four months) shall decide its adoption

Before being clrenlatcd for votes all propositions shall he printed and a copy 
sent a month prcviouslv for publicatiun to each newspaper throughout the Bepgal 
presidency and for ci'cnl.ttion to each diyisiou and station Hthti'otficer ; in firlv'ate 
cases at the expense of the appellant. The proceedings of the diiectqr's meetiiig^ 
to be published and circulated in like manner, . ' 

Art. 43. If dity subscrilier or claimant on the (tind shall be dosirous to 
appeal from tiiB decision of the directors to that of the subscribe-s at large, upon 
any sabjcct which may not be spenlicaily delined by the regulations, sijch appe.-]', 
pnt'ided it be approved by three diiectors, shall be referred by the directors, an^' 
decided upon in the m.aniier p’escribed in the preceding aiticlc, and the degi>ioii> 
on such appeal, or that of the directors in c.iscs not appealable, shall be final in all 
cases whatever, any further agitation of the question by a process of law or other¬ 
wise, being deemed in itself to be an absolute forfoitn e of all clqinl on the fund. 

Art. 41, When R reference shall be made to the subscribers at large res- 
peclhtig either a proposed regulation, otr an appeal, the result of $uch reference 
shall be communicated to c'orps for the information of subscribers; 

Art. 42. Generally all payments due flrom the fund are made qu.srte'Iy 
in England, arid monthly In India ; but in cases when pensioners oir ciaimaiiiti 
en the fund are about to embark for Europe, all arrears must be paid up to thd 
euddftlfo'precediAg month.

N, B. In general it may be meniioned that wbe>e no particular dates are 
leferred to, the rules have irot been altered since the establishment of the fund. 


Notice.— As subscribers falling into arrears often request exemption from

b> ihe rides of the Institution. The Secretary will (oniinue to give notice when 
arrears are due, in all cases when they come to his knowledge, but every subsciiber 
should protect his own inteiests, and see that his Subsrriptions and Donations are 
regularly deducted by his paymaster, and immediately rectify any errors or oinia- 
aions of that functionary.

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Ttegulntions of a General Military Fund, for the benefit of widows and 
children tf deceased officers, in Her Majesty's Service in India, established in 1820, 
and rcoised in 1827 ; and Rules 21 and 22 added in 1845. 

Under the protection and countenance of the Most Noble (ho Marquess of 
Hastings, commandcr-in-chief in India, the above named fund was established 
in the year 1820, for the purpose of sending home, in comfort and respectability, 
the families of ilereased officcis in her majesty's tegimrnts, serving in India, who 
may have been left destitute; and of preventing the painful and degrading 
practice of appealing to the public for subscriptions'Hm such occasions ; and also 
ol providing relief in such coses as may uqulic it, ui^il they can be conveniently 
sent home. 

It hiving since been found advisable to make some alterations in the rules 
and resul.itiDUS then established, the following revised regulations, passed with 
the general consent of the ofiiceis of the army, have been approved of by his 
exi’clleney the right honorable Viscount C'ombermeie, comiiiander-in.cluef in 
Indict, who has been pleased tr become pan on to the institution. 

Ilia Excellency ?ir Hugh Goiigb, Part. O. f\ B., cominander-in-rhief in 
India, with reference to several cases, arising out of the death of officers on ths 
voyage fVom India to England, leaving their wiJons and children in ciicumstancee 
of great distress, and with advertence also to the mnnifesl justice of allawin||||||lk{t 
widows and cliildren of ofliici'cs, being subscribers to the fund, who may die at the 
Cape of Good Hope, the Mauritius, or New South Waits, the benefits of the 
Military Fund, directed Rule 21—to be propo-ed for the cousidcration of the 
whole body of subsetibers, and it having been carried by the votes of 237 mem¬ 
bers, with a minority only of 35, the Rule is accoidingly 'rendered permanent, 
together with Rule 22, proposed at the same lime, which was voted for bv 233 
members, and a minority of 211.

ried officers will have a claim on the Fund their subscriptions should then be 
augmented. As an officer ceases to be a subscriber on leaving India, ail claims 
on the Fund must in like manner cease from the same period ; but an officer 
going to Sea for the benefit Qf his hcakh, being entitled to his company’s allow¬ 
ances, will be conside''ed as a subscriber during his absence. 

2l8t.— That all widows of officers, who were .subscribers to the Fund, shall ba 
entitled to the amountgranted to all widows and children,for passagemoney to En¬ 
gland, if their husbands die on their passage (o England, or during their absence 
on sick certificate, at the Cape of Good Hope, the Mauritius, or N cw South Wales. 

22d.—That no special grants, in cases of great distress, (no t provided for in 
the regulations of the Fund) shall be passed by the General Co mmittee in Cal¬ 
cutta, or the sub-committee at Madras or Bombay, without the sanction on the 
Majority of Subscribers ; whichsanction i> to be declared in the General Abstiact 
of account, published annually for the information of subscribers.

Par. 1. The Bombay Government have lately submitted to us a scheme 
for the institution of a Medical Retiring Fund at that presidency, and as the 
reply which we have made to that communication is applicable to your me¬ 
dical establishment, we transcribe it for your information and guidance. 

“ We are of opinion that the object of accelerating the retirement of me¬

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Opinion of Mr. Countellor T. C. Morton. 

I have rp«d the rules of the Bencrni Medieol Retiring Fund, the same 
being eoiHsined, in the Deed of 10th October, 1836; and it seems clear, that 
the Annuity is hot in the nature of « {yension or voluntary grant, but that it is 
» bi-ne6t which the retirinu; officer actually purchases, and fur which (la 
cases) he could proceed by suits at law or in equity. This distin¬ 
guishes 'the case from Oibson vs the East India Company, 5 Bmgh. N. C. 262, 
where, the Conrt of Cummon Fleas in Bngland held, that the pension of a 
Military Officer of the Company does not uooii his bankroptey pass to his 
Assighws. I am of opinion therefore that Mr. F. H. Brett's r ght, title and 
interest In the Annuity of j£300 o year, to which lie is eoiitied front the Bengal 
"Medical Retiring Fund, pass wholly to bis Assignee Mr. Belcher. The Seere* 
tary (if the Fund, or the London Agents, therefore will be jusiifled in making 
the payments hencefortli^s they accrue, direct to the Assiunec, for the time 
being.

(J JS.) The chi'dren of officers retired from the service are not admissible, 
unless the father have continued his stihsciiptions after tha.pcrlodof his removal 
from the effective sirengti^of Ute army.

STIPENDS OF ORPHANS IN ENGLAND. 

(235.) The regular sums allowed for the maintenance, clothing and edu¬ 
cation of wards of the iiistituiion, resigned to the imiuediale care of their rela¬ 
tions, Guardiuns, or Trustees in England, (all charges of whatever nalui e being 
included in sticli allowance,) are fixed at the following scale; vizt. for all girls 
and boys indiscrim nately wiA.Vr six years of age £ 30 per annum j for all boys 
above that age jC 40 and for all girls 45 per annum to the end of their 17lh 
year in the case of Boys, and of their 1 Sih in the case of Girls. 


, PASSAGE MONEY. 

(235 ) The passage money of children allowed to proceed to England is 
paid by the society in Bengal, and t'o.’s lls. 600 allowed on this head, wheie there 
is only one cliild, and Co.’s Us. 500 fur each cliild, where tiiere are two childien 
and I o.’s lls. d.jO for each child, where there are three or more children. The 
amount of Stull passage iijcriey is paid*under the authority of the general mu- 
piigement by the ireasu'er to the society, and a receipt for the same taken ftoiu 
the mothet or guar 41 an of the child. 


ORPHANS RETURNING TO INDIA, 

(255.) On the friends of any female w'ard engaging to the society to re¬ 
ceive and take charge of her upon her arrival in India, the agent in London 
niay, at his discretion, authorize such yonng lady to return in which case a sum 
equal to Co.’s Rs. l,50i> is paid by the agent towards her outfit and passage 
money, the society be ng thenceforth exonerated from all further demands. In 
such cases, (be agent is directed to take the proper precautionary measures pe- 
gardiog the charge of the young ladies during the voyage, and to pay the ut¬ 
most attention to this point. 

(256.) .Female orphans, however, coming out to India with the consent 
of the general management, or the agent in London, at their own expence, are 
still considered as being upon the foundation, and entitled to all the pights and 
privileges enjoyed by persons of the same description who have never left India,

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41. The benefits of tlie school are extended to the legitimate children of 
European non-commissioned officers and private Soldiers,, belonging to the Hon’ble 
Company’s Bengal establishment; to the destitute orphans of warrent officers, 
Conductors, Sub-Conductors, tiding masters, &c., and the legitimate child) cn of 
Drummers and Fifers, provided they are the offspring of <girls bronglir _vtp not 
less than four years in the Oiphan School, or of soldiers wives receiving' IWe' 
usual subsistence granted by government 

43. The children of such Non-Comroissioiied officers and privates are 
entitled to receive the bounty of the Honorable Company, fruin the time of their 
birth until they complete their fourteenth year. 

41. This bounty consists in an allowance of Co.’s Rs. 3. per mensem, autho¬ 
rized to be drawn for eacii child cniollcd previously to the 1st of Jaiuiaiy 1841, 
and ‘ o.’s Rs. 2-8, for those enrolled subsequently to that date, under the name 
of subsistence allowance. 

53. The regulated subsistence allowance for children residing with their 
parents or Guardians, is drawn direct fioin station Secreiaiies by olliceis drawing 
the pay, or having iiiimcdiate Uiarge or command of parents or guatdians of 
children respectively. 

54. These allowances are to be dratrn monthly in separate abstracts, ac¬ 
companied by Review lioiis, duly certified and authenticated. 

117. The children, of non-commissi(;|^ed officers and soldiers of Her Ma¬ 
jesty’s service dying in India are entiiied to the benefits of tiie institution, and to 
be received into the school in the same manner as tlie Orphans of tiun-cummis- 
sioned officers and soldiers in the Hon’ble <'ompany’s Service; bu the children 
of con-commissioned officers and soldiers of Her Majesty’s service whose fathers 
are living are not admitted. 

N. B.—This allowance is strictly limited to legitimate children.— 

63. In the event of a child born after the 15th day of any one month, or 
dying before the 15ch of the month, no subsistence allowance is drawn for sucti 
child for that month. 

55. Demsnds for arrears of subsistence money are rejected in all cases, 
except those in which the Parent or Guardian may liave been employed on ser¬ 
vice, in the field, or proceeding from one station to another, and thus may not 
have had an opportunity of applying first regularly to any committee. No arrears 
for a period exceeding six mouths are, in any case, to be paid without refeienco' 
to the general management.

Tlie first five Tables are for tlie use of the Civil servants of the Comppny, 
of merchants, clers^mcn and others, who are not liable to the same exposure 
to the Injurious effects of the climato and other risks, to which military 
officers are subjected. 

Table I contains the rates f-T Assurances on the lives of such persons 
for shoiiT TETlMS, varying from one to seven years. 

Table II contains tiio rates for Assurances on the lives of such persons 
for the WHOLE teem; of life, at au equal hate of premiui% payable 
aaaually during life. 

Table III elst' contains the rates of premium for Assurances on the lives 
of each persons, for the whole xehm of life; but the Table has been 
CiHkStructed on a plan, which has recently been introduced into the t ractice 
of Llftl Aoeorance in Qreat Britain, which has been attended with great suc- 
eees, and has met with the decided approval of Policy-liolders. it is tube 
Ohl^ed, tlplt according to this Table, winUt tlie sum assured is to become 
at thn death of the P'li'iy, whenever that event may happen; tlie 
by the assured during tlie fir^t seven years, does not maierially 
rate^ whlcli would be charged for an Assurance for the term of 
•O^ti ymra mly ; whilst the policy does not become foiTeited at the Ond of 
tj^ favoa years., bat m y be continued by the payment of an increased rate 
daring .|th6 eecond seven years; and after fourteen years, by the 
MyiUent 6 f a Otlll farther increased premium, during the remainder of life. 
To a person who Is desirous of efibetiog an Assurance which Is not to become 
at the end of any specified {tetiod, end who Is at Ihe same time desirous 
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of attaining his object with tha least possible present outlay, this Table Is 
peculiarly suitable; and will, it is expected, become as popular and as exten* 
sively resorted to in India, as it has been iu Kngland. Its advantages will 
at once become obvious, by comparing together the examples annexed to 
Tables II. and III. 

Table IV. has been constructed for the use of Civilians and others, ndl 
exposed to military lisks, who may bo desirous of eflfectlug Assurances on 
their own lives, for the benefit of other persouR; for infltance, when a httg- 
band may wish to effect en Assurance, to be paid at his death to a 
daughter, relative or other persun, in the event of such person surviving lum. 
The Tab'e of course cimtaitis the premiums only for the ages tlierein men* 
tinned ; but the rates for utiiei* ages rnuy be ascertained by application to the 
Company’s Agents. 

Table V. has been constructed for the use ud Civilians and others, not 
exposed to uiilitary risks, with extreme care and attention, and is, in the 
opinion of the Directors, likely to prove highly advantageous to ail parties 
who rauy resort to it. Unlike the Tables before mentioned, which are com¬ 
puted tor cases where the benefit is to be enjoyed by others after the death 
of the assured; this Table is adapted to tlie cases of such parties as may he 
desirous of securing a provioi<>n for their own use, in a more advanced period 
of life. For instance, when a person engaged in the Civil service of the 
Company, may wish to increase the pens on to which he would become 
entitled after a given period of service, this Table exhibits the means of 
attaining his objeut at a very moderate expense, its use and advantages may 
be atoncaseen by reference to the Examples annexed. It is, however, neces¬ 
sary to notice one point in reference to tliis Table. The 3d Example gives 
the rate of premium to be palil during Uoenty yea s' continued residence in 
Inditty for an Annuity of lUUU Rupees, or an equivalent amount in British 
money, to commence at the end o sucii term. Now, in the event of any 
portion of this term being passed in Europe, the twenty years after ihe expi¬ 
ration of which tlie Annuity would become payable, if the party were resident 
during the whole lime in India, must necessarily be extended, not for the 
whole period ot time passed in Europe, but for the half of such period only. 
Tlie Annual premium, however, would, in every case, cease at the expiration 
of the twenty years. If, for instance, the party were to remain six years in 
England, and then return to India, the Aiuiaity would nut become payable 
until after twenty-three years, although the Annual premium would cease at 
the end of twenty years. 

The Tables VI., VII , Vni., IX. and X., are for the use of Officers In 
the Army and Navy, and others exposed to military risks. They are precisely 
analogous to Tables I., II., III., IV. and V.; aud the same observations 
will apply 10 them respectively. 

In cases where Assurances are to be effected on the lives of persons 
exposed in an rq al or nearly equal degree to the effects of the climate, as 
Military Officers, but not liable to be killed in action, a rate of premium 
will be cliarged according to the nature of each particular cb e. U will, 
however, somewhat exceed the rate for Civilians, but will be less than tha 
rate for Military officers. The premium for every such case may bo asecr- 
tained by application to the Agent. , 

When the par^y resides in, or is about to visit any particularly unhealthy 
part of India, or is afflicted with gout, hernia, or any slight chronic dlfwise, 
nit attended with immediate danger, such additional rate (to be ascerlmhed 
by application to the Agent,} will be charged as the clrcRmstances of the 
case may require. 

No addition to the premium will In any case be made for sea-rUk, in 
passing from any one part of India (including Ceylon,) to another; or in 
passing to or from the Cape of Good Hope, or England, either by tbe^ Over¬

5. The management of the Library is entrusted to a Committee of threo 
Curators, chosen yearly by the proprietors and snbfcribers of ait cl isses, 
and eai-h Cuiator by virtue his office is entitled.to a vole on pecuniary 
questions and questions relating to proprietary riglils whether he himself is a 
proprietor or nut.
